THE more the Gavernment was Incenfed, the 
more the Presbyterians were Confirmed in their 
Principles and Refolutions. The Duke of Law- 
derdale, who then fat at the Helin, perceiving 
their Neambers rather to increafe, than diminith, 
with great Skjll and Induftry divided them, by 
obtaining an Act of Indulgence from hing cra 

WiC i 
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which was fo cunningly contrived, as he was fure 
many of therm would reject it. 

DHE Dgke’s Scheme anfwered his Intention, 
for the moft part of their Preachers accepted the 
Indulgence, who were confequently follawed by 
the greate{t Body of their Ditciples, whilft their 
Liffenting Brethren declaimed againft them at their 
Publick and. Private Conventicles, in the Fields, 
in their Sermons, and every where, Charging 
them with an impious Breach of Covenant, and 
Violating the Fundamental Rules of Presbytery, 
which, they thought indifpenfably Obliged them 
rather to Sacrifice their L ives, than recede from 
the leaft Article of their Faith. 


‘DHE Breach foon grew fo wide; that both Sides 
with Averfion and Hatred; thurined one anothet’s 
Converfation, And by different Views were ut- 
teriy deprived of that mutual Confidence and Ad- 
vice, which had been of fuch vaft Importance to 
them. o 


Tae Government having got their Ends, in 
thus weakning the Preshyterzans, renewed the Pet- 
fecution ugainft the Diffenters, whofe tender Con- 
{cien¢ges could not Submit to the Indulgence, which 
drove the Poor unwary People to the Extremity 
of Taking -Arms againft the King, Anno 1666. 
Whereupon they unanimoufly gathered together, 
and Advancing towards Edinburgh in a Military 
manner, they were Defeated at Pentland by the 
King’s Forccs, Commanded by General Dal:zeel.

Joon KER, EL; 3 
My Father in Law, Robert Ker, of Kerfland, 


whom I have now the Honour to Reprefent, was“ 
one of the Chief Perfons concerned n this Infur- 
rection, who, having thereby forfeit d his Eftate, 
retired into Holand, his Eftate being given to 
Lieutenant General Drummond, which he and 
his Heirs pofileffed till the Revolution, when the 
Heirs-of Kerfland were reftored by Act of Parlia- 
ment, Anno 1639. 


I hope the Reader will pardon me for taking up 
any part of his Time with the private Matters 
of my own Family; but as it cannot well be avoi- 
ded, I fhall mention them as little as poflible in 
the following Memoirs. 


 Uron this Rebellion much Blood was fhed, 
both in Fields, and upon Scaffolds; but the íe- 
verity was fo far. from extirpating thefe People 
that it rather added, both to their Numbers and 
Zeal: They were afterwards called Cameronians, 
from Richard Cameron, an eminent Preacher a- 
mons them, who was killed at Aires-Mofs, with 
his Sword in his Hand, fighting for.the Doctrine 
of Refiffance and Self-Defence, which he had alk 
along. held forth unto them. 


It is with Reluctance I trouble the Reader with 
any Particulars .of the Cruelties of thefe ‘limes, 
fince it naturally leads me to expofe fome People 
who were at the Helm inthat Reign, having no 
Pleafere to rake into the Afhes of the Dead: But 
were I altogethtr Silent. I fhould be accountable 
for the Odium 1 muft t ereby bring upon thofe 
who fuffered in Scotland, mecr'v for Confcience 
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fake, wlio-.muft confequently be reckoned, by 
Strangers, tio be very turbulent People, by their. 
frequent Inf‘urrections againft the Government. 


I muft therefore inJuftice, mention a few jout of 
a great many Inftances of this kind, whereby the 
impartial Reader will eafily fee who was inthe 
Right, and who in the Wrong; .and perhaps be 
convinced with me, that the Miniftry induftri- 
oully forced the Cumeronians to Rebel, whereby 
they might find fome pretext or other to deftroy 
thems 


Anno 1678, An Army of Higblanders was rai- 
fed under the Command of the Marquefs of 4thol, 
the Earls of Alar, Stratbmore and Erodalbine, who 
were fent to the IWF eft of Scotland, thereto Plunder 
and live at Difcretion, upon the Effeéts of thofe 
pror People, who could not reconcile to their 
Confciences the Oaths tendred unto them. 


‘Tats Higbland Holft Guarterea and exacted 
Contributions at Pleafure, till they forced the 
Camerontans to a new Infurre@ion in May, 1679, 
when being Afiembled at a Field-Conveniticle, one 
Colonel Graham, afterwards Vifccunt of Dundee, 
with a Party of Horfe and Dragoons, Attacked 
them at Drumclvg, where he was Defeated, and a 


great many of his Men killee, : 


Dane Cameroniuns Aufthed with this Succefs, 
bet dreading another Afiault, gathered together 
Five Thoufand Foor, and Sixteemrm Hundred Horfe; 
which fo alarmed rhe C ernment, that the Duke 
Of sonnet wan Rise down to Cominand the Re- 
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gular Forces in Scotland, whereupon followed the 
fatal Skirmith at Bothbwel-Eridge, Fuital to many 
‘an honeft Gentleman in that Kingdom, who un- 
fortunately were upon the Head of hart Infurre- 
dion, and thereby incurred a new torfeiture of 
Life and Fortune; which, notwithf{tanding the 
Act cf Parliament at the Revolution, reverfing 
thofe Forfeitures, and ordaining Reftircution, ftill 
affeéts* fome Gentlemen who then forfeited, ke 
caufe their E.ftates were given by the Crown to 
Colonel Cornwall, Sir Theophilus Ogelzhorp, and 

eneral Main, three Englifh Men, whonever ha» 
ving any of their Effećłts in Scotland, could not be 
reached by the Laws of that Nation: WNeverthe- 
lefs, Mr. Gordon of Craighlate, Mir. Gordon of 
Earlfiown, Mr. Cockran of Waterfide, Mr. Fereu- 
fou of Caillock, Mr. Martin of Crtcloy, and others 
have been alwavs reckoned among the Loyale!t 
Subjects, fince King Wiliam of Glorious Memory 
came to the Crown; who from tbat Year, 1679, 
bave laboured under infuperable Difiicelties 
(which all others, who then forfeited, were re- 
lieved from) without any probability of Repara- 
tion, as much as if the Forfeiture had never been 
reverfed,, notwithftanding alH the Reprecfentations 
that hath been made of their Cafe, not only to 
the Government, and Mir. Corvaral himfelf, but 
by the Parliament alfo recommended ta the Graw.1, 
and even in fpite of the Union toa. 





But I hopeiut will not be unacceptable, to let 
the Curious Reader kno a certain Accidenrt, 
or rather Miftake, which the Duke of Afonmezt hb 
was unhappily guilty of at that Time, and which 
contributed very muclas pt only to this Battle, 

» 2 but 
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but even to the downfal of the Duke himfelf, and 
all the Whig-Party in Fuglandwwhich feemed then 
to be very near the fame Pinacle they are at now, 


SHAFTESBURY>,and his Party Cwlio every one 
knows was in the Duke’s Intereft ) advifeld the 
King, that the Duke fhould have full Power and 
Authority to grant the Caemeronians, upon laying 
Sewn their Arms, what ‘Terms they pleafed3} Cfor 
fuch “apitulations have been fometimes found 
Convenient, even to the Crown) which would, 
no doubt, have exceedingly ftrengthned that Par- 
ty in Scotland, and Confeguently the Intereft of 
the Whigs in England. | ; 





ACCORDINGLY, the Duke upon his Arrival, 
offered fuch Conditions to the Cwmeronians, as 
would have made that Party very confiderable, 
had they accepted of them: but, unluckily fall- 
ing out among theinfelves, whether they fhould 
embrace the Duke’s Offer or not, when the tw 
Armies were within view of one another, fome 
of them being for, but moft part of them againft 
ir, Mr. Welfb, one of their Preachers, with 2000 
of their beft Men, who were for Peace, went 
off, the Day before the Engagement 3; this 
forced the Duke, when he faw the reft Obfti- 
nate, to fall upon them, which, if he could 
have avoided, the Ruin of that Party and the 
TY bigs in Exglzind might have been prevented, 
which foon afterwards went to Wreck, with 


the Duke himfelf, the very Means, in a 
great” Nieafure, which Shafteshury, and ethers 
had Loontrives te preterven tiem. 


Bur 
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Bur I intend not to trouble my Reader any 
more with the fatal Confequences of ‘this Engage- 
ment, or the Proceedings of the Parlizment therc- 
upon, to which the Duke of York wus fent down 
Commiffioner, Anno, 1681. Gc. Only to let him 
know, that the Kine a little before his Death, re- 
voked the Indulgence he had formerly arante 
to the Presbyterians, who were thereupon once 
more expelled their Churches. But being oblised 
to take Notice of Another Infurrcétion form tfew 
Years afterwards, made by the Earl of reyi, it 
will be Neceffary to tell you his Resfons for it 
He was Arraigned and Condemuedl by that Parli- 
ament, for explaining an Oath imp :Ofed by them 
called the Teft, but making his E.fcape from the 
Claitie of Edinburch he fled to Hofand, where he 
lived till Anno 1685. And then landing in the 
Weft-Highlands, he put himfelf at the Head of a 
Wumber of his Fricnds and Vaiffals. 








Moy Brother, Daniel Ker, afterthe Death af 
my Father at Utrecht, landing allo in Seéotlanc 
with the {aid Earl, repaired to the Sart i ITUC T» 
where the main Body of the Sa anaes us Were, 
and, at their Requeit,. taking the Command upon 
nim, he reloived to join Argyll as foon as pofii- 
ble: but fome Enznglib Men of War, coming into 
our Weffern Seas, cüt off the Communication, 
which obliged the Earl to March about by Giof- 
gow, in order to join the Camerenitans and his other 

‘ricnds in the Weft who were all upon their 
March to meet him: but itis Melancholy to trou- 
ble the Reader with the Particulars af that Miil- 
carriage ‘The Karl £ Urng into the Hands cof his 
Enemies > aftr his F3 was difperfed near 
| B 4 id siritre tl 
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Duntreth, Xc. Which not only ufhered in the 
Death of that great Man, but likewife buried the 
whole Hopes of that Party till the happy Revo- 
lution in the Year 1688, under King Wiliam of 
Pious and.Immortral Memory; I fhall only beg 
leave to take Notice of a very odd Accident 
which happened when the Cameronians were up- 
on their March to join Argyll, Mr. Pedin, another 
of their Minifters ftopping fuddenly, initreated 
thes to Halr, and after a fhort Ejaculation, cry- 
ed out, we have no Occafion to go any farther, 
for the Earl is this Minute fallen a Sacrifice to 
the fury of his Enemies. Whereupon feveral 
Crentlemen pulled out their Watches to Mark the 
Dime, which was afterwards found to anfwer to 
a very Minute accordingly, tho” the Earland they 
were at leait 50 Moles diftant. 


ABUNDANCE of this good Man’s Predictions 
are well known to be already come to pafs, and 
therefore thofe People are pretty well affured gf 
the Accomplifhment of the reft. I fhall only trou- 
bie the Reader with one of evcry fort; when he 
was Sick unto Death in the Year 1686, he told 
bis Friends that he thould die in a few Days. but 
having foretold many ‘Things, fuid be, which 
will require fame time before they be werified, I 
will give you a Sign, which will Confirm your 
Expectation that they will as furely come to país, 
astnofe you have already feen accomplJifhed before 
your Eyes; J fhall be decently buried by you, and 
if ny Body be fuf red to reitin the Grave where 
you thall tay it, then I have bcen a-Decéiver, and 
me Poord hath r ot fpcke by me, Lut tf the Ene- 
my come a Intie af: wards to take ir up and 

carry 
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carry it away to Bury it inan Iznoniinious Place, 
then I hope you will believe that God Almighty 
hath fpoken by me, and confequentrly there thall 
not one Word fall to the Ground. 


ACCORDINGLY, in a few Days he diet, and 
was buried in the Church of Auchinleck, inthe 
Shire of Azr, and in a little time afterwards came 
a Party of Dr&goans and took up his Bod 
which they carried to Ce far di tinr, 
ard buried it under the Gallows, where his Afh- 
es remain to this Day, and whereupon the Ce- 
mecronzans have erected a NIlonument.

After the Duke of 
Vonmeutb and that Earls Deaths King Jarnes 
fuppofing he was firmly eftablifhed on the Thr ne, 
endeavoured to reftrain the Penal Laws made a- 
samt Papzfis and Proteflant Diffenters, no doubt 
to promote the Popz/h Intereft, but mifling his 
Aim in Parliament Ç forthe Scots ftrenuoufly op- 
pofed it ) Anno 1687, He granted a Toleration 
to all Papiffs and Diffenters in General 7 where- 
uper the Pres&yt- Built Meeting-houfes, and 
in their general Affembly addreffed the Kine 
with abundance of pretended Loyalty and Alle- 
fiance, promifing inviolable Adherence to hts 
Intereft to the laft Drop of their Blood, which 
how well they performed will appear in the fol- 
lowing Hiuftory. 


Upon the Arrival of the Prince of Orange in 
1688, the regular Forces in Scotland were de- 
tached thence to Oppofe him, having then landed 
with an Army of 129000 Men in England, 
gave my Brother, then upon the head of the Ca- 
pieronians an opportunity to leave the Mountains, 
whither the regular Troops had obliged him and 
tiis peopl¢e to retire, which making goaod Ufe of, 
he over-run the whole Kingdom, feized the Re- 
venues of theCrown in feveral places, and expelled 
the Kipifcopal Clergy, frora their Churches,in a man- 
ner I confefs not altogether Commendable, but at a 
Time which was reckoned an Interregnum, he 
took upon him as Chief Magiftrate, till the Con- 
vention of States, when he Miarched to Edinburgh, 
but declined áll Authority fave that of Guarding 
the faid Convehtian fram the In uits of Facobites, 
who were thén verv Numerous in Town, andin 
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Concert with the Lord Dundee, who was upon 
their Head, had at firít dcfigned to have forced 
the Convention of States to declare againft the 
Prince of Orange, But defpairing of fuccefs fram 
the Oppofition they were liketo meet with from 
my Brother, and his Cameronians, the faid Tord 
retired to the Highlands, to raife a greater Party 
for that End, but they anfwered not his Intention, 
his Numbers not exceeding 1500 Foot, and 40 
Horfe: with which nevert from his fin iar 
Conduct, to do Juftice to his Memory, he had cer- 
tainly changed the pofture of Affairs, after the 
defeat of General Mackay, and 4000 regular 
‘Troops which oppofed him at A7lichranky, had 
not providence directed that Ball, which putan 
end to a Life of fo great Value tothe Facohite 
Party, which after that dwindled into Nothing. 


THE Convention of States Voted, that King 
James had forfeited the Crown, and drew up a 
ki d of Remonftrance, which they called an 
inftrument of Government, reprefenting the many 
Hflardfhips they lay under in former Reigns, and 
fo Voted the Prince of Orange to Succeed, upon 
redrefling .their Grievances, confirming feveral 
Priviledges, and Immunities, @&e. as at large 
mentioned in the faid preliminary Inftrurment. 


THey likewife Votedto raife foibe regular 
Forces, whereof two Battalions of the Came- 
vonians where formed into a Regiment, which 
afterwards, to their great Honour, Diftinguifhed 
themfelves upon feveral Occafions, particularly 
at Dunkell, where thev ftood t e fhock of a 
fuiperior Numb r of tlar Hig land Army 
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which but a few Days before, as I have told you, 
beat near- four times their Number of Englifh 
and Dutch Forces, under the Command of 
General Alackay. But left the Reader fhould 
fufpect me of partiality in favour of thofe brave 
People, it will not be impertinent to give fuch 
a part of their Character, as may enable him to 
Account for their furmounting the utmoft Dif- 
ticulttes, and even feeming Impeflib:ilities. 





THe Cameronians are ftri@ly Religious, and 
ever at upon that Principle, making the Wara 
part of their Religion, and converting State Policy 
into Points of Confcience. ‘They Fight as they 
Pray, and Pray as they Fight, making every Battel 
a new exercife of their Faith, and-believe, that 
in fuch a Cafe they are,as it were,under the Banner 
of Chrifi: if they fall in Battel, they. Die in their 
Calling, as Martyrs to the good Caufe,-and be- 
lieve that in thus fhedding their Blood, they finith 
the Work of their Salvation. From fuch Maxi 
and Articles of Faith,the Cameroonians may be flain, 
never Conquered : great Numbers of them have 
lof their Lives, but few or none ever yielded. On 
the contrary, whenever they believe their Duty 
or Religion calls .thein to it, they are always una- 
nimous and ready, with undaunted Spirits, and 
great-Vivacity of Mind, to encounter Hardfhips, 
atteinpt ¢gfeat E:nterprizes, defpife Danger, and 
bravely ruflion to Death or Victory. 


WHENCE it isclear thofe People can never be 
rooted out, tho’ fo inany of them have been But- 
chered in the fields, the manne of tbeir Deaths 
‘hath Immortafized their N¥cmor s, the Fame of 

their 
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their Refolution animates the furvivoars with a glo- 
rio js Emulation, and tlre integrity and innocence 
of their Lives brings them many Converts, by 
which every lofs they fuftain is more than fup- 
plied, their Party wonderfully increafing by the 
very Means which feem to deftroy it. 


No wonder then from thofe Principles they 
ever have the Advantag over the Highlan des, 
whofe gallant Actions have neverthelef be n re- 
corded on many Occafions, vw7ze. The fatal Fields 
of Killichrancky, Dumblain, Glenfhield, ce but the 
Valour of the Highlanders proceeds from a Notion 
of Honour common to other Men, and not pure- 
ly from any particular point of Confcience, fo 
that they may quit the Caufe without a Crime 
which the Cameronians cannot do. 


Ir will notbe improper to give an account of 
the prefent State of Scot/and, which is divided into 
three Partics, the Presbyterian, Camercnian, and 
Epifcepal: forthefe uhappy Divifions have preven- 
ted the Scors from Exerting themfelves lately as 
they ufed to do long ago, when they had the 
vanity to fay,that a part of the Ballance of Europe 
was in their Hands, and may have at any time a- 
gin, by the fame Means, when they thall be fo 
happy asto bury, and forget their private Views, 
and party Jarrs, which are the Occafion of their 
Divifions, and have rendered them fo cheap in 
the Eyes of the Worlds and when they fhall 
unite like Our predeceffors to follow fuch Mea- 
fures as will be far the Advantage and Benefir of 
the whole. E 

Lae Presbyter:#ns are thofewf the cefablifhed 

Church — 
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Church,according to Act of Parlian.ent at the Re- 
volution, being very numerous, but under no con- 
cert among themfelves, farther than their Church 
Tudicatures, to which it is impoflible to Com- 
municate any thing, but what muit become pub- 
Jick, and are of late nota little weakned by an 
Accident in the late Reign, when the Fpifcopal 
Party in Scotland,fupported by. their Friends in 
Fug and, obtained a Lol- ratione The Presbyterian 
Miinifters, as weil as they, were exprefly ordered 
at the fame time to take the Oaths of Allegiance, 
and Abjuration, under the penalty of being cx- 
cluded ab Officio & Beneficio, which, notwithftan- 
ding, near the half of the Presbyterian Clergy re- 
fufed, not from any diffatisfaction at the Revolu- 
tion Settlement, or his prefent Majefty’s Accefiiton, 
but becaufe the Oath referred to an A& of Parlia- 
ament in England, whereby the Sovereign, was 
obliged to be of the Communion of that Church. 








Taurs Occafioned great Differences and Animo- 
fities betwixtthe complying and Nonjuring Pres- 
byterians, and very much impaired what Confi- 
dence and Harmony they ufed to have, which 
may, if not prevented by a Spirit of Meeknefs 
and Charity C rare to be found among Church- 
Men prove of dangerous Confequence in Sect- 
land, for the Laity in that Country generally Con- 
cern themifelves in the Difputes and Quarrels of 
the Clergy, with more Zeal than Difcretion. 


‘THE Cameronians Affet that form of Church 
Government eftablifhed in the Yea 1648, when 
Presbytery was at t ʻe greateft-Ueight, Diffenting 
from the Ihdulgence granted 5y King Charles Ii. 

the 
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the Toleraticn granted by King Fames VII.” and 
tke prefent Kevolution Eftablifhment. they are 
governed by a general quarterly Meeting compo- 
fed of two Commiflioners deputed from each 
Country, and Town, where they live, and what- 
ever is cconcluded at this Meeting, is a general 
Rule to the whole ; they are clofer in their Deli- 
berations than the other Parties are, for whatever 
comes before them, is difputed and conQuded 
without the leaft Danger oF vemë exnvofed, and 
whatever 1s fo refolved, is accordingly executed 
with the profoundeft Secrecy, and Expedition ; 
for the Cameronians are always ready under their 
proper Officers well appointed, and when it is 
found at their general Meeting to be their Duty, 
can Aflemble upon the leat Notice given 
them, fo that tho’ they be the leaft in Number, 
yet they are in Effect the moft ConGderable of 
the three for the commonalty of the Presbyteri- 
ans, Who have a wonderful Opinion of their Pi- 
ety and Vertue, always readily join with them 
in any thing that concerns the Publick,which the 
Cameroonians encourage and allow,but donot per- 
mit them to be Members of their Societies, or to 
bear any Part in the Conduct of their Affairs: 


THEY continue to Preach in the Fields as 
they did in the Reigns of King Chaeles Il. and 
King James II. when the Perfecution was hot a- 
sainft them, ftill retaining the Doétrine cf Refiftt 
ance and Self defence, which they never fail to 
put in Practice when Violence is offered, or when 
in the łeaft diftirbed in their Worfhip, at their 
Meetings, or tl.eir Conventicles, or elfewhere, 
by any fort of Governors or Governments what- 


foever 
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foever: The% are perceable in this Reign, becaufe 
they are permitted to live quietly,aud fo may bD 

{aid to be Paflive under the prefent Adminiftrati- 
on. but at the fame time decline to be any way 
active in fupporting it; beingein them a migh- 
ty Point of Confcience. 


Vue Epifcopal Party, whofe Principles I fhall 
nət d {cribe farther, thar that they are generally 
inthe Prete ders saurereft, and are near one half 
of the Nation, among whom are to be reckoned 
the moft part of the Hrghland Clans, whofe Nam- 
bers, notwithftanding their late Miisfortunes, are 
rather increafed than diminifhed, for the commi- 
{eration of fuch, who, with their Families have 
fuffered lately, hath brought over feveral Con- 
verts to that Side. 


From all which I conclude, that the Prejudice 
thofe three Parties bear to one another, is only 
what makes Sectland fo inconfiderable at Prefe t, 
and confequently hinders thar People froin do- 
ing what I otherwife believe they are inclined to. 


Bur to return to the Hiftory of that Time. 


THE Prince of Orange embraced the Crown 
with the Limitations ftipulated in the aforefaid 
Scheme of -Government, and wifely confider- 
ing the Expence of a War with the Hiehlandersy, 
where the Advantage, in Cafe of Victory 
would not anfwer the Blood, and very great 
Charges it muft Coft, gracioufly fent them a gene- 
ral Indemnity, and gave them iucMh good Term 

as their following Condu& juftlhy deferved from 


hime 
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A Foreigr War immediately enfuing King 
Wiliams Acceflion to the Crown, moft Part of 
the Forces in Scotland were ordcred to Flanders; 
whereof the Cameronian Regiment was a _ part, 
whom I fhall follew no farther than the Battle 
of Steinkirk, Anno 1692,where many of that brave 
Corps exchanged their Lives for immortalHonour, 
among whom was my Brother in Law; He lcft 
behind him the Charac&te of a great Soldier, 2 fine 
Gentleman, and to crown aii, a good Chriftian. 


I could with to ftop here, fince the Profecuti- 
on of thefe Memoirs Obliges me to revive a Sub- 
ject, which, in my ferious Hours of Contempla- 
tion,plunges me into unaffected Sorrow and Grief, 
for fome Paifages that I had much rather Conceal. 


Bur as they relate to my own Condu&,I muft 
be Juft, and acknowledge, that they can never 
merit this Indulgence. 





AFTER my Brother’s Death, by Marrying his 
Sifter, I was obliged by the Laws and Rules of 
that Nation to affume the Name, Title and Arms 
of his Family, in my own Perfon, and. fo culti- 
vated aFriendfhip and good Underftanding with 
the Cameronians, who, from my Brothers Death 
continued very quiet till the Articles of Union 
were figned at Wefiminfter Anno 1706.- 








But firft I muft take Notice, that the Englifh 
ever fince King ames VI. (C unhappily for Seot- 
land ) faeceeded Queen Elizabeth to the Englifo 
Throne, have always from miftaken Maxims op- 
poled the Trade a” Improvement of Scotland, 


what 
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whatever Wealth and Riches we heave there,incvi- 
tably centering in Enxglan./fince that Time: Our 
Kings have alfo abated much of their Zcal ior 
the Intereft and Happinefs of their Ancicnt King- 
dom, their Revenues being fettled where their 
Refidence is, whereof take the following In- 
Tance,. 


Ir was propofed in King Charles IIda’s Reign, to 
eftablifh a Fitnery on the Coatis of Scotland, not 
without immediate Views of great Succefs and 
Advantage; which alarmed the Dutch, who juft- 
ly fuppofed, thatif our Project profpered, they 
muft lofe their great Hopes of continuing to in- 
rich their State by the fame Advantage: Where- 
upon they fo cunningly difpofed their Cafh, in 
order to difappoint this glorious Scheme, that 
the King, by the Advice of fuch as had the Ho- 
nour to be of his Council, the Duke of Lauderdale 
&c. perf{waded every one to draw back their Quo- 
tas, and fo funk the Stock, and deftroyed the no- 
bleft Proje& that ever was formed to inrich both 
‘Kingdoms. Thus the Dutch, who juftly make 
‘Trade their beft Policy, and place all their 
Strength and Power in their immenfe Riches, had 
the good Fortune for themfelves, to over-reach a 
People, whofe afpiring Minds have a nobler turn 
than to ftoop to fuch mean Artifices of acquiring 
Wealth, without the dangerous Honour of con- 
tending for its whilft the Durch ftick at nothing 
they can turn a Penny by: Being the Brokers, a 
fort of Go-between for all Evrope, who like the 
laborious Bee, fucks Honey fiom everv Flower 5; 
and by living upon the Crumbs that fali from our 
Tabic, they have almoft got abcwe board. 

Ir 
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Ir is true, ‘Whe late King Jarnes ery graci- 
oufly formed a Plan of Trade, and paíled feveral 
Aéts of Parliament to favour it} whereby 1f ıt had 
fucceeded, much Wealth muft have accrued to 
Scotland, but alas! Bigotry foon diverted his 
Thoughts, deftroyed himfelf, and blafted all our 


Hopes. 


THe Scots had likewife another Opportunity 
to get what reafonable Terms tney pleafed from 
England, had not the over-hot Zeal of the Con- 
vention proved too ftrong for any Views, thos 
never fo much to the Intereft of the Country 5 
but they had the Melancholy Occafion to mak 
sood the Proverb of growing Wife too late. 


HoweEveER, this Noble Opportunity being loft, 
they were willing to hope that other Advantages 
might accrue to them from the Acceflion of King 
William and Queen Mary, which would in fome 
Meafure compenfate that Lofs: To improve this 
great Good, an Act of Parliament paffed in Scot- 
land, Anno, 1694. to form a Company for Africa 
and the Indies, endowed with many confiderable 
Immunities ~ Whereupon Books were opened at 
Edinburgh, Anno, 1696. 400000 l.. fubfcribed in 
a few Days,and Payments followed accordingly 5 
for there was not any want of fine Geniufes to de- 
vife the Means, or of brave Soldiers to fupport 
the Undertaking. The Peace of Refwick furnifh- 
ing us with our own National Troops, returned 
from the Netherlands, - whofe faithful Service the 
King had ex erienced in his Wars in .Flanders 3 
but confcious Honefty is too often confident, and 
generous Simplicity any betrayed.

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Taus i fared with the Scots who, upon their 
Attempt to fettle a Colony, at Darien, a Countr 
only inhabited by Indians, and notin the Domin- 
ons of any-European Prince, met with an Order 
from England to their Colonies in America, not 
only to difcourage our Trade, but forbidding them 
to furnifh us even with Bread and Water, or other 
WNeceffaries of Life, even for Money; by which 
means fcarce 10o returr 2d toScotland,ofnear 4Coo 
gallant Men whoembarked on this Expedition 5 
the reft perifhed, and thus the glorious Attempt 
mifcarried. A grateful Return for theScots fervices 
in Flanders, where they fo frequently expofed 
themfelves,and loft their Lives ina brave Defence 
of Enzlifb Liberty, but when Conqueft was not to 
be had with Honour, deftroying an honeft People 
by Famine, it feems, was reconciled to I know not 
what Confciences. 


THe Scots refenting thelofs of fo much Blood, 
and Treafure by means fo cruel and unjuft, drew 
up an Addrefs to the Kirg figned by the Nobility, 
Gentry and Commonalty of that Kingdom, com- 
plaining of the unprecedented Hardfhips they had 
fuffered from the Enzngli/b, in open viotation of the 
Saw of Nature, of Nations, and of the Land ;but 
having no effect,their Hearts were alienated from 
the King.and exafperated againft the Fugli/b, asa 
People who ftruck at the Foundation of their Liber- 
ties: Whereupon ceafed all their late Animofities, 
and domeftick Jars, which had fo divided, and 
weakned them before; and all feemed to unitein 
afierring their Rights and retri vingth Ancient 
Liberties of their finking Country, from Foreign 
and Domeitick Enemiss which then did clearly 

appear 
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appear to arife from want of true Patryo6 to afiert 
tneir Rights. 


WricecH Confideration alone induced the Jarco- 
bites in general tô qualifie themfelves for publick 
E.mployments, by taking the Oaths appointed by 
Act of Parliament, which,Iam convinced,no other 
Confideration coyld have perfwaded them to do. 


Towarpbs the latter end or King William's 
Reign, the Englifh fettled the Succeflion of their 
Crown in the Illuftrious Houfe of Hanover by 
A& of Parliament; which, whofoever reads,muft 
have the Wifdom of that Affembly in great efteem, 
the fecurity of the Nation’s Peace and Safety being 
thereby fixed on a Bafis hardly to be fhaken5 ha- 
ving thereby wifely provided, that none but Na- 
tives fhould be capable of any Publick Poft in the 
Kingdom, or fo much as being Members of either 
Houfe of Parliament, as forefecing the Inconven!- 
encies that muft arife from the different Intereft cf 
the Hunoverians, which would be to draw Greet 


Britain in to efpoufe thcir Quarrels, and te 
a Burden upon the Nation, without cs 
of reaping any Lhing thereb finacted, 
that the King fhould -of the Kingdom, 


left he fhould be div rted by Forcign Councils 
from their Interet, and likewife to prevent vait 
Suis of Money going out of the Nation, which 
muft neceffarily attend fuch Journics. 


THE Scots at this time unanimoully refu fed to 
make a v Settlement of their Crown,tho I cannot 
fay it was abfolurely out of-any dillike to the Ha- 
noverian Family , for the Preshyterian Party had 
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no other View by their ftanding out, but to per- 
{wade the Exgli(h to thofe Meafures their warm 
Zeal had made them forget to infift upon at the 
Révolution, wel] knowing, that upon coming in- 
to the Englifh new Eftablifhnfent, they would 
erant thei all the Demands which the Seets could 
anfaft upon. 


I muft own the Pret nder Dad at that Time a 
very great Party in Scotland, but all agreed a- 
gainft a Settlement, notwithftanding the diftin- 
suifhing Party Names of Jacobite and Revoluti- 
oner, which had been in ufe before, being now 
changed into the diftin¢tion of the Court and 
Country Party. | | | 


Duke Hamilton was at the Head of the laft, 
who, in his Management, gave great Proofsof a 
Wifeand Steady Condudt, tor he not only cemen- 
ted, but kept them together, tho’ compofed of Men 
of different Principles and Views, and tho’ the 
Court had made many vain Attempts to corrupt 
them, they rejccted and defpifed all their Offers 
with Scorn and Contempt, and would upon no 
‘berms come into the Succeflion, openly calling 
the Court Party, Traitors, to their Country ; fo 
that it was not fafe either in Town or Country 
to appear.in the leaft to favour the Court, or its 
Abetrors, -the whole Country being fo inraged 
at the Ezglifh, for what had happened fo lately 
at Du.irzen. 


TH ws the Court was forced ~ €OTD iv with 
many d hinas, which they had no Defien fhould 
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in Scotland, whereby the whole Nation was not 
enly impowered, but ordered to Rendezvous and 
difcipline themfelves under their own proper Of- 
ficers, as they themfelves fhould chufe: Where 
upon they armed immediately, and rendezvoufced 
at every. Parifh-Church in the Kingdom twice a 
Week; which foon brought the whole Nation to 
fuch Pertection in Ditcipline, tliat they could ex- 
ercife by Beat of "Drum, and perform their other 
Parts as well as the rezuia.s “Troops. 


THe Englifo perceiving the Scots were all 
armed and difciplined, having an Act of Parlia- 
ment to Juftifie them, were much alarmed as 
reckoning it the more ‘Terrible, that the Scots 
had not yet come into the Succeflion, whereupon 
the Englifh threatned to Impeach the L. Gedolphin 
then Lord high Treafurer,believing him in Con- 
cert with the Scots Nation in Favour of the Pre- 
tender: Godolphin finding himfelf attacked, had 
no Way to fave himf{elf, but by perfwading the 
Scots to agree to the Hanover Succeflion, and for 
that end, propofed an Union asthe only Expedi- 
ent to bring it abcut, for the Scots pofitively re- 
fufed to agree to it, upon the Limitations that 
had been propounded. 


To underftand this the more fully, itis fit I 
fhould inform my Reader, that there was a Selec 
Number of the Country Party who feparated 
themfelves from Duke Hamilton, and were diftin- 
suifhed by the Name of the Squadrone Volante, 
confifting of th Dukes of Montrefz,and Roxburgh 
Marquets ol Tweedale, Karls of Rothes, Hadding- 
town and Moarchment, and about 30 Comimoner;, 
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who fufpettiing Duke Hamilton, was averfe fror 
coming at any Rate, into the Succeflion, which: 
they wifhed well to; ‘but were willing to pro- 
cure the beilt Terms they could from Englanda to 
their Country, therefore they aerced to aéct fep- 
parately by themfelves, fometimes joining with 
the Duke's Party when it anfwered their Views, 
and fometimes the Court Party when the Duke's 
Faction feemed to pufh Things too far. 


‘DHE Squadrone thus anfwering the ends of Eng- 
land, Oucensberry, and his Faction were turned our, 
having by what is faid, loft the Friendfhip of the 
Country, and thereby made incapable of carrying 
through the Affair of the Succeflion ; which was 
what the Ezg/7/h pufhed fo vigoroufly, iin order to 
prevent the Inconveniencies that muft happen, 1f 
the Szeen demifed before the Scots had acceeded to 
the Succeflion. Whereupon the Marquefs of Twee- 
dalz was madeCommiflioner to theScors Parliament, 
Roxburgh Secretary of State for Scotland, and fe- 
veral other Places of Power and ‘Truft were put 
into the Hands of the Sguadrone, who promifed 
to endeavour to fettle the Succefflion of theCrown 
of Scotland inthe OUluftrious Houfe of Hanover, 
upon eftablifhing the proper Limitations upon the 
succeflor, and {foime other Things to make the 
Peoplé of Scotland cale, and not doubting of the 
Afliftance of. Oneensberrys Party in this Affair, 
fince they had vigoroufly pufhed the Intereft and 
Views of Fuglzn-/, but they found themfelves 
much miftaken > For when the Parliament met, 
Qreensberry did not Support thes bur I ft the 
“gquacdrone to be intire] y baftted by Duke Hamiltan’s 
Karty, whereupon the Exch perceiving they

Sqguadrone, they were dropped, and Wueensbherry 
and his Friends re-placed 5 whereupon the Union 
between the two Nations was projected the Sdua- 
drone privately atreeing toit,at the inftance of the 
Whig Perty of England, who neverthelefs conceal- 
ed their true Intentions till the meeting of the Scots 
Parliament, Oéfgber 1706 when by this ftronge 
addition of between 30_or 40 French Votes of 
the Squadrone, and the addition of feveral Votes 
that then deferted the Country-Party, and join- 
ed the Court-Party by the force of prevailing 
Arguments and Motives fo to do; the Ballance 
was quite turned from the Country to the Court 
Side, as will appear in the Sequel. 


WHEREUPON the Court propofed to the Scots 
Parliament, that a Treaty of Union fhould be fet 
on Foot, which the Englifb were very ready to em- 
brace: And alfo the Scots, who affected the Houfe 
of Hanover, wanted nothing, but were ready to 
come into it upon previous Terms for the good of 
their Country 5, but a Difpute arifine in the Houfe, 
whether the Queen or the Parliament fhould Name 
the Comnfiflioners, an unlucky Miftake happened, 
that Duke Hamilten, who was upon the Head of 
thofe, who loved neither theUnion nor the Hano- 
ver Succeflion, without giving any Reafon for it, 
at that time fuddenly Voted the Queen fhould 
have the Nomination. 


Firs Friends and Followers were in the 
greateft Coufternation, and many of them 
gave their Votes at Random, not knowing what 
they did, whercby it was carried, that the ee 

fhoul 
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Whould nime the Commiflioners: Upon which all 
the Duke’s Friends exclaimed at him afterwards, 
and afked him his Reafons for fo doing, which 
he was pleafed to deliver in this Manner. Had we, 
faid he, chofe the Commiflioners our felves, we 
fhould have met with no difticulty to name thote 
who would have certainly procured fuch ‘Terms, 
as we could not in Honour and Juftice refufe 5 for 
the Union or War is unavoidable, and tho the En- 
glifh may reafonably think that their Riches which 
are the finews of War, may hold out longer than 
Ours , yet they are wife enoughto confider, that 
we are all ready, and well armed, and therefore to 
be expected at their very Doors inthe Heart of Eng- 
land, before they can be fo well prepared for fuch 
a Reception, as an highly exafperated and injured 
brave People deferves: This was likewife the O- 
pinion of the well affected Party to the Hanover 
Succeflion in both Kingdoms, but, added he, Gen- 
tlemen, I fuppofe, you are for no Union, at any 
Rate,more than I,and that is the Reafon why I gave 
up the Queftion at Once, and iet her Majeffy have 
the Honour to name the Comuniflioners, which I 
know wouid never have been agreed to among us, 
if we had difputed it before we went to theFloufc: 
It is not fo much out of Compliment to her Ma- 
jefty, „as to cover the Defign, which is this, fince 
her Majefty has got the Power into Her Hands, 
She will ne doubt chufe fuch as will accept of 
whatever Terms England pleafes,let them be nevex 
fo mueh tothe Prejudice and Wifhonour of our 
Country; which, to be iures every honeft Scotf- 
stan will refent;, and, in that, (Jafe, I Relieve 
rou will agree with me, thatthe Union will hard- 

ly take Place, Thefe and fome other harfh Ex- 
preflions 
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preffions were his Grace’s Words, with which 
his Friends fecmed to be fatisfied. 


THE Queen appointed Commiflioners to treat 
with thofe of fingland, upon which a Solemn 
Lreaty commenced, and concluded at the Cotk- 
pit in Weffminfier, Anno 1706. 


THE Parliament met at Edinburgh in OGober 
following, and the Articles of Union were read, 
which, contrary to the Expectation and in Spite 


of all the Oppofition the Country-Party could 
inake, were ordered to be printed. 


THEY were no fooner publifhed, but they 
raifed Indignation in all forts of People at thofe 
who were the Managers; but efpecially the Com- 
miflioners hoping theParliament would never Five 
thema fecond Reading, but how miferably were 
they miftaken , For that Senate Cnotwithftanding 
many Addreffles which were prefented to them 
from almoft all the Cities, Towns, Corporations 
and Shires, and even all the Parithés, of the King- 
dom, reprefenting that the Articles were preju- 
dicial and difhonourable being dire@ly oppofite, 
to the Credit and Intere(ft of the Nation, and there- 
fore prayed, that the Parliament might _ rejeét 
them) had fo little Regard to fuch Remonftrances, 
that the Hatred and Averfion to the Union became 
more univerfal, and Edinburgh was filled with 
Noobs which infulted the Lord Commiflioner, as 
he came toand from the Parliament Houfe, and 
all oth r Peonterwhatfoever that offered to {peak 
in Favour of it, the whole Country runto Arms 
and Rendewoufed in their feveral Parifhes, oftner 
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than they did before, upon which the A@ of Se 
curity was fufpended. 


DHE French King, willing to improve thefe 
Commotions to his own Advantage, fent overfome 
Agents and Emiffaries to that Country, ag did al- 
fo the Court of St. Germains, in order to increafe 
the Flame, and lay a Foundation for a new Re- 
volution in favour of the Pretender; accordingly 
thofe Agents being pretty fure of the Facchitess 
refolved, in Conjunction with them, by all Means 
to engage the Presbyterians and Camerconians on 
their Side, or at leaft, to prevent the Union, fee- 
ing no Addrefies, neither Prayers nor Threatnings, 
Bieflings nor Maledictions could prevail. 


‘THE Advocates for France and the Pretender, 
perceived eafily that the Presbyterians were averfe 
enough to the Union; but under no Concert a- 
mong themifelves, having no Chief-ILeader or 
Head, whofe Counfels they acquiefced in; fo 
that for want of fuch, it was fcarce poflible to 
bring them into an Undertaking of this Nature, 
which required the greatef{t Secrecy >, and fo they 
turned their whole Thoughts upon the Camcro- 
nians, Knowing them to be more exaét-in their 
Occornomy ; and that the Commonalty of the Pres- 
byterians were always ready to concur with them 
in any NMeaftures they went into; but knowing like- 
wife, that the Cameroonians were as much preju- 
diced again t the Facobites and the Pretender as the 
other, they induftrioufly concealed their true De- 
fign to tect him up; and ufed only A guments 
to perfwade them to rife in Arms, as they. knew 
beft fuited their Principles > that the Union, as it 

was 
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was publifhed in the Articles, was not only dif- 
pon ourable to them as Scotfmen, and hurtful to 
their worldly Intereft, but deftructive of their 
Principles ; for by it they were obliged to receive 
Laws from a Parliament where Bifhops were Mem- 
bers; which would not only be a notoriousBreach 
of the Nitional Covenant, but they would be al- 
fo there>y debarréd in time coming, from af- 
fiting their Presbyterian Brethren in England to 
eftablifh Presbytery there. For by the Union Epifco- 
pacy was likewife eftablifhed in England, as a pre- 
liminary Fundamental Article, newer to be alte- 
red, which was exprefly contrary to the Solemn 
League and Covenant, whereby they werd obli- 
ged to aflift England and eftablith Presbytery when 
required. 





THESE, and fuch like Arguments were ufed 
to Convince and gain Credit with the Cameronians, 
which prevailed by the dextrous Condugt of the 
jJeading Men of the Jacobites in this and feveral o- 
ther Cafes, fo far, that the Cameroonians {wallow - 
ed the Bait, and joined Iffue with them in every 
Thing they propofed , for they took care to men- 


tion nothing of their Defign in favour of the 
Pretender. | 


I foon perceived abundance of private Tranf- 
actions in favour of the Pretender ; -for it was im- 
pofiible for the Facobites to carry them on with- 


out my Knowledge, confider r In- 
tereít I had with the Came the 
Government hid repeated Mat 





brought to fuch a Crifis, 
were to take Arms in the 
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mofít of the Presbyterians, by an Agreement with 
the Jacobites, who were to March from the Nortt 
to Edinburgh, in order to put an end to that Par- 
liament, which they faid had no other Views, 
but to ruin the whole Nation. 


OIRS of 


THE Duke of Queensberry, then Lord high 
Commiflioner being apprifed of thefe Matters, 
and knowing what Intereft the Family I reprefent 
always had with theCameroniazs,defired SirDavid 
Dalrymple to fend me to him in great Hafte, ha- 
ving fomething of Importance to communicate 
to me , the Duke told me he was inform- 
ed, that the Highlanders were ready to „take 
Arms itn order to raife the Parliament, and only 
waited for the Cameronians, who were likewife 
engaged in that Affair, having appointed a Meet- 
ing on the River Ntb, near Sangar for that 
End; which if not timely prevented, the Par- 
liament would not only be raifed, and the regu- 
tar Forces cut to Pieces, but the French King 
would improve the Opportunity by fending over 
Troops to that Country, by which Sritain 
would become a Field of Blood, and not only 
the Proteffant Religion, but even the’ Liberties 
of Europe would be in Danger, but faid, that he 
believed it was in my Power tv prevent the Ca- 
gneronians from going into fuch pernicious Mea- 
fures, and céonfequently, that the Ffacobites durft 
not attempt any Thing without them. 


I anfwered,I was very forry that Mavcters were 
fuffercd to come to that length, fey ng always 
been an Enemy to Popery, and the Pretender, 
bur was net able to hinder the Cameroonians from 
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purfuing what Purpofes they had refolved 3 the 
Duke replyed, that my Predeceflors had com- 
manded them many Years, and that I was thic 
only likely Perfon to prevail with them to de- 
cline {fuch defperate Refolutions;, this Rhetorick 
fo dextroufly urged both by the Duke and-the 
late Earl of Stairs perfwaded me to yield, fo that 
I could no longer refift fuch Rhetorical Argu- 
ments, but defired them to make no Promifes of 
the leaft Acknowledgement or Reward; it being 
neceflary that I could fay to the Carero- 
nians, that I had no private worldly Intereft in 
View (C and truly I obtained my Requeft without 
any Difficulty ) but told the Duke I forfaw fome 
Danger, for, if I propofed to do any effectual 
Service. I muft enter into all their Meafurcs, and 
then probably they would honour me with the 
chief Command, and by bcing at their Head in 
Rebellion againft the Queen and Government, I 
fhould expofe myfelf to their Difpleafure, anà 
therefore it would be proper I fhould havea Pri- 
vy Seal authorifing me to a&t as I found conve- 
nient, which I had accordingly fome Time after. 


Ir wastthen I embarked fo heartily in thofe 
Meafures, which afterwards gave me {fo much 
Sorrow, altho I declare folemnly, that inftead 
of any Mifchief in View, at that Time, I had 
rather the Misfortune to believe that-I was doing 
Good Service to my own Country, and the Pro- 
teffant Intereft, and defire the Reader ferioufly to 
confider how far a furious Zeal may carry one e- 
ven to act Yhings contrary to Confcience, Hon- 
our, Intereit, and every ‘Thing that is dearto a 
true Patriot, and a good Chriftian, which I wifh 
to God had not been my Cafe. FULL 
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FuLL of unbridled Zeal I fet out from Edin- 
burch to Killoch Side, near Sanquar, the latte 
end of November 1706, where the leading Men 
of the Camergnians vrere aflembledswho admitted 
me forthwith into their generaleMleeting, and I 
addrefied them pretty nigh their own Dialect, as 
follows. 





My Friends, it is with great Pleafure and Sa- 
tisfaction I prefent myfelf to your Ailembly, 
which meeting together at this ‘lime, is the Oc- 
cafion of my coming hither. I hope Gentlemen 
you are all fenfible that Matters are now brought 
to a Crifis, whereby all that is dear to us as Pro- 
teftants reformed from Popery, Slavery, &c. and 
alfo as true Scotfmens, is now like to be rendered 
precarious, by the defigned Union. 


I fhall not pretend to give my Opinion in 
Matters of {fuch Confequence, but hope to bein- 
formed by the better Judgments of this Worthy 
Affembly, whofe Bufinefs I take now to be, that 
vou confider what is incumbent on all honeft 
Men at this critical Juncture, whether we are to 
oppofe this Union or not, if you agree in the 
Affirmative, then what fort of Oppofition this 
thall be, for it is very evident, that the Parlia- 
ment refolwes to ram it down our Throats, mau- 
gre all the Remonftrances of the whole Kingdom 
to the contrary. 


I doubt not my Friends, but in Treating of 
fuch important Matters, which fa neirly concern 
us, both in our Spiritual and Temporal Intereft, 
that you will lay afide all Paflion and Private 
Animofitiese For 
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Kor my Part, I rcfolve to receive your In- 
fi uctions, and to fhare in Life'and Death with 
you, as my Predeceflors have donc in the worft 
6f Times ;. to whom I am every way much Infe- 
tior, but fhall. aways endeavour to follow their 
Steps, amd particularly in their Zeal for the true 
Proteffant Religion, and Affection to you, ‘who 
have fo juft a Title to be called the Zealous Rem- 
nant in Scotland. 


AND tho I dare not be fo Arrogant as to 
challenge the fame refpect you have always paid 
to them, I {hall be proud to lay hold of all Op- 
portunites to convince you, how much I refpect 
and efteein you, and how much I have your 
Good at Heart. 


THEY anfwered me very Affectionately, and 
proceeded to debate upon. this important Occa- 
fion, and finding, that they were all of Opinion, 
that fuch an Union would be déeftructive, not on- 
ly of their Principles, but the Honour.and Infer- 
eft of their Country, which, ‘it was therefore 
their Duty to Oppofe at any Rate, I pretended 
C and woukd to God I had dealt‘more Sincerely >) 
to join with them in all their Meafures, - and of- 
fered to fartifie their Refotutions, with foine Ar- 
euments of my own. 


THEN they refolved to Burn the Articles pub-. 
lickly at the Market Crofs of Dusmifries, and to 
Publifh tk ip Declaration, mentioning their Rea- 
fons for fo acing: wherein likewife, all Thofe 
who had been any ways Aiding or Affifting to it, 
were declared Enncmies ia paoia to their Coun- 
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try, which was afterwards very Solemnly per- 
formed, by a confiderable Party of Horfe a d 
Foot under Arms, with Sound of Trumpet and 
beat of Drum. 


Pue Declaration being upon Record, I refer 
the Reader to it; for to infert any Thing here, 
that ever appeared in Print, would be Superfluous. 


‘DHE Cameronians, as I expected, repofed more 
Confidence in me, than I deferved, which will 
appear but too plainly in the following Sheets, 
Whereupon, I difpatched an Exprefs to the Duke 
of Crueensberry,and told him,tho I had given way 
to fuch a Soleinn Execution of the Union Arti- 
cles, that he might be Eafy notwithftanding, for 
it was WNeceilary to keep up to the Decorum they 
expected, in order to prevent their Profecution of 
fuch Nicafures as muftinfallibly difappoint him: 
And farther, I told him, it might be found expe- 
cient to burn the Houfes of fome that had been 
raolt Infrumental in carrying on the Unions; but 
xeverthelefs,I doubted net, to order Matters fo, as 
that nothing was to be feared from the Cumeroni- 
ans upon this Conduct, which looked very like 
Foarnett;,; I am convinced the whole Body of the 
Cameronians were rclolved,my unworthy Self only 
CXCEDLECH. 





Bur upon their former Agreements and Refo- 
lutions, thofe that were upon the Head of ‘the 
JYecvb:tes rcturned, and endeavoured to perfwade 
us to Niarch onto Edinburgh, with f ul Affurance, 
thar the Aligld@auncders would meet us there; which 
put me upon the fatal Neceflity, to Cant to the 
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Cimmeronizns, that I tufpected the Facobites, who 
ad all along been our avowed Enemies, and 
hirfted after our Blood, in the Reigns of King 

Charles and King James, were but drawing us in- 

to a Snare, by verfwading us to rife in Arms a- 

gainít the Government; and.they being Enemies 

to both, would be glad to fee us cut one another’s 

‘Throats , being aflured,. they defigned not to A& 

the Part they pretended: For we, like Chriftians, 

and brave Scot{/men, had given a publick Tefti- 
mony againft the Unicn, by burning the Articles, 
and making folemn Declarations againft all that 
had been Aiding and Afflifting thereunto: And the 

Jacobites had. never yet given fuch publick Evi- 

dence of their Averfion to it; fo our Signal not 

being anfwered by any fuch return from them a- 

gain, as having nothing elfe to expect froin Peo- 

ple of their Principles, we had good Reafon to 
doubt, both of their Refolution and Sincerity. 


WitH {fuch Arguments I cajoled the Cumero-. 
nianse that it was an eafie Matter for us to raife 
the Parliament at any time,without any.Affifttance 
from the Jacobites; and to make both them, and. 
all the Regular Forces that Guarded them, run 
their Country very foon 5 but I told. them,as pru- 
dent Men, we ought to Confider what was fit to. 
be done after fo bold a Stroke: For fhoul& we fe- 

arate, [faid I, we muft expeét to be t#eated as Re- 
is 5 and if we keep together, we mutt eftablifh. 
a new Form of Government; which if it be Mø-. 
narchical or Republican, it is proper to Confult 
the reit of the Nation; for beimg but a {mall part. 
of it, wecculd not fo eafily fet up a new Govern- 
ment, as to overtugn the os and therefore ought., 
ot ho 
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to be fatisfied with what we had done, attending, 
the Motion of the reft of our Country-men. with 
whoin we thould endeavour to fix a Friendthip and 
Correfpondence, and fo Regulate our felves ac 
cordingly, in order to Act unanimoufly for the 
Good of the whole. 


Wriru which Advice they feemed to be Satit- 
fied, and fo for that Lime we parted. 


I returned to E:cdfinburch, where abundance, 
both of my Cameronian and facobite Friends caincs 
they, no doubt, with a very feritous Intention, tu 
come into any honeft Meafures againft the Union, 
confifting with the Publick Good of their Coun- 
try and Principles, to both which, the Cameroni- 
ans are certainly very Stedfaft and Faithful. 


THe Highlanders, who impatiently expected 
eur marching in fmall Parties, advanced towards 
Edinburgh, but hearing we had feparated and 
gone Home, they returned alfos whereby that 
Storm, which mult of Necefliry, have overturn- 
ed both Parliament and Union, was at once laid 
without coming to Blows: For the Difappoint- 
ment given by the Cameronians, had broke all 
their Meafures,; and thus the Highlanders had 
much more Reafon to fufpect the Cameronian’s 
Conduct, than they had to fufped the Highlan- 
ders: but, with fhame be it told, of the Author 
of thefe Memecirs, neither of them was to blame, 


as will, to my Sorrow, but too plainly appear. 
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Trie Reader will, perhaps think me trouble- 
Iome in loading my Story with my Faults, but 
ure he cannot be ill pleafed, when he confiders, 
hat he had not feen the one but for the other, 
and will be fatisfied of Impartiality in the follow 
ing Sheets. For, however inconfiderable I may 
appear to thofe, who are ignorant of my Coun- 
try, thofe who know any thing of thofe Tranfac- 
tions will eafily agree, that I have becn the un- 
happy Inftrument of the Union, and confequent- 
ly, what I dread to Name. | 


THe Duke of @Wueensberry having affured me, 
of being introduced to her Majefty’s Favour,upon 
account of my eminent Services, I was thereby 
led into farther Labyrinths, and added to my 
Misfortunes, for I was, by an over heated Zeal, 
mifled unto feveral Errors, in the Conduct of 
thofe Affairs, which I have fince been heartily 
forry for; but never had any Malice or ill Defign 
in my Heart againft any Perfon;, whichisalll 
fhall fay for myfelf. 


So foon as the Fecobites had made the beft of 
this woful Difappointment, they endeavoured 
afrefh to engage into their Intereit, fuch of the 
Cameronians as were at Edinburgh, but to nq pur- 
pofe, for I took care to ftart {uch Diftecultics, as 
they could not furmount. 


I fhall anly mention cne paffag? as a Spccimen. 


A Gentleman, intirely in Duk: Hamilton s In- 
tere{ft told me, that every Body was then fenfi- 
ble of my prevailing Interet wit? the Cumcrons- 

D 3 Ans, 
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ans, and believed it was in my Power to be very 
ufeful, in relieving my bleeding Country, fro 
the Mifery it was about to be plunged into, froin 
the Union, that it was better the Pretender {houle 
be our King, and we a free People, than under 
the notion of Lrberty and Property, live Slaves 
for ever, by giving up at once, ,what neither the 
Romans, Saxons, Danes, Normans, nor even the 
whole force of England, could by Conqueft ob- 
tain over us. | | 


I confeffed this fhocked me, efpecially when I 
reflected that a great many of my own Family 
bravely ventured, and loft their Lives in Dcfence 
of the Liberties of Scotland, againft that our 
Neighbour Country, but my inviolable attach- 
mcnt to the Succeflion in the Houfe of Hancver, 
and the Revolution, upon which it was founded, 
proved in fpite of all the Arguments advanced by 
that Gentleman, and even in fpite of all that 
Honour and Confcience itfelf could fuggelt, too 
{trong for any Motive or Confideration whatfo- 
ever. >. 


So with Defign to break the Facohites among 
themfelves, I told him; that the greareft Misfor- 
tunes which our Country laboured under, arofe 
from our Kings, being Kings of England; who 
froin that unhappy Hour, always forgot the true 
Intereft cf Scotland, and therefore thoright, that 
fo make Us once more a happy People, we muft

Presenver's- Cale, i fhould rather he for offering it 
to Deke Mamilton, whole Caf it was very near, 
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b ing defcended from the Royal Family ‘of the 
Stuarts, before King ames 1V. of Scotland, mar- 
ried Henry VII. of England’s Daughter. 





He feemed to like the Propofal, and fad, It. 
would be proper to try how People would reliin 
it: I anfwered, It would be proper firft to try the 
Duke, if he would be willing to Accept it, and 
a few Days aftewards he told me, that he doubted 
not but to manage Matters with the Duke, fo as 
‘to procure his Approbation; tho I cannot fay the 
Bait took, which his Grace's following behaviour 
teftiGded ; tho 1 know foime People fufpected him 
to incline that way, for tho he acted with more 
referve than formerly, it was rather out of Policy 
thaa Pride, as in my Opinion, intending thereby 
to wheedle the Cameronians and Presbyterians mto 
a belief, that he had a Mind to embrace the Offer, 
which if he had effe@ted, he might as eafily bring 
in the Pretender, as fet up himfelf,; and I am 
pretty fure, that was the height of his Ambition 5 
and for this end, to perfwade the People into 2 
belief of his Sincerity: Heever afterwards pre- 
‘tended to be averfe to every Thing that feemed to 
favour the Pretender, particularly, at the next 
mecting of the Facobites, he feemed to crofs their 
Inclinations fo very much, that a certain great 
Man, with fome other Perfons of Diftinction in 
that Intereft, left him in a Huff, and were always 
difiident of him afterwards. 


Tr ws all Endeavours to prevent the Union be- 
ine fruftrated,in was confirmed in Parliament, dung, 
17O7 
SoME Days before that, the Duke of Queens- 
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kerry, and other great Men fet out for London to 
prefent the Effets of their Labour and Indufity 
in Aprilor May, but before they went, two Gen- 
ticmen met mein the Lady Aliurrays-Gardensywhere 
we difcourfed about the Unions which was the 
common talk at that time, they infhifted upon 
the Dithonour and Prejudice that Scotland would 
fuffer by it, to which I agreed for I was no Friend 
to the Union, farther then it had regard to the 
Hanover Succefiion, which indeed was then my 
Idol, as it had been all along. | 


Tuey told me (for my intereft with the Came- 
ronians was then univerfally known ) that it wa: 
in my Power to be a very confiderable Man, and 
might have what ‘Terms I pleafed,if I would join 
ina Project which was then on Foot,to bring inthe 
Pretender, I faid it was of too great importance to 
give a fudden anfwer to, but would think on it 
which they feemed to be pleafed with, and told 
me, thatthere were fome Forces expccted from 
france, whereupon I forthwith went fo the 
Duke of Yueensberry, and told him, but con- 
cealed the Gentleman’s Name, the Duke was 
much furprifed,swhen he underftood a French Pow- 
er was to land in Scotland, and defired me to go 
into their Meafures, in order to difcover tlie Plot. 


I told him that I was afraid, I had gone thro 
too much dirty Work already, which I could nei- 
tier anfwer to God or Man for, and withed fince 
the Unicon: had taken Eff-&, that a right ufe 
misht be made of it forthe good oc the Coun- 
ivy: thit far My own part I refolwed to i etle, 
to nt down quietly and reap the bef Crop f could 

get 
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get from it atleifure, and there T commenced a 
fort of Repentance, which alas! did not laft lonz- 


AT laft the Duke and I parted, after having 
dled all the Rhetorick he was Maftcr of, to per- 
{wade me, and fo I went to my Friend, the then 
Earl of » for whom I had a very great 
Fufteein, and animtire Confidence in his Judgment. 





AND having told him the fame Story, he prel- 
fed me, as the Duke of Queensberry did, and faid, 
it was impoflible otherways to dilappoint fuch a 
dangerous Defign, for the Jacobites are very fenfi- 
ble, that you are capable to do them abundance of 
Scrvice, and fo will not dally with you, and Con- 
fequently you willbe at liberty to afk what juel- 
tiens you pleafe, which no body elle can prerend 
to; I returned the fame Objections, which the 
Hari endeavoured to obviate, by telling me, that 
I had wrong Notions of Honour, for what could 
De dearer to one, than his Relicion and Country, 
both which were in imminent Danger, it the 7z- 
cobites and France, Succeeded in their Attempts: 
I replied, 1 bat Lo dye for my Country or Religion 
carried Honour,and confequently its Reward along 
with it; but to deceive any Man or Party, would 
bring with ita ftigma upon my Name and Family, 
to which J hoped his Lordfhip had a little regard, 
finding mein this difiiculty, he bid me go Home 
and fleep a Night upon it, and hoped next Mor- 
ning to find mein a better Humour, pray, fays 
Ne, let c= you then: 


T retired, revolving with myfelf, what was 
pro er to be done, ard wiat the Comfequences 
miglit 
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might be, andl tho I endeavoured to {hun all 
Company, > My two Jacobite Friends, above men- 
tioned, entered my Chamber, whom I received 
with fome Surprife, but at laft, afiifted by the. 
Earl of R-- ’s Advice, I told them, that I had 
been very Serious on what had paffed betwixt 
them and me, ever fince F iaw them, and would 
be ingenious and free with thes, on what F had 
refolved, fiance the Lives and Fortunes of many, 
might perhaps be involved in it. 





Frrast then, I let them know, that I was a 
a {trict Presbyterian, an Enemy to Popery, Slave- 
ry. and Arbitrary-Power, but had no Affection 
to the Union, as being deftrudtive to the Honour 

and Inrereft of Coolant: - But, if they could per- 
fwade me, that the Proteftant Religion, and my 
Country's Good, would be upon a fecurer, and 
more advantagious footing by a Revolution, in 
favotir of the Pretencdler, than under the prefent 
Efftablifhment, and an Unión, I fhould beglid to 
join in what probable Meafures rhey fhould lay 
Gown, elfe, I could not on any Confideration 
whatfoever, favour fuch a De ign. 

SECONDLY, Itold them my Family would be 
ruined if J engiged in that Projz&, and therefore, 
rw was neceflary I fhould have an equivalent fc- 
cured, if we failed inthe Attempt. 


AND Thirdly, tho they fhould tatı Ge me, as 
to thefe two Objections, itt would fienific nothing, 
tt the Cameroonians were notallo brought that 
in Honour and Confcience, I durft net offer to 

giak: any fuich attempt unleis L coull per- 
fectly 
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fectly fatisfie them, that the Defign was founded 
upon a probability of Succefs, which in the mean 
time, I was not convinced of myfelf, but for that 
sud, I defired thé¢m to let me know particularly 
what af_iftance was expected from Abroad, an 

who was to join them at Home. | | 


1 ftarted my firft Objection, as a back Door ta 
flip out at, when an Opportunity offered, bit upon 
any trifling Pretence to defert them, the Second, 
to know if they were Serious, and the ‘Third, 
that I might get into the perfcct underftanding of 
the whole Scheme. | | 


THEY anfwered, That they had no prefent 
Orders to fatisfy me, but hoped to do it in three 
.or four Weeks, promifing to lofe no Time. 


So foon as they left me, I went to the Earl of 
R——., and told him what had paffled, which 
pleafed him fo much, that he applauded my con- 
duct, and his being upon the Wing for London, 
a Cypher was gontrived whereby to carry on our 
Correfpondence. 








AND fo I wifhed the Duke, and the reft of 
the Great Men a good Journey; but-+was a little 
embarraffed how to carry betwixtthe-Duke andthe 
Squadrone, fortho they agreed in the main Point 
againitth Pretender, yet they had no kindnefs for 
one dane her, each of them having defired me feve- 
ral times, to drop the other, but the perfonal Re- 
tpect 1 had to the Earl of R—, preponderated a lit- 
tle to that Side, tho the fweer eafy Temper of the 
Duke of Queensberry, which was very oblig- 


ing,

ing, and efpeciilly, his hearty Inclinations to the 
Hancver SucceMfion, made me refolve to carry the 
Ballance as even betwixt them as I could, and 
eratific them both. 


Bur in Juftice to the good Duke of Oneens- 
berry s Memory, the Reader muit know, that tho 
he was acting evidently in favour of England, I 
was perfwaded of his Affection to his own 
Country notwithftanding, for in February 1726-7 
His Grace and | privately difputed, why the Scots 
were fo generally averfe to the Union; which 
we attributed chicfly to the Fears which the moft 
Judicious among us had of England’s Honour and 
Fidelity in thcir obferving the Articles agreed to, 
bad tho they were, for being the Majority, 1t was 
always in their Power to put what Senfe upon 
them they thought fit; which, tho the Duke 
could not deny, He flattered himfelf, that the 
Enclifh would A& quite otherwife after the Uni- 
on: For, faid be, Now they muft reckon us a- 
part of themfelves, elfe the Union will be of no 
Ufe to them,if they do not endeavour to gain our 
Affections, and fo to conquer us By theirs; for 
they know very well, that they could never con- 
guer us any other way,and fo, for their own fakes, 
they will rather make the Union better for us than 
worfe. It "feems the Duke was very much flat- 
tered with this Argument by the Fuglifh, which 
made him Undertake it fo very heartily, for, he 
declared, that if he had thought it pofli le to fave 
his Country, and fecure the Proteftant = eligion 
and Intere{t Cwhich he believed was th only 
Means to prevent his Country's Ruin) any other 
wav thain by an Union, he hid not imbarked in 
4t with fo much Zeal. I 
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I muft do him the Juftice to declare, he repre- 
fented all my good Services to the Queen, accor- 
ding to his Promife; even, tho I had in a man- 
ner Deferted him, and gone over into all the Mea- 
ures of the Sguadrone, and that Party , fo that 
I had no Reafon to doubt his Sincerity, for he al- 
ways ftood my faft Friend, being a Religious Ob- 
ferver of his Word, when others, of whom I de- 

erved better, Deferted me. 


‘Tue Duke, and the other great Men, went to 
London, and I retired to Kerfland,to breathe fome 
honeft Air in the Country, which might have had 
a very good Effet, but for the Bug-bear of Po- 
pery, which ftill troubled my Head, and prevail- 
ed againft all the Suggeftions of Honour and In- 
tereft, Country-Air, and every Thing- 


I ftayed in the Country a Fortnight, and in that 
time, an Exprefs came from one of my Jacobite 
Friends telling me, That they were ready to 
treat With me upon the grand Affair. 


ACCORDINSLY we met at Edinburgh, in May, 
41907, and they produced their Inftructions from 
St. Germains, to fatisfie me ia every Thing, with 
Affurance, that nothing, fhould ce wanting ro fe- 
cure the Proteftant Religion, that I fhould have 
an equivalent for my Eftate: And to thew what 
Confidence they repofed in me,they anfwered eve- 
ry Queftion according to my Mind, and, in fhort, 
let me ir; to the whole Affair.. | 


First, 
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Frast, We difputed what number of Troops 
was Neceduy to be fènt to Scothind. Secondly, 
What Arma andl Oicers were wanting. And, 
Thirdiv, What was proper to be mentioned in the 
Pretenders Nlanifefto, concerning Religion. 


We« differed in our Opinions; but at laft re- 
folvedCfor they acquiefeed in every Thing I faid) 
that 5000 Men was enough to be detached from 
France, and that the Manifefte fhould declare a- 
eainft the Union, fince it was from the univerfal 
hatred at it, we had any Hopes to bring in fo many 
of the Revolution Party to the Pretender’s Inte- 
reft, that he fhould declare he was at prefent a Pa- 
pit, but would chearfully give ear to Proteftant 
Divines, and if they could convince him of an 
Errour from the Word of God, he would be glad 
to embrace the Religion of his People: For if he 
Aeclared himfelf any thing elfe, his Sincerity 
would be fulpected, and the truth of every thing 
he faid, upon which they anfwered, they would 
take Care to make a faithful Report to tleg proper 
Perfons. 


I acquainted the Duke of Q sherry with 
what had paifed, and in June, 1707, fent his 
Grace a Copy of the Cypher agreed to between the. 
Scots andkFrench Agents. writ by one of the French 
Agents, who was a Man publickly known, at the 
fame time, defiring him to let the Engli/h Miniftry 
know the Danecr the prefent Conftitution was ine 


Uron thefe my good Services, as they were 
called, I was flattered with abundance ot Genpria- 
tulations from feveral great Mien, particularly 

from 
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from a fpecial Fricnd of OQueensberry’s, with the 
Duke's Protcftaticns of leaving nothing undone 
to ftrengthen my Hands in the good Work, and 
alluring me, that the Queen was very fenfible of 
my great Services, which She would take care to 
reward. accordingly, and truly, I dare fay, I was 
rewarded juft as I deferved. 





THE Privy Seal I mentioned before, never 
came to my Hands till now, that Mr. Barlie, of 
Fervifwweoed, late one of the Lords of the Treafu- 
ry fent it me,whereof the true Copy is as follows. 


ANNE R. 


WHEREAS, we are fully fenfible of the 
Fidelity and Loyalty of Jobn Ker, of Kerf- 
land, Eiq; and of the Services he hath per- 
formed to us, and our Government: We 
therefore Grant him this our Royal Leave 
and Licence, to keep Company and Afio- 
ciate himfelf, with fuch, as are difatteét- 
to us and our Government 3 In fuch Way 
or Manner, as he fhall Judge mott for our 
Service. Given under our Royal Hand, 
at our Cafile of Wiandjor, the 7th Fury, 
1707, and of our Reign the 6th Year. 





NOTWITHSTANDING this mighty Applaufe 
2nd Approbation, the little Honour and Confci- 
ence I had left, had certainly perfwaded- me to 


abandon 
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abandon fuch wicked Courfes, and drop the 
Court Intereft for ever, had nota Presbyterian 
Parfon, a Man of great Learning and feeming 
Piety, confirmed me in them, he was a Cafuift of 
the Court-Stamp, which made both my Confci- 
ence and Honour give way, and {ío was engaged 
more than ever,in the profecution of fuch unhap- 
py .Contrivances, as was afterwards put in Exe- 


cutione 


I had a very difficult Game to Play, and 
many ‘Chings to do, of fo tender a Nature, that 
they were to be very delicately touched, and the 
rather, that I had no Body 1 could truit to co a- 
long with me; fometimes I asked Advice of Mr. 
Cockburn, the Juftice’s Clerk, and Mr. Bazilie, &c. 
but they being often out of the way, I was forced 
to take u great deal upon myfelf. 


I employed Spies and Agents over all the 
Country, to inform me of every thing that pafiled 

the Jacobites, at their Clubs and private 
among the Jacobites, at TACIT uos ana private 
Meetings, whereby I was not only capable to 
judge of the French Agents Sincerity with me, 
but even to counter-act and difappoint the Jaco- 


bites at any time. 


Bur being obliged to perfwade thofe St. Ger- 
sngain Agents of my Intereft with the Cameronians, 
and that I meant, Sincerely, to bring them into the 
Pretender’s Intereft, the better to Deceive them 5 
3 fuffered them, not only to proceed in their own 
Way, but even contributed to their Afliftance, ftilk 
keeping itin my Power, to undo what I had dohe 
whén I pleafed; whereby I got to the bottom of 

all 
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all their Plots and Defigns, and to the Knowledge 
of every body concerned therein, whofe Naines, 
how vile a part foever I acted my felf, yet nothing 
could ever perfwade me to divulge, but to one Per- 
fon, upon Promsefe of Secrecy, which I thought 
my felf.pretty fure of; moftof the Facobites-of 
any Note, being his own Relations, and fo he had 
more Reafon to Conceal them than I. 


Bur I had fo much Confidence in him, that I 
left my Privy Seal in his Cuftody, upon. which, 
both my Life and Fortune did then depend. 


= I infift upon this Point the more, having been 
blamed as, the Caufe of the Scots Noblemen and. 
Gentlemens coming up to Loudon, by an Order of 
the Government, 1n 1708, after the flight of the 
Pretender, which I declare, before God, Ihadno 
Hand in, 


In Fully, 1707, there was a Plot to Surprife 
the Cattle of Edinburgh, there being in it, at that 
time, 4000e0/, called the Equivalent Money, 
and the reft ef the Currant Coin, in the Kingdom 
was called in, in order to be recoined. 


Turs Plot was to be put in. Execution bya 
certain Gentleman, who was a very kold -tnrer- 
prifing Perfon, and had appointed, with 20 or 30. 
of his AccomplLices,to appear upon the Caftle-Hiull 
fuch a Day at Noon, it being always full of Com- 
pany every Day at that Time, with Swords and 
Private Arms, and foto fcatter theinfelves among 

me Crowd, as high the Draw-bridge. as they 
could; which this Gentleman was to enter, and 
K, enquire 
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enquire for a Friend in the Caftle, who, fo foon 
as Orders fhould be given to open the Gate, wh ich 
is never denied to any Gentleman, was to Pifto} 
the Centinel, as a Signal to his Men to follow 
him, and fecure the Bridge, and an hundred Men 
more, who were to be lodged in a Celler on the 
Caftle Hill, were alfo, upon this Signal, to 
make the beft of their way, in order to fecure atl, 
at once. 


WEEN this Plot was upon the point of Execu- 
tion, the Secret was recommended to my Appro- 
bation, by the very Gentleman who had Underta- 
ken it; he told me likewife, that he had furveyed 
the Cafile, and found it deftitute both of Soldiers 
and Ammunition, there being but thirty five effe- 
étive Men in it, fome of whom he had already 
Debauched. 


Tuts Refolution furprifed menot a little, and 
the rather ,becaufe it was like to Succeed, and that 
very fpcedily: “The Caftle of Edinburch eing at 
any time of valt Importance, but efpeciakKy then, 
when fuch a great Sum was in it, and muit have 
fallen into the Hands of our Enemies,whick it was 
{carce pofiible to prevent, there being none of the 
Covernment, at that time, in Town for me to 
apply to, and, befides, I had Orders to Commu- 
nicate no Secrets to any 1n Scotland, but the Lord 
Juttice Clerk, who then lay very Sick in the Coun- 
try, and other two Períons, who happened 
then to bs at Leadon. 


WE ERETIPON, I told the Gentleman, That 
the tac Pe i flion of the Caftle was of great Con- 
icguence 
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fequence, yet to {eize it at that Time, would Ruin 
all, by alarming England, who would, tliereup- 
on, Equip a Flect to prevent the Pretenders com- 
ing; and faid, it would do better to defer it till 
he was ready to &mbark: Farther, fuch a Dif- 
covery, inftead of bringing any bad Confequeree 
along with it, would rather, 1f rightly timed, be 
a difcouraging Blow to the Government: Where- 
as, atthat prefent time, it would awaken the 
Englifbh, and give them an Opportunity. to break 
all our Meafures; and that we could fuffer no- 
thing by deferring it till a more proper Time, 
fince we might always have the fame Opportunity: 
at Hand, to which the Gentleman agreed, and 
fo it was delayed. 


WitH all thefe Proceedings, I immediatly ac- 
quainted the Lord High Treafurer and the Duke 
of Queensberry , and begged them to put the King- 
dom ahd Caftle in better Defence: But finding no 
Care taken of either, I took Leave of my. Fa-. 
cobite Frie: ds; and inftead of going into the 
Country, as I pretended, I Pofted to London, from 
thence I went to Vindfor, with my Credentials a- 
long with me to my Lord Treafurer,, where I 
found him at the Dutchefs of Marlborough’s, I fent 
a Letter to' his Lordihip, who came. out immediat-, 
ly, and carried me along with him to his Houfes 
where, I laid before him, all that had happened 
lately in Scotland, which convinced him, that 
there was an Invafion from France intended; and. 
fo, after abundance of Civilities, he Ordered me 
to Poft back to Scotland, and faid, he would takes 
“lure to difappoinfthe Enemies Defigns. 
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I obeyed his Orders, and was in penal E E {00- 
ner than a Letter, wrote by a Scots Jacobite in 
London, to his Friend at Edinburch, which told 
him, that he faw mecome out of a certain Houfe 
in St. fames’s Square the very Day he writit;, buz 
upon my Arrival, I went te the Dutchefs of Gor- 
don’s, where I met fome of the Pretender’s Agents, 
this prevented their giving any Credit to that 
Letter, which came not to their Hands till the 
next Morning: However, it ferved to make them 
Jealous of me, for they told me at the next Meet- 
ing, that they had feen a Letter, which aflured 
them that I had been lately in London. 


f told them, that tho it was needlefs to Con- 
tradit them, if they believed it, whether it was 
true or falfe, yet they might eafily fee they were 
impofed on, by the time which they knew was fo 
very little from my leaving of Edinburgh till I re- 
turned; andtheir believing any Stories, would 
produce no other Effect, than to create {fuch Mif- 
underftandings betwixt us, as muft eff Gtuallw dif- 
appoint our Intentions; and then they aid they 
believed I was injured; but to Convince every 
Body of my Sincerity, they defired me tæ per- 
{wade the Cameroonians to make a publick Appear- 
ance aszainft the Government, which would be of 
creat Moment to the Pretenders Intereft, and en- 
courage the French King to fend over the Forces 
to Afiift him, which he had refolved on before, 
for then, he needed not doubt of Succefs, if rhe 
Caimeronians came heartily into the Caufe, as. 
knowing they were abrave People, and their Fi- 
delity might be depended ons 
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Tuts Propofal perplexed me, but confidering 
it was of the laft Confequence, to keep on the 
Nfafk as long as I could, I convened that Party 
of the Cameronians which followed Mr. Mac Mil- 
fan, one of their Preachers, at Sanquebar, and at 
the Aflarket Crofs,made publick Declaration againf{t 
the Queen, That fhe had forfeited her Right to 
the Crown, by impofing the Union upon us; and 
therefore difowned her Authority and Govern- 
ment, declaring it Unlawful to pay Taxes, or 
Obey her, or any that pretended to any manner 
of Authority uiider her.

Tao this Declaration did not mention the Pre- 
tender expreily, yet it was couched fo, as to make 
the ‘Jacobites hope, that the Cameronians might 
be {foon reconciled to that Intereft. They fixed it 
to the Crofs when they had done, and it was af- 
terwards, when the Cemeronians were difperfed, 
difpatched Exprefs to Edinburgh. 


T 1Ł Lord Juftice Clerk, who was then prime 
Min fter in Scotland, writ ta me, with heavy 
Co nplaints of this Infolence, whom I anfwered, 
‘Ih t it was Neceflary, in arder to renew the Con- 
fidence, „which I thought was proper the/acobites 
fhould repofe in the Cameronians, and to confirin 
my Credit with them, which I thought was de- 
clining. | 


SomME time afterwards, I found fome cunning 
Facobites took abundance of Pains to reconcile the 
feveral Parties,, whofe different Principles and O- 
pinions, had all along prevented the Scots in ge- 
neral from an unanimous Refolution, ‘either to 
2 difappoinr 
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difappoint the Union, or diffolve it, fince it had 
been put upon them: For this end, they perfwa- 
ded {fome Presbyterian Minifters to adjuft their 
Differencies with the Camzronians. Whereupon, 
I was involved in new Difficulties, for feeing 
what this would amount to, I muft €éonfefs, 
‘That I was forced to Ac a very unacceptable 
Part; for tho I am as defirous.of an univerfal 
Harmony as any Man, I ftudied to throw all the 
Obftacles I could in their way, inorder to prevent 
fuch a Reconciliation, which I knew, would at 
that time,effectually anfwer the Enemy's Intention, 
and overturn the Union, and every Thing elfe. 


My Endeavours anfwered my Defign, tor I 
did fome particular Services to the Governinent 
at that time, which would be too tedious here to 
mention. 


But notwithftanding my frequent Meflages, 
and fedulous Application to the Caurt, to put 
the Nation in a better D*®fence, no as el- 
ther taken as to the Catile of Edinhur hy, or to 
prevent the threatned Irfvafion, from all which I 
could fcarce forbear, cenfuring the Treafur rand 
the whole Miuiniftrys as being in the Plot 


WHEREUPON I went to London, in February 
4707-8, and juft as the News came to Court, 
that the Pretender embarked at Dunkirk, my Jea- 
loufie of Godolphin inċreafed, efpeċially when a 
certain great Man told me, that he, and all the 
reit of the Wiie Lords fufpected him, having ta- 
ken 110 Care to fecure Scotland, &e “And confe- 
guently, he belicved it was ruined, being at that 
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time indeed, in very defencelef Circumítances, 
for there was not above 1500 regular Troops in 


the Nation, and all the Caftles and Forts unpro- 
vided. 


HawEvER, I went to the Freafurer, who re- 
ceived me with a grimace of efteem, and com- 
mended my Diligence, telling me, he was in- 
forined that thé French were embarking at Dun- 
kirk, and therefore it was proper I fhould return to 
Scotland; and he would take Care to fend Forces, 
and all other Necefflaries fpeedily after me, and then 
fhowed mea Lift of the Men of War, that were 
preparing with all Expedition, to block up Dzar- 
kirk, and prevent the French landing. 


I anfwered, I was afraid that their Landing 
could fcarce be prevented, for their Ships were 
all light Frigates, and Privateers, and well clean- 
ed, and fo would out Sail ours, which I was told 
was very foul, and fo begged him not think ro 
prevent their landing, but rather prepareto give 
ther a Warm recepti n when landed; he defired 
me to ake all halte for Sc .tlancd, and promifed 
to end me his Directions from time to time, as 
the Circumftances required. 


I told him, that to goto Scotland, whlilft it 
was unprovided, would be of no Service either 
to it, or the Government, and if I offered to 
throw of the Mafk, without a Protection, I de- 
{erved to have my Throat cut; and fo begged tr 
be excufed, at leaft, till his Lordih'p was pieifid 
to let me know, what Part I was to At for my 
own, and my any a RnG he atked whut 
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it was I propofed to do, I anfwered, that upon 
the Prrtenders landing, I would perfwade the 
Gener ians to draw together, and Declare a- 
sainft .he Pretender s “Threatning Mifchief to 
all that joined him; and contrive the Manifefto 
in- fuch Terms, as none of the Presbyterians dhould 
appear for him; “which would be fuch a mortify- 
ing difappointment tothe Yacohites, that even 
they durft not offer to appear, but, faid be, lf 
you take Arms again{ft the Pretender, before the 
‘Troops from England Arrive, you will be cut to 
Pieces, being in no Condition to oppofe fuch nu- 
merous Forces as will come with him: I replied, 
That it was abfolutcly neccflary to make an ap- 
pearance again{ft him upon his landing, otherwitfe, 
a great many good difpofed People, might be in- 
{nared into his Intereft, and join him out of perfect 
fpite at the Union, but if a Body of well affected 
People, exerted theinfelvcs in fuch a Manner, giv- 
jng their proper Reafons for it in their Declarati- 
on, I would engage by fuch Means to prevent the 
Presbyterians joining him, and doubted not o be 
able to keep the Mounta hs, infpite of al the 
French and Facobites tha: fhould offer o d fturb 
tis, till fuch time as ‘Succours Arrive 


He defired me ts go down, and do as I thought 
fit, and then I told him, it would be neceflary to 
Tend down Money to buy Ammunition, and de- 
fray fome Arrears of Pay, that was due to fome 
of the Carmeronian Officers, fince they had‘been in 
Flanders the Matt: War, that it was buta Trifle; 
and it would both cncourage them, and make my 
Work light; and I doubted not, upon fuch Con- 
ditions, -that I was capable upon the Head of the 
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Cameronians, to pverform more, than he could 
imagine at that time, which he might allt e the 
Queen of, and that She had not mifplac d her 
fonufidence in me. 


My ford {till infifted upon my hafting for 
Scotland, and promifed to fend the Money after 
me, to be laid ont as I propofed, but it never 
came, tho I muft confefs, he gave me Money 
ceneroufly enough, for my own private Occafi- 
ons, as I offered to withdraw, he came nearer, 
and told me, that I needed not Write to any Per- 
fon, for it would be better to Correfpond only 
with himfelf, fince whatever I Wrote muft come 
before him, and pronmifed, if I would fincerely 
attach myfelf to him, to be my Friend, and do 
every thing for me I defired, he looked very fe- 
rious and {aid farther, that I might depend upon 
it, he would make good what he faid, to all which 
I returned a Compliment, being refolved to live 
and dye with the Sguadrone, and the reft of the 
Whigs be how well tl cy deferved this Refalu~ 
tion at Hands, will ppear hereafter. 


Ts Tr furer afked how he fhould Dire& 
to me Itold him, To Mr. Jobn Hourat, to the 
care of Alexander. Arbuthnot, Merchant in Edin- 
burgh. He conducted me to the Door ahd wifhed 
mea good Journey, and faid, hethotght it pro- 
per to havea Pafs, and a Poft Warrant,which he 
ordered for me immediately. 


I went. inftantly to a certain Duke and told 
him all that paft, then, /a7d be, the Treafurer 
is certainly in the Pretendex s fuitcreft, which gave 
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tim fuch difimal Apprehenfions, that he expected 
notl ng but Ruin, this he hoped I would pre- 
vent, by feizing fomeof the principal Jacobites 
in Seotland, which was eafy to do, when every 
thing was in Confufion there, for by having them 
ih Cuftody, ıt would be in my Power, in cafe of 
the worft, to make ‘Terms for fome of my 
Friends, he promifed to get fome of the Whig 
Words to make the Treafurer mind his Promife, 
to fend down the Money for the Purpofes I pro- 
pofed, and fo we parted. 


Next I went to the Houfe of Lords, to find 
the Duke of Queensberry, who immediately came 
to the Door, and took me intoa fide Room, he 
aiked me if I had any late Accounts from Scot- 
land, Ncthing of Moment, [faid I, but was come 
to receive his Grace's Commands thither, having 
taken leave of the Treafurer, ke faid, he wifhed 
he had known it fooner, that he might have per- 
{waded him to do what was Neceifary , the Duke 
afked me what I woul} have him t do promif- 
ing tc be wanting innathing,that wa in his Pow- 
er to contribute to tb Prefervation of | s Coun- 
try, which muft be ruined if tho Fretes der fuc- . 
ceeded : For his Part,he faidjhe knew wha he had 
to gxpect, his Eftate being intended to be given 
to the kord Aft:ddleton, I told him, that the chief 
Point in Scotland, was to prevent the Prespyteri- 
ans, and Cameronians, from jeining the faco- 
bites, fince their natural Averfion to the Union 
might probablo incline them that way, I promi- 
fed to do the bef{t I coull in every thing, and 
We parted. 
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I went to the Poft-Houfe, and foto Scotland, 
juft as the Pretender appeared on that Coaft, 
whereupon I affembled the leading Men >of the 
Camerontans, at Sanquebar, and fpoke to tnem as 
follows 


My Friends, no doubt it will be hard for you 
to reconcile the different Turns I have made, in 
my late Condudt, which f allurc yous, proceeds 
not from any want of due Refpect and Confidence 
in you, but, as both my Education and Conver- 
fation, hath furnifhed me with various Opportu- 
nities to know, and get to the bottom of many 
Things, which lye perfectly out of your way 3 
fo I never intended any thing but your real Good 
and Advantage, having employed all thefe Op- 
portunities for that end, and muft really tell 
you, that I have watched for your Safety. 


I thought it proper to conceal my Reafons, for 
fome mytftertous Steps we made, becaufe, I could 
not ot er ife forma Judgment, what inight be 
our D ad Intere{t 1 thefe Perilous Times, 
but he aflured, you fhalt reap the Benefit, and 
good Confequences of my Labour and Induftry, 
to which, you have a juft Title upon many Ac- 
counts. 


Hap Itold you every thing as it happened, and 
my Intentions thereupon, I thould not have per- 
{waded you to Act fome Parts you have done; for 
every Man, 1s not equal to every fhing, nor ca- 
pable to beara Part in delicate Affairs, whercin 
many Judicious Perfons have been cmployed, 
with Views quite different, from either vours cy 
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I some now to open my Breaft,and let you know, 
that thy averfion to the Union,hath made me per- 
haps ; o to farin foime Meafures,which I fear is no 

altogether for the Intere{t of our Country, and 
mutt telf you now, that I can find no Security 
for the Proteffant Religion, from the Pretenders 
succefs, but rather, inevitable Deftruction, he is 
mow upon our Coafts, Aboard a French Fleets; 
with an Army of French and Irib Papis, who 
Ihave Murdered fo many of our Brethren in France, 
(the Melancholy Account whereof, I here prefent 
you inthis Book ) And, he is fo bigotted to the 
Errors of the Church of Rome, that there is no 
Hopes now of perfwading him to renounce his O- 
pinion, even tho he fhould Succeed, as I once had 
Faith that he might have been prevailed with- 
ul, from his pretended Fathers Misfortunes, but, 
Alas! my Hopes are all vanilhed, for I know 
fuch Propofals hath been lately made to him, by 


fome of our Country-Men, but he hath rejected 
theim all. 


My Friends, you kj ow it is aga Word 
of God, to have any manner of Commu ication 
with God's Enemies, and Idolaters 5 you: may re- 
member how the Prophet rebuked . Jehofuphats 
tor fuch a Crime, as the Chronicles mention; yo 
kuow too that it is a Maxim with us, and al 
good People, not to do Evil, that Good may 
come of itr; but let us rather wait God’s own 
time to delivcr us from the Union, and our Op- 
preflors, which he will furely do, and much 


more for us, if we prefer his Intreref{t to o r 
own 
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LET usalli then, -as true Proteftants, good Chr 
ftians, and brave Scotfinen, commit our Canie, 
and that of our bleeding Country, to God and 
oppofe the Enemies of his Truth, with our S vords 
in our Hands,and an undaunted Refolution,to Seal 
with our Blood, that Teftimony, which fo manv 
of our Friends and noble Progenitors, have alrea- 
dy Sealed, both on Scaffolds and in the Ficlds-: 
For iny part, I fhall reckon it my greatcefit Honour 
to join with you in Life and Death, in the defence 
of fuch a glorious Caufe; for which the ta- 
emily I reprefent, have fuffered fo much, and for 
which, my Predeceffors have fo freely ventureds 
and abandoned both their Lives and Feortuncs. 


I preffed this with abundance of Zeal, and de- 
fired them ferioufly to perufe the Book above- 
mentioned, which a Perfon of Quality had given 
me for that end, when I was lalt at Londens but 
was informed afterwards, thatit was put upon us 
by the late infamons Affafline, Guifcard, in order 
to pollefs th People of Great-Britain with Hor- 
ror an R venge again France, becaufe of the 
then arpro ning Peace, which the /Vhizs forelaws 
would be ve prejudicial to the Nation. 


Tue Readcr muft know, that from the Confi- 
dence the Cameronians repofed in me, they irtad 2- 
fide their Refentments againft the Ujnian for tome 
time, and agreed to my Propofal, which was to 
Declare avaft the Pretender, and all that joined 
him as Enemies; for which rhe nceeceflary Difpofi- 
tions were made, and a Jirtle while afterwards,tirve 
following Letter came to my Hands from a Per- 
fon of Quality then at Lonc Os 
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Srr, You have heard. by this time, that the 
Pree der failed from Dunkirk with the French 
Fleet, and Sir George Bing is in purfuit of him 5 
One ould think now, that the Treafurer is in 
Earneft, as Iam fure the Whig Lords are: Lhe 
Ford Juftice Clerk hath Orders,by this. Poft,to give 
you the Money you defired, pray make the Came- 
ronan Officers fenfible, that my Lord Somers has, 
in a manner, forced it fram the Treafurer,] have, 
no doubt, but you will be able now, to exert your 
felf; Let me hear often froin you, ~c. Londen, 
March 20, 17507-8. 
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Uron receipt of this Letter, I went to Edin- 
burgh and told the LordJuftice Clerk of itywho 1m- 
mediatly produced another from the Lord Treatur- 
ér, mentioning, that the Lord Somers had prevail- 
ed with him to fend the inclofed, which, he faid, 
was an Order for Money, which was to be given 
to the Cumercnians in payment of their Arrears. 
But upon perufal, we found it to be only an hum- 
ble Requeft, That the Lord Juftice Clerk would 
pleafe to pay feveral Off cers under my J} ection, 
their re{pective juft Den ands; and wo tld en- 
deavour to perfwade che Queen ta 2? lew it but. 
furely no body would advance a Farthing o fuch 
WNew-fafhioned Orders: And fo I pofted* back to 
the Camerenians, with fair Promifes only, whicli 
they could -not be very well pleafed with; burt 
continued refolute to oppofe the Pretender not- 
withf{tanding. 


THe French Fleet,as [had foretold the Treafur- 
er outfiiled ours ; and when they came upon the 
Coat of Scotland, they gave a Signal to Dunoter 
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Caftle, which was the Place Appointed for that 
end; but the Signal not being anfwered the 


late Earl Marfa, who was ordered tl ere for 
that Purpofe, they failed ftait to the Prrhb of 
Edinburgh, where they Anchored, in March, 
1707-8, upon Thurfday Evening, when there was 
not four Rounds in the Caftle ; nor did the whole 
Garrifon, at thar Time confift of Forty Effective 
Men, as I telid you before; nor came there any 
Aimunition to irt till the next Saturday, from Ber- 
qvick- So that if the Pretender had landed, it muft 
eertainly have fallen into his Hands,if Sir George 
Bing had not come the fame Night fo near the E- 
nemy, that he difcovered them by his Advice- 
Boat; whereupon he gave a Signal to our Fleer, 
to come and Anchor there; which fo alarmed the 
French, that they immediatly cut their Cables, 
and got out to Sea: Next Morning our Fleet pur- 
fued, and took the Salisiury Mian of War, only 
tlre Enemy bore to the Northmard, and our Fleet, 
initead of purfuings them, or guarding the Coaft, 
returned tothe Firth, were they Anchored, leav- 
ing al b D tbhern Co fits bare and. Defencelets ; 
forth Fr ib Fleet, no long afrerwards, came 
into t e Firek of Murray, aid the Pretender defir- 
ed th French Admiral, callea Fourbin, to Land 
the. Froops there, which he refufed, then lie 
begged that his own national ‘Troops, Scots and 
Iri/o might be landed, for he had four Irib Regi- 
ments Aboard, as good as any in Furope, bit 
Fourbin told him, he had pofitive Ordcrs tothe 
contrary. 


Some alledged, Fourbin would not comply 
with the Pretenders Requecft, becaiufe, his Signal 
was

was not anfwered from Drinnoter Caftle, others, 
bec ethe Chief Facobites,were taken into Cuf- 
tody { me few Days before, and the Cameronians 
had d fappointed them, which irreparably broke 
all their Meeafures; others ag4in believed with 
më, that the King of France never valued the 
Pretender, farther, than to make a ‘Tool of him, 
in order to perplex Great-Britain, and their Af- 
fairs: tho I believe, at the fame time, that if he 
had landed only with his Valet de Chambre, 
he could never have had a better Opportunity to 
eain his Point, from that time to this, 


But the French Fleet went Home, and a great 
many People of Quality, and Diftinction in Scot- 
land, were fecured, and ordered for London, 
where they were confined in the Tower fora lit- 
tle Time, but were bailed out by the Wbhig's, 
and fo returned to Scotland, in good time, to in- 
fluence the Elections for the next Parliament,-in 
oppofition to Queensberry and the Treafurer, but 
whether the IW biss or they changed Sides, I leave 
to the Annals of thofe T mes. 


AROUT this time there was a L W ote to 
me from London.by a Perfon of Quality, defiring 
ane to procure an Addrefs from the Cameronians, 
to the Qaren, reprefenting their Fears of Po- 
pery, Xc. praying And therefore to call over the 
Protef-tant Succetilor. 


I was very ready to oblige him in any thing, 
that regarded the Proteffant Succeflion, but bein 
afraid, it might be made ufe of for fome other 
end than was propofed, I declined, troubling the 

Cameronians 
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Cameronians about it, after which I hid anotlwer 
Letter, prefling me with the greateft of earr efiefs 
to procure the forefaid Addrefs: Saying, it would 
‘be of valt Confequence,to fecure the Protef?fa ut Suc- 
ceflion,and a greatHonourto myfelf,and the Came- 
rontanse, to be the firft that fhouid addrefs her Ma” 
jefty upon that Account, alluring me in the faid 
I etter,that this Addrefs would quickly be follow- 
ed by a great many others to the farne Purpofe,and 
they fhould foon be payed their Arrears, he pre- 
vailed 5 and fo the Addrefs was drawn up ac- 
cordingly, but with a peculiar Stile, which: 
was Signed by a great many, and fent to 
him, who received it with matiy Congratu- 
lations; and fhewed it- to his Friends, the 
Whig Lords at London, who were all fo mightily 
pleafed therewith, that I had abundance of Ac- 
knowledgments thereupon in many Letters, asa 
Matter of the laft Confequences far an Addrefs,’ 
Said they, from fuch a Body of well, difciplined 
Men, would not only ftrike an Awe into the E- 
nemies of the Illuftrious Houfe, but would like- 
wife be an Ex mple to the reft of the Nation: 
‘hey efir me likewife te affure my Friends, 
that it was mow inthe Weie Lords Power, te o-i 
blige tiie Treafurer to do what they pleafed; and 
confeguently, we might expect o r Money very 
fhortly, tho’ not a Farthing ever yet came. 








‘Tuo this Addrefs was never prefented, I be- 
lieve it had the fame Succefs they defired, ` for it 
fo frightned the ‘Treafurer, that fome of the lea- 
ding Whigs were put into Eminent Pofts thereby. 
Wharton was made Lieutenant of Ireland, Sorn- 

ers Prefident of the Council, @&c and thenthe 
Cameronian Omicers, thought it was their Turn 
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10 be: ferved, fince, by their Means, the Whig 
Bord; had their Inclinations fò much gratified = 
But, notwithftanding all the fine Compliments, 
and united Promifes of the Duke, and the reft of 
the Whig Lords, inftead of ay Reward for the 
valt Expence I had been at upon their Account, 
the following Letter from a great Man in the 
W hiss Intereft, was delivered to me by one of the 
Commuffioners of the Excife. 


Srr, I had yours laft Poft, and am heartily 
forry for your Indifpofition, from which I ear- 
neftly wifh you a Recovery: Iam obliged to 4c- 
quaint you, that I muft break off all further Cor- 
refpondencee with you; the Gentleman who de- 
livers this to you, will let you know the Reafons 3. 
but I declare this does not proceed from any want 
of Senfe of my Obligations to you, which I wili 
never forget, nor have I any Grounds to doubt of 
your Fidelity and Friendfhip to me, nor fhall I 
ever omit any opportunity of ferving you, when 
in my Power: Iam, Sir, yourhumbleand obliged 
servant.

I need not tell my Reader, how mucl I was 
furprifed, but muf heartily agree with hira, that 
I deferved no beter; tho, I hope, he will agree 
with me too that I deferved no fuch Treatment 
from fuch is I kad facrificed every Thing for, 
that ough to be dear to a Gentleman; butI have 
the Proverb on my fide, The Courtiers feldom 
their Words, keep A mighty Comfort! And fo lll 
crop them at prefent, as they kave done me. 


P IN Fanuar 3 1708, The Pafrliatuient went upon 
thie stare of the Kingdom, when the late In- 
vaiion happened, upon which the Lord Haver- 
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foam made a very warm Speech, and the Accomtts 
being laid before the Houfe, 1t appeared. «nat 
Scotland had been deftitute of all Means ot De- 
fence, till a trifling Supply arrived from Berwick, 
as I {aid before, and that was almoft.too late: For 
which -ehe Muniftry made no other Eixcufe, but 
that the Pretender’s Attempts had been managed fo 
privately, that they could not be known, but the 
Lord Haverfbam, knowing the contrary, “That l 
had told the Lord Treafurer of all the particular 
Steps the Enemy had taken near a Year before any 
‘Thing was put in Execution. His Lordfhip em- 
ployed the late Doctor Hutton, a very good Friend 
of mine, to write to me, to haften up to Loudon, 
and bring my Papers with all fpeed, that I might 
do Juftice both to my Country, and to my telf. 


Tar Lord Haverfham moved fo much in this 
Affair, that the Lord Trefurer, and his Friends, 
who laboured to Skreen him, were apprehenfive 
of the Confequences, if the Parliament was made 
fenfible, that he had timely Notice of the Preten= 
der’s ini nded Invafion on Scotland > upon which; 
it was efolved to give me new Workin that Coun- 
try, in order to detain me tn re till the Opportu- 
nity was loft, and the ‘Freafure ’s Condué fhould 
De jufttfied before the Parliament; ard accordingly. 
a Letter came to my Hand froma ertain $Sreat 
Man in the Whig Intereft, defiring to renew the 
Correfpondence that had formerly been’ betwixt 
him and me having forgot that he had. defired in- 
a former Letter to drop it,which in this laft, he pre- 
tended to exc fe, defiring me to dofome new Ser- 
vices in Scot? nd, which I fuffered my felf to be 
prevailed upon to AEn po, wand by this Means,

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I was detained in that Country, till the Opportu- 
nity was loft, for I knew nothing of the Lord 
Haverfoanv’s Intention, Doctor Hutton’s Letter 
having mifcarried, never coming to my Hand: 
Wherefore, it not appearing to the Parliament, 
that the Lord Treafurer and Miniftry, had any 
previous Advertifement of the Enemy’s Proceed- 
ings, they were acquitted befereI came to Lon- 
don, which was about the latter end of March, 
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THe Lord Treafurer, upon my Arrival, pa - 
ed all Accompts due to my felf;, but to my Sor- 
row, could never prevail in the Matter of the Ca- 
meroniaz Arrears, notwithftanding all that the 
good Duke of Queensberry, &c. could do, who 
did every thing in his Power to ferve and oblige 
me, and ufed his Argument very often with the 
‘Treafurer for that, End and which IUcannot in Ho- 
nour and Gratitude to his Noble Memory forget 
gratefully to Mention; he generoufly, always, 
remeinbring my good Services, and as gencroufly 
forgetting the feveral Difobligatiors I2 ad given 
him, in taken a part with the Sguadrone,&®c tho 
much to his Preju tice. 


Next M ø, the following Letter frora fome 
of the Cems antan Officers, in behalf of the whole,

FIOoNOURED SIR, You may remember, when

bundance of hings they were willing to conceal, 
I mention this, becaufe ao IP Ligs tock Oceafion.

I thall give a fhort Account of this Matter, as 


THE Lord Haverfham, for whom I had a par- 
ticular Regard, being acquainted with my Father 
ane his Family in their Exile at Utrecht, gave me 
Tuch Affurance of his fincere Attachment to the 
Hanover Intereft, as perfectly fatisfied me: He 
preffed me to vifit Mr. Harly, and told me, I was 
miftaken, to believe the Houfe of Hanover to have 
no Friends in England, but the late Miniftry, to 
whom he'‘nevér was a Friend; ` and yet none was 
more fincere in the Intereft of the Illuffrious 
Houfe: That he doubted not, but the Succeflion 
would be as fure under the New Miniftry as the 
late; and Dr. Hutton, whom I likewife knew ro 
be firm in that Interef{t, told mec, if I converfed 
with Mr. Harly, all my Fears of any Dangers 
would be removed. 








WHEREUPON fwentto Mr. Hary, who re- 
ceived me very civilly, and indeéed,- convinced 
me cf his fin ere Affe&tion to the Hanover I\tereft 
at that tim . with his Aflurances of doing meall 
the good Offices he could, which gave me after- 
wards an Opportunity to lay before him, -the 
Cafe of the late Garrifons of London-Derry, and 
Innuz(kiliing, who had fome Debts ue to them, e- 
ver fimce the noble Defence they made againft 
King James, Anno, 1689, which, he late Mini- 
ftry never minded. 
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AND I proteft folemnly, that I had no other 
E.nd in this Matter, than to engage thofe People 
in the Hanover Interet, which I always intended, 
as the Confequence of all my Endeavours,; for I 
had neither Promife, nor the leaft Expectation of 
a Reward, or Bribe, as the Gentlemen, who had 
the Management of it, are ready to juftify. 


Mr. Harley, likewife told me, the Parliament 
refolved to call me before them, to give Account 
of what I knew, of the intended Invafion, and 
particularly, of what Informations I gave thereof 
to the late Treafurer, which no doubt, was de- 
figned to render him, and the late Whzg Miniftry 
Odious, and I had but too much Refentment to 
prompt me toit, had it not been that I knew not 
how far it might affect the’ Hanover Succeflion, 
which, :was always my Idol, and not daring: to 
truft to my own Judgment, in fuch an important 
Affair, where I was to be aétive myfelf, I deter 
mined to take Advice of fuch, whofe Affections 
to their Country;..and the Protef?fant Intereft, 
were above private Views, or ‘Party Concerns. 
And having conceived fuch an Opinion, of the 
publick Spirit, greath Worth and Integrity of Sir 
Peter King, tha I had not the Horour of his 
Acquaintance. Frefolved to pitch upon his Goun- 
fel, as the beft, I could think of, and fent Mr. 
Svamis yo Pim, to defire his Opinon thereupon, 
who returned with Sir Peter’s Advice, that I 
fhould appear when called, and declare plainly 
every Ibing I knew, before the:Pgrliament; for 
faid be, if the Lord Godolplin has geen wanting 
in his Duty, itis but reafonable he{hould be ex- 
poicsa, which could not interfere wit! but rather 

„promote 
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promote the Interet of the Houfe of Hanover 3 
he likewife defired me, to let lome of the Whig 
Members I could ruft, know what Quceftions were 
proper to be afked, when J was called upon this 
Affair, in order to let them into the perfec un- 
derftanding of the whole; whereby, that Myfte- 
ry might be brought to Light, perhaps, in guite 
another Manner, then the Court defigned; for 
the expofing of tome Members in both Houfes, 
who had been elected by the Intereft of the Mini- 
ftry, would be of more cffeétual Service to the 
Houfe of Hanover, then concealing Godolphin’s 
(Crimes, could do them Prejudice.: He concluded, 
that by this Procedure, I fhould do Juftice to both 
Parties in General, and a particular Service to 
the Illuftrious Houle, but defired me, firft to 
confult Baron Bothbmar, the Hanover Envoy, and 
tell liim, this was Sir Peters Advice. 


WHEREUPON Mr. Soamms,went to the Baron, 
who approved of it, and hegged me not to com- 
municate it to any Body, or any thing that paffed 
betwixt Sir Peter, himfelf, and me; upon 
which, I confented to appear, and gave moft of 
my Papers, relating to the Invafion, to Sir Tho- 
mas Fla er, Who kept thein for fome time. 


THE Whig Lords, who ther all joined to 
{creen Godolphin, refenuted my Readinefs to appear 
in Parliament, for they all belteved, I was become 
a Creature of the Earl of Orford; and had gone 
over to that Side, which, the late Lord Moles- 
zvorti2 in Ependfhip told me, aud much more 
that was fai of me: Whereupon I let him, and 

feveral 
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feveral others, into the whole Secret 5 which, af- 
forded them abundance of Satisfaction. 


Waar I have faid, muft convince the Read- 
er, that it was always in my Power to remove 
the Miftake, that I had turned what they called 
Tory; but, I was willing to prevent any Difh- 
dence that might happen, among the Friends of 
the Houfe of Hanover, if I had divulged the Se- 
crets which Bothmar enjoincd me to keep; and to 
took every Thing upon myfelf, and let them con- 
tinue in their Miftakes,for,the Whig Lords had a L 
deferted me, the Earl of Sunderland only exceptea, 
who did me all the Juftice in the World, in 
{peaking to the Treaturer Godolphin upon my 
whenevery Body elfe declined it. 


BuT, to illuftrate this Matter, how the Han- 
ever Succeflion was fuppofed to bein Danger, lI 
muft inform my Reader, of fome Accidern 
which happened towards the end of the late 
Reign, when the Minds of moft People, who 
were well affected to that Intereft, were filled 
with difinal Apprehenfions of its Ruin. 


By the Peace at Utrecht, the Spani p Monar- 
chy was left ir Poileflion of the Houfe or Bo rbon; 
which made moft People think, it would be in 
the French King’s Power when he pleafed to 
force the Pretender apon us; but only hoped, 
that he durft not venture, to throw of the Matk, 
fo long as the Emperor continued the War, upon 
which, our Safety in Pritain, fo much depended, 
at leaft, fo long as the Queen livec which moft 

People 
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People were afraid would not be long; becaufe, 
ef her Valetudi ary Circumftances. 


UPON this, it was thought Convenient to en- 
courage the Emperor to reject the Pronofals of 
Peace with France who being fo fhamefully A- 
bandoned by his Allics,and in no Condition to re- 
fift the United’ Power of France and Spain, proba- 
bly might accept of theTerms of Peace France was 
then offering to hiin. 


for thisit was agreed by fome People of great 
Circumftances, to raife aconfiderable Sum, which 
was to be committed to Managers to Equip a num- 
bexof Ships of War, to be made Imperial Bottoms 
by a Deed of Sale under Truft, and configned to 
Factors Abroad; And that the Eraperor fhould 
rant Commiflions to the faid Managers, to make 
War again{t France and Spain with their Squa- 
drons, which were to Sarl from different Ports, to 
the Weft-Indies for that end: That the Buccaneers 
there fhould not only lave their Pardors, bat be 
otherwife encouraged to join thefe Squadrons, by 
having the Emperors Commiflions granted to 
them; that fo foon as they arrived at the place of 
Rendexzwous, they fhould Surprize the Havana, 
and Attack the Spanifo Galleons, and fo Proclaim 
his Imperial Majcfty in the Vef? Indies Kins of 
Spain, granting Protrcction ro all that were willing 
to fubmit to his Authority. i 





CERTATN-Shares of all Prifes and Contributi- 
ons were to be given to the Emperor, with the 
Dominion of all Places to be Congucre.} -ONIN 
allo, toc ry the Spanije Regiments iji tiie lin pe- 
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rial Service, to the Weff-Indies, to Garrifon the 
Conquered Places: A Court of Admiralty was to 
be Appointed, and every Vhirg done to render 
the Undertaking Eiafie, Profitab c and Secure. 


THESE Propofals were accordingly madt, with 
good Succefsto Merchants, @&c. who undertook 
its; for there was no want of Maney to manage it, 
of Ships, or able Mariners and Seamen, being juft 
upon the clofe of the War, Anno, 17132. . 


It was at laftrefolved to propofe it tothe Em 
peror, who, the Reader may eafily fuppofe, wou) | 
receive it with abundance of Satisfaction, and I 
had the Honour to be employed, and fent to him 
£ r that End, whereupon I embarked privately to 
Holand, and went firft to Baron Bethmar, Envoy 
of Hanover, at the Hague, and communicated 
to him the Project, and Refolutions that had 
been taken, that he might fend it in writi 
to his Court: The Baron was mightily pleafed, 
and faid, it was very evident, the Queen and 
Miniftry had bad Defigns: For a Perfon con- 
cerned in the late Affaflination Plot againft King 
Mikiam, had pailed by fome few Days before, for 

ngland witli her Majefty’s Pafs in his Rocket ; he 
{aid further, it would be a great Service ıf I could 
perfwade the Emperor, to hold out the Wac till 
the Queen died, elfe, his Mafters Succcflion to 
the Lriz7/h Crown, would be rendred precarious: 
Efe defircd me to write to him, and promifed to 
fend the Paper I gave him to his Mafter. 


i went next to Baron Heems, the Imperial Mi- 


tiitor, and ipoke with him upon the tame A ffir, 
who 
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who gave me a Pafs, and a Letter to Prince 
Ergene: 1 Pofted immediately to the upper Rhine, 
and came to the Camp, about the Clofe of the 
Siege of Landaw I was introduced to the Prince 
by Baron Langecdle, Secretary of War, and laid 
the Scheme before his Highnefs,which he liked fo 
very well, that he was pleafed to fay I bad iven, 
bim great Satisfaéfion: and after fome ftay at his 
head Quarters, he told me, that the want of Refè 
and other Accommendations, would be very uneafies 


and therefore defired me to go to Stugard, the 


Duke of Wirtembere’s Chief Seat, where I fhould 


i e atcomodated according to my Mind, and Łe 
w uld take the firft Opportunity to Converfe more 
fuJly upon that Affair with me. 


I received his Civilities with grateful Acknow- 
ledgments, and when he came to Stugard, he 
faid, the Matter was of fuch Confequence, that 
he advifed me forthwith to proceed to Vienna,and 
faid, he would write to the Ismperor about the 
Affair; and gave me his Pafs: I obeycd his Or- 
ders, and took Poft for Vienna, though the Plague 
was raging in that City: For nothing could fright- 
en or difcourage me, from doing what T believed 
was for the Intereft of the Tiluftrious Houfe of 
Hanever: So that I ventured uron all Hazards, 
and caime there the beginning of January, 1713-14 
Ja N. 


Next Day I vifited the famous Men/freur de 
Lerbuitz, and told him my Story, he anfwered, 
Vhat he would wait upon Monfeur d2 Fmmefen, 
the Empero ’s private Secretary,and Jet him know 
of my Ar ival, and get us tugether; by keg a

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Means the Affiir would come directly before the 
Emperor himfelf, who he believ d would not lay 
st before his Council, .in-the o dinary way,. Dut 
would treat with me by his Ca’oinet Sccretary- 


 Monf D’ Leiburts returned my Vifit that very 
Evening, and told me, that his Imperial Majetty 
had received a Letter from Prince Eugene, upon 
the Affair,. that his Majefty was well pleafed to 
hear that I was come; and had ordered his faid 
Secretary to meet me privately at Nine of the 
Clock next Morning,that being the appointedHour 
for that End, in the Gardens of the Old Favorite, 1 

the Leopoldjiadt , and that the Secretary had detiyed 
me to fend my Interpreter to his Houfe that fa ne 
Ewening, to adjuft every Thing for that Purpc ce 


ACCORDINLY, next Morning I found him, as 
he told my Interpreter, and anfwered all his Ob- 
jections, by which, I toon found him to bea M 
of excellent Senfe. He defired me to draw upa 
Sche:me of the whole, further then what. I had 
then fhewn him, mentioning at large the Method, 
how to put fuch a Glorious Defien Cas he called it) 
in Execution, with a Margin to Mark fuch fur- 
ther Objections and Notanduzrs, as might be made 
by his Imperial Majefty, who would Gomrauni- 
care the Affuir to a Spanifh Grandee at his Court, 
who had been Viceroy of Peru, and none other: 
For the Emperor commanded him, to defire me 
not to difcover the Matter to any of his Mini- 
fters or let any one know either what my felf, 
or BuGinefs was, for he was ordered to receive all 
ny Propofals ta be carried Inftantly to the Empe- 
ror himfelf, who would fignifie his leafure ac- 
Cor. incre, NEXT 
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Next Morning the Secretary fent me Word, 
that his Imperial Majefty defired me to draw up 
what Papers were neceflary to be laid before him, 
as foon as pofilibl . 


WHEN I had finifhed the Papers, I fent them 
to the Secretary who delivered them to the Em- 
peror, and when he had perufed and confidered 
them. he fent me his Objectons , which I obviated, 
the beft way I could, and returned them to the 
Secretary, and in few Days afterwards, we had 
a long Difcourfe upon the Briti/b Affairs, 


He faid, his Imperial Majefty was diffatisfied 
w th the Treatment he received from Greagtr-Bri- 
taze atthe Peace of Urrechr, and inGnuated a 
Disttruft of their future Conduct 


_I endeavoured to Convince him, that all the 
Tranfactions in Great-Britain, which I confeffed, 
the Emperor had no Reafon to take kindly, were 
done by the Miniftry, only for their own Ends ; 
but, they who fent me with thefe Propofals, had 
all along fhown a hearty Zeal, and Affection, to 
the Intereft of the mot Auguft Houfe of An/fria 
that the whole World was fenfible, of the Vigo- 
rous Efforts Great-Britain had made, while un- 
der the bigs Adminiftration, in Conjunction 
with the Emperor; and therefore, I hoped that 
from his Imperial Mfajefty’s great Honour, and 
juftice, he would place all that had been done in 
the late difhonourable Treaty at Utrecht, to the 
Account of the Tory Party, and their Adherents, 
tlie Jacobites. 


HE 
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He anfwered, he was afraid his Mafter would 
be obliged to come into the Pea e, for the Rea- 
fons formerly mentioned, which if he fhould 
make with France, Great-Brit :in might perhaps 
repent their deferting him ; for they had no Rea- 
Torr to blame him, for making the beft Terms he 
could for himfelf, nor to expec& he fhould trouble 
himfelf any more with their Matters; .and that 
France,after Peace, made with the Emperor, might 
perhaps endeavour to fix the Pretender upon the 
Britifo Throne: Which, confidering how he had 
been treated, it was none of his Bufinefs to pre- 
vent. 


Upon this Reply, I was obliged to exer a 
a little Courage, and begged leave to fay he vas 
miftaken ; for the Revolution Party in Great rz- 
tain, were very much concerned, at, the Treat- 
ment his Imperial Majefty had lately received 

from their Queen. and Miniftry, and made a! 
the Oppofition they. could to prevent it, but were 
ever over-powered ; and finding themfelves not 
able to aflift him, asthey ufed to do, when they 
had the Queen, and Miniftry’on their fide, they 
now demonftrated their Affections to the moft 
Auguft Houfe of Aufiriz, by irrefragable Argu- 
ments of their Sincerity ; by which it would ap- 
pear, that the Emperor with. their, Afif nce, 
could make kimfelf Mafter of the Spant(h-Weft-In- 
dies + or, at leaft, Woundchts Enemies in the Vi- 
tals, and attack the very Foundation of his Ence- 
niies Support, if he would but enter into the 
Meafures, I had the Honour: to lay befere him 35 
by which, I doubted not, but thy Friends would 
make that feparate Peace, the Houfe ‘of Bourbon 
had 

v 
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had made with the Mliritime Powers {fuch a Snare 
to entingle them 4s all the Precaution they were 
then Mlafters of, Gould nor cally prevent. 


So that his Majefty had no Reafon to look vp- 
on the Revolution Intereft with fuch an indiffe- 
rent Afpect, which had, with Succefs, declared it 
felf fo heartily for the Intereft of his Auguft 
Houfe, for if he did, he would! only gratifie his 
Enemies thereby 5, but efpeciallv the Tory Mini- 
ftry, who wifhed nothing more, than to eftablith 
we Pretender upon the Throne, which would 
ei e& ally ruine his Friends in Brztain, who had 
dor e fu great Things for him formerly, and now 
giv na frefh Proof of their Affections once more, 
by 21e generous Offers I had brought along with 
me of luch great Services, at the expence of their 
own Blood and Ireafure, without the Charge of 

ne Shilling to him, or one drop of the Blood of 
ry of his Subjects. Which Undertaking, tho 
there were but few engaged in it, they had fuffici- 


ent Means in their Hands, to make all that J had 
offered Effectual. 


I prefutned to afirm, that there was not a Re- 
volutioner in Great-Britazin lefs hearty and Affe- 
étionate than my Conftituents, and would as hear- 
tily venture, both Money and E.lfe upon Occafi- 
on, for we were all refolved to let thë World fee 
what we would do for him, if the Foùndation 
was laid. 


I added, that the Emperor ought to Confider, 
the Pretender was fo much in the French King’s 
Intcref{t, that he could be no more, in Eff&, than 
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a Ficeroy, and muft receive his Orders, being un- 
der fuch Obligations to him: an Jf the Powers 
of Great-Britain, France and Spa n, were United, 

Toland muft quickly fall into the Hands of France, 
and then, how long, pray ye, inall the Emperor 
keep his Court at Vzenna ? Or indeed, have any 
footing in the Empire? For, be aflured, the Pre- 
tender’'s dependance upon France, would prove 
too ftrong for any Confederacy or Alliance the 
Emperor could make; fo that, in this Cafe, he 
might fay as Ulyffes faid to Polyponefiu, that he 
fhould only have the Honour to be laft Devou- 
red. 


‘THE Secretary confefled what I faid wastr e, 
and hoped to let me know more of his Impe al 
Mayjzfty's Pleafure the next time we met. 


WeE met the very next Day, and he told me, 
that he Reported faithfully to the Bmperor wha 
paft betwixt us, who ordered him to let me know, 
that he had weighed my Overtures and Anfwers 
to all the Objections he had made, and that his Im- 
perial Majefty liked Both very well, and that he 
received them as demonftrative Arguments, that 
the Eritz/b Whigs were not concerned in what had 
been fo lately done to his Prejudice. 


He told me alfo, tnat his Imperial Majefty de- 
fired me to ftay fome time a Vienna, and keep ny 
AfFuirs Secret; and thar he would come to a Re- 
{olution as foon as poflible: Then he afked me 
if 1 would embark as one in that noble Under- 
taking my felf, I anfwered, Yes, and would very 
freely “venture my Lifé in fuch an Honourable At- 

tempt, 
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tempt, tending fo much to the Glory and Intereft 
of his Imperial Majeity , and I believed I could 
Promife, in the Name of my Conftituents, to raife 
fuch a flame in A nerica- as the United Powers of 
France and Spain fhould not eafily find Means to 
extingnifh. 


THe Treaty Qf Baden, iti the mean time went 
on, which I believe kept me fo longar Vienna, for 
rhe Emperor waited the Event thereof, before he 
could refolve upon the other Affair. 


IT is to no purpofe to trouble the Reader with 
an more Particulars of this Bufinefs, the trifing 
Ex ufes, Objections, cw. made. to prevent the 
Ér rprife, which, had it met with Encourage- 
me: t anfwerable to fo great a Defign, would. have. 
proved of too greata Confequence, not to be eafi- 

difcerned by every intelligent Perfon. TI fhall 

erefore drop it, to inform Pofterity, that I em- 
loyed my {pare Hours at Vienna, in fending to 
the Electorefs Sophia, all the Light I got, and 
what Information I could procure of the Eritifhb 


Affairs.

Ir would be Superfluous to Publifh this Me- 
morial here; becaufe, a Friend promifed to do it 
for me, with fome other Papers, which are not 
fo proper to be expofed by me at large, And 
therefore, I fhall trouble the Reader, with a few 
of the moft material Contents only. 


AFTER my Apology, I defcribed the feveral 
Aifferent Factions, and their Orizinal s. that they 
did much Hurt and Mifchief, both to the King, 
and Nation; that if the King took Part with any 
one of them, it would incenfe the Reft, and make 
thern his Enemies; for, not having Places and 
Pofts enough for them, all thofe, who were not 
Preferred, would, perhaps, juftly enough believe, 
theinfelves as cofrfiderably deferving, as thofe that 
were; and ¢onfequently, would be fure to run al- 
ways Counter to the Court. Flarit would tiz- 
nifie nothing, for his Majefty to change Sides af-

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THAT Greas-britain was not like Germany, 
where the gr_atef{t nart of the Property is in the 
Perfans of the firt Rank or Quality, but in Eng- 
fand, nineteen parts Iin twenty of the Property, 
and a much greater proportion of the Riches, 
is in“the Hands of a muddle fort of People, 
which compofed the body of the Nation, who, 
for the moft part, had nothing in View, but the 
general Good of the whole, fuch as the regular 
Adminiftration of Juftice; the increafe and en- 
couragement of Trade, and the Manufactures of 
the Kingdom, €*c. “That it was the King’s Inte- 
reft to go into thofe Meafures with thefe People 
faft mentioned, upon which the true Intereft of 
the Country depended; and by.thefé Means he 
would make the Body of the Wation his Friends, 
which was always ftrong enough to defend him 
froir. all the Difcontents and Caprices of any great 
Men, who might happen to be Difobliged. 








THAT it was dangerous for his Majefty to give 
the People (the Commons) the leaft Opportunity 
to Fancy that he wis led by his Favourite Mini- 
fters, but efpecially by Foreigners, to which the 
Britilfh Nation always had a particular Prejudice, 
being perfwaded, that all their Calamities and 
Misfortunes, both of King and People, did natu- 
rally proceed from this great Evil, Witnefs the 
Reigns of King Fares, and Charles I. and II. But 
Queen Elizabeth, who had the wifeft Miuniftry 
that ever a Soveraign in England could Boaftt of, 
convinced her People, that fhe over-ruJed and di- 
rected them, notwithftanding which, S e was as 
much efteemed and beloved, as fome of her Suc- 
ceffers were hated and def{pifed.

Trat, tikine care to diftribute deferved Re 
wards, would make every one forward, but tu 
neglect it, would provoke them to indifference 
and Averfion; inftancing a Paffage or two in the 
Reign of King V¥7Mi.2m, mentioning fome Inconve- 
niencies that Great Prince hurried himfelf into, by 
his being Advifed, too much, by his Foreign Fa- 
vourites, the Earls of Portland and Albemarle. 


Tuar he fhould entertain fome Men Eminent 
for Knowledge and Integrity, to inform him, in 
Private, of every Thing he ought to know 3 where- 
by his Minifters, finding he underftood Myfteries 
by other Hands than theirs, durft not venture to 
Impofe upon him, which would perfwade the 
whole Kingdom, that he was not influenced or 
byaffed by bad Counfel, as fome of his Prede- 
ceflors had been. 


I added, That he fhould, by all Means, dif- 
courage Bribery at the Parliamentary Election, 
and diftinctions of Parties, and faétious Divifions 5 
but more particularly, he fhould endeavour to ex- 
tinguifh the odious Names and Charatters of Whig 
and Tory, which is to be done, by preferring Men 
of Merit only, without regard to one Party more 
than another. ‘That this was the only proper 
time to put thefe great and laudable Defigns in 
Execution, for the moft part of the Nation, to 
wit, the middle Degree and Rank of People, fee- 
med to be weary of all fuch Differencies and Di- 
vifions: That by fuch Royal Generous Practices, 
the whole Kingdom would look upon him as their: 
common Father, fent todeliverthem, and would 
Refpedl him accordingly. 
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I concluded, that our Plantations Abroad were 
in fuch perplexed Circumftances, that Great- Bre 
tain would be thereby affected, at laft, mo ethan 
could be then imagined, fince much of our Riches 
and brade came from thence. 






I prefumed allo to fay, there were two forts of 
Whigs in Great-Britain, which might te diftin- 
suifhed into the Court and Country Party; where- 
of, the laft was, in my humble Opinion, the hone~ 
{íteít part of the Nation, the other, only fuch as 
had nothing in their View, but to grafpart all Potts 
and Preferments whatfoever, for themfelves and 
their Minions. 


WHEN his Majefty Embarked for Great-Rri- 
tain, juft as Iwas going on aboard with the reft of 
the Retinue, Colonel Chicheffer, Brother to the 
Earl of Dunnagald, and Colonel Bi4ing fly, being 
along with me, another Gentleman, who feemed 
to be one of the Company, took me afide, and told 
me, he came that Morning to the Hague, but 
hearing we were gone to Rotterdam, for our laft 
E,\mbarkation, he followed to fpeak with me, be- 
ing willing to truft himfelf only to my Manage- 
ment, 


He faid, he came from Baleduc, to make fuch 
Difcoveries as very much concerned the King’s 
Safety 5 and. afiured me, that Matters had gone fo 
far in the Queen’s Reign, in favour of the Preten- 
cler, that {till there were fome Attempts `o be made, 
and if I would encourage him, he woula@x a Cor- 
refpondence with me, and would give a faithful 
Account of everv Thing that fhould Be acted a- 
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gainft the Intereft of King George. I anfwere:'; 
that F could not then make him any Promife, nci- 
ther was it Prudent in me to Corrcfpond with him, 
that being the Secretary of State's Province, but, 
till the Miniftry was eftablifhed, and as it might 
be, for his Majefty’s Service, to know what 
his Enemies were doing: I told him I word re- 
ceive his Advices from time to tine, and would 
encourage him with all the Supplies my private 
Circumi{ttances would allow, till {fuch time as his 
Accounts and Advices proved to be of any Confe- 
quence to be laid before the King, fo we both pro- 
mifed and exchanged proper Directions, and par- 
ted. 


WHEN we came to London, Dr. Brandenfhagen 
gave me the following Letter from the worthy 
iWMVMonfieur De Leiénit=, being ordered to deliver it 
with his own Hand. 


SIR, Hanover, Oéfob 8th 1714. 


qT Had the Honeur of yours at Vienna, which Mr 

Fury delivered me, having made all the Dif- 
patch pofible, but the bad Weather, and my ad- 
vanced Age, did not permit me to Arrive bere till 
bis Majefiy was gone. 





I believe be might bave been found at the Hague; 
tf I had taken Poff, but I was afraid be would 
have been too much Crowded, to have Leifure e- 
nough te hearken to me upon fo weighty a Subject x 
neverthbelef{s, I refolved to come to London, but whe- 
ther with the Princefs, or at [fome ctber time, Lcun- 
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I am glad you have difcbarged your Duty to your 
King and Country fo faithfully, baving read a Co- 
py of the Memorial yow fent with great Pleafure- 
I am intirely of your Opinion, and fo was the late 
Ele&refs - 1 hope nothing wik divert bis Majefty 
from following what is fo much for brs Intereft, nor 
anake bim concern bimfelf with the Party Quarrel 
of Whig and Lory 3 but to employ People of Merit 
and Wertb in bis Service, without Refpe&t to either, 
to be punétital in doing Fuftice to all, and generos- 
fiy retuarding them who deferve ite 





Leaving, by all Means, the Ele&tions of Parlia- 
gnent to the People’s free Choice, difcouraging Bri- 
bery, and fach unfuitable PraGices as hath been 
yfed in former Reigns, which wil produce an affem- 
bly of Men of Honour and We orth. who will bave 
nothing but the ceneral Good of the Nation; and o- 
ther generous Things in View. 


I both Wilh and Hope, that our German Mlini- 
fiers, will never offer to meddle im Britifh Affairs, 
which would not only be very unjuft in zt Self, brat 
alfo very reafonably, make the King lofe the Affetti- 
ons of bis People. i. i 


I fhall be glad of a confiant Correfpondençe with 
yous: Dr. Brandenthagen, ean boneft German, will 
receve your Letters, and forward them to me, un- 
der bis Cover: you may fafely truft him: TI wifh fd 
may bear good News from you, and fhall always re- 
main with great Affection and Efteem. 


Your moft Obedient Servant, Leibnitz. 
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BARON Gort, according to Promife, told me, 
his Majefty had gracioufly received my laft Me- 
gmorial, and affured me, that if I afked any Thing 
from the King for my Self, I need not doubt of 
Succefs; his Majefty having told him, at Hano- 
ver, that he would take particular Care of me, 
when he came on this Side; he likewtife promifcd 
to be a faithful fpecial Agent himfelf, with the 
King, to obtain my Requeft,; for, he faid, he was 
convinced his Majefty could never forget my great 
Services: And, truly, I muft be fo Arrogant, as 
to believe, that no body elfe could have thought 
it, till once they perufe thefe Memoirs. 





Upon this Propafal of the B.Gorr=z,I Confulted 
fome Merchants in the City, who defired me to 
afk the Government of Bermudas, in the Weft-In- 
dies; which if obtained, it would encourage them 
to commence a ‘Trade, which would be Profitable 
to the whole Nation, 3s well as to themfelves, 
whereas it had been, hitherto, only a Charge. 





My Friends, the Merchants,eafily agreed to all 
Advantages I propofed, becaufe they could have 
no fuch Expectations, but from fuch a Governour, 
who had been appointed by their Advice. 


WHEREUPON, I drew up a Petition to the King, 
and delivered it to Baron Gortz, who received 
it with abundance of Pleafure, and faid, he was 
Glad I had given him an Opportunity to Serve 
me, that he would deliver it to his Majefty, and 
fecond ıt with all his Heart. 
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I went to Baron Barnfiorf,and told him what I 
had done, not doubting to Succeed, fince I was 
willing to accept that Government asa fuli Re- 
compence for all my Services and Expences f had 
been at to ferve his Majefty, which he knew had 
been all out of my own Pocket, and that my laft 
Voyage to Germany, coft me above a Thoufand 
= befides all other Charges upun many Oc- 
cafions. 











Barnftorf faid, he would likewife back my Pe- 
tition, for it was very Juft. 


But I was not a little furprifed, when I heard 
from a Gérman Favourite of the Baron’s, not long 
afterwards, that I could not Succeed, if I made 
not Monfieur Rofaztham my Friend, by a Prefent 
of Five Hundred Guineas, becaufe he had fuch 
prodigious Influence with Barnflorf, that l could 
not expect Succefs another way. 


I anfwered, not without Paflion, that I was 
forry to find fuch Practices fuffered fo very early 
among the Foreign Minifters, having lately given 
fo feafonable an Advice to the contrary, that L 
would rather want, nay, renounce all Pretences to 
a Poft, than give one of them a Farthing. The 
Gentleman replied, that the Hanoverian Minifters 
did not look upon themfelves as Foreigners, for 
fure, faid he, you cannot think they are come 
here only to learn your Language, if you refolve 
to keep your Money, depend upon it, you thall 
never have that Government, notwithftanding all 
your Pretences, which I know are very Juft and 
very Deferving. 
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AND accordingly, in five Days afterwards, that 
Government was given to another; upon which E 
went to Baron Gort=, wha expreifed the greateft 
Concern for my Difappointment, and told me, 
Barnfiorfand Bothmar, were the only Foreigners, 
who interfered,in Arzti/s Affairs; and that he found 
with Sorrow, it was not in his Power to help me; 
tho, he well knew, how much I deferved the 
King’s Favour and Benevolence. 








NeExt time I met with Barnftorfe, he looked 
with quire another Air then he ufed to do, know- 
ing me not to be a Man for their Purpofe. 





NoTwitTHsSTANDING this Treatment, and 
all thefe Difappointments, my Affedtion to his 
Miajefty, were not in the leaft leffened, for I con- 
tinued all Neceflary Correfpondence at my own 
E.xpence, with the fame 4Geal and Application as 
formerly, and as if I had enjoyed all the Tokens 
and Demonftrations of his Royal Bounty and Fa- 
vour; for, I muft now Confefs, with Sorrow and 
Shame, that my too forward Zeal, rendred me fo 
infatuated, that I not only fpent what Money I 
had, but even borrowed large Sums from others, 
to procure Advices, which F thought fo much for 
the Intereft of my King and Country. 


Ix my Correfpondence I was informed, Of fe- 
veral material Defigns againft the Governments, 
particularly, from the Gentleman I met at Rot- 
tesiam: Whom I encoyraged, with what little 
Supplies I could afford, neveg doubting, to be at 
Jeaft fanhfully refunded, upon this Gentle- 
man’s Informations, I was likewife obliged to fix 
a CorrcfHondenes with many Pfaces in Britain:

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to find out, how his Accounts agreed with theirs, 
and how much they were to be depended on, 
for they related very much to Matters of the 
ereate{t Importance, that were upon the Anvil at 
that Time in Great-Britain, in concert with the 
Court, at Barleduc. | 


HaAvinec at laft got to the perfect underftand- 
ing of this Affair, and found it ripe for Dif- 
overy; I Wrote the following Letter to Barn- 


forf: 

SIR, London, June 7th 1715- 

I think it my Duty to acquaint you, that there 
are fome Things now in Agitation againft the Go- 
wernment:, which in all appearance, will come to 
Light very [oone There hath alfo been Jome Pains 
taken to convince me, that the Government hath 
ufed me very Ill; and that I am deceived, if I de- 
pend upon any grateful Return for my Services 3

I gave this Letterto a certain Great Minion 
of the Baron’s, before three other Gentlemen,who 
will teftifie the Truth upon Occafion. 


Tue Baron’s Friend told me afterwards, that 
he had delivered it into his own Hands, but had 
no Antwer; Idefired him to apply, and prefs for 
his Commands, which, he told me, he had re- 
quefted every Day, and could never receive any 
other Anfwer, but that he would confider on it. 


I was much furprifed at thefe delays in Matters 
of fuch Confequence, but could find no Reafon 
for it for fome time. 


I hope no Perfon will think me fo foolifh, as to 
imagine, that the King’s Chief Minifter of Hano- 
wer, could be in the Pretender’s Intereft, nor do I 
Charge him with it; but the Reader may reafona- 
bly believe, that there was*fome Rea2fon for it or 
other, which I[fhall lay open, both as to FaG, and 
Opinion in its proper place. 
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I writ him. fecond Letter, and fent him abun- 
dance of Mellizês, at laft, he vouchfafed this An- 
{wer, that he had communicated the Affair to the 
Duke of Montrofz who told him, there was no- 
thing in what I fid, nor any Commotions or Ap- 
peardnce of an In-urrection, as I had told him. 


NotTrwttTHsTraDine all this, which an Ill-na- 
tured Man may reckon Impudent or Infolent e~ 
nough, in afew Days his Majefty went to the 
Houfe, and acquainted them with the Danger 
with which both he and the Kingdom were threat- 
ned, and demanded the Neceflary Supplies upon 
that Occafion, as by the Speech will appear. 


THEN Barnftcrf fent a Mefienzer, defiring me 
to go to the Lord Townfhend Secretary of State, 
and lay before him what I knew of thofeMatters 5 
but it was then too Inte, for the Earl of Marr was 
gone to the Highlands, and the Chief Men on that 
fide feparated. | | 


No doubt the Reader will think I ought to 
have Communicated thofe Advices firft of all to 
the Britifh Miniftry, who, doubtlefs, were the 
only proper Perfons to receive them, but he muft 
know, that upon the News coming to Hanover, 
that the Elector was proclaimed King, and my re- 
ceiving the Medals above mentioned, Baron Bzr- 
fierf told me, he was ordered to defire the conti- 
nuance of my Zeal to his Majefty’s Perfon and 
Government; and, that whatever] might difco- 
ver, of Confequence, for his Intereft, fhould be 
firít of all ‘communicated to Him, who was 
likewife commanded to defray all my Charges up- 

on 
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on that, or any other Accoum y which I hope, 
will be accepted as a good Reafon, why I proce- 
ded this way, tho, I muft acknowledge, at the 
{ame time, it was a great breach of my Duty, and 
a great prejudice done to my Country; but the 
Truth is, my Affection to the King. together with 
my Belief, that it was his Special Commands (Qas 
Barnflorf told me) made me both A&ive and Paf- 
five in many Things, I have fince had leifure e- 
nough to be afhamed of and Repent. 
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But I am weary of this Subject, which occa- 
fioned the effufion of fo much Blood, ‘both in 
Scotland and England, which, from what I have 
already faid, wasin a great Meafure owing to 
Barnfiorf’s Management, and thofe in Concert 
with him; who by feizing the Earl of Marr, and 
fome others at that time, might have eafily pre- 
vented the Rebéllion, and confequently the De- 
{truction of fo many Noble Families, who are now 
Sufferers thereby. 


WHEN Tf was difappointed of all my Endea- 
vours, to prevent the Rebellion, which I forefaw 
coming upon us apace; and not defiring o be 
a Spectator, of the Miferies, my own Country 
muft fuffer thereby; I embarked once more for 


Helland. 


AND when I came ta Rotterdam, I wrote to 
Monfieur De Leibnit=, a Melancholy Story of 
iny Country’s Affairs; and of what Pains J had 
taken, to prevent unavoidable Miifchief, but all 
in vain, becaufe of the Baron’s Negligence, and 
the other Forcign Minifters, then at London, ex- 
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cept Baron Gorz®, I told him, that They were fo 
taken up with amaflinge the Wealth of Great- 
Britain, thatthey never thought of any Thing 
elfe: I reflected on the. difinal Confequences of 
the Rebellion, and the Foreign Proceedings, with: 
fome Meafures, which had been taken, and cre- 
ated inuch Difcontent. 


Nort long afterwards, I had an Anfwer to this 
Letter, by the fame Gentleman, who delivered 
mine to hims reprefenting. his Deep Concern, for 
the Occafion of our Misfortunes in Britain > that 
he had not been wanting, to give his beft Advice, 
to the Hanoverian Minifters, but it feems like- 
wife to no Purpofe , and that he had often defir- 
ed, and begged Leave, to come to Londen, but 
could not obtain it, fo that he refolved, when he 
had finifhed his Hiftory of the Houfe of Brunf- 
wick, and Lundenburgh,.to go to Vienna, and 


{pend the reft of his Days, at the Empecror’s 
Court. 


No Wonder, the Hanoverians oppofed Mor- 
fieur de Leibnitx’s coming to Great-Britain, for 
they knew, the Generous Noble Views of that 
great Man, .muft have been always employed tw 
crofs their Defigns, and private Intereft, ¢n med- 


dling fo much with the Britifh Affairs. 


BuT in our Correfpondence, he faid, my Pre- 
fence at London, or elfe wherein Britain, and mv 
Endeavours to ferve my King and Country, would 
be very Neceffary , and therefore, was fo importu~ 
zate with me to Return,sthat, I could not refift the 
prefling Argui euts of a Perfon, for whom I ie 
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fuch a Value and Refpect; and fo I came back to 
London, the beginning of Alarch 3715. upon 
the end of the Rebellion, which was happily ve- 
ry near reduced, by the Courage and Condné of 
the Duke of Argyll. 


I was in great Affliction for the Sufferings of fo 
many of my Country-men, and then retired from 
Court, to enjoy a private Solitude in the County 
of Surrey,where I might at Leifure lament the un- 
happy State of Scotland, and the miferable Cir- 
cumftances of fo many Families, both great and 
{mall: Refolving to reflet upon the by paft Part 
of my Life, and Repent that ever I commenced 
Courtier. 


I had not continued in this State above a Week, 
till a Gentleman was fent by ated i to defire 
meto come to Court; which, I refufed, abfolutly 
Saying, they had rendered me uncapable, or at 
leaft unwilling to {ferve them, for, Since I had 
been denied the Happinefs to have prevented the 
Shedding of fo much. Blood, and the Ruin of fo 
many Gentlemen and Families, 1 could not pro- 
pofe any Pleature, in Serving the Govermenf any 
more, and fo refolved never to trouble my Self 
with Court Affairs, butto fpend the reft of my 
Time in the moft Melancholy Retirement I could. 


THE Gentleman left me, and returned again 
with the fame Meflage and Requeft. but receiving 
{till the fame Anfwer, he got fome of ny Friends 
to perfwade me; And believing this Importunity 
proceeded from fome frefh ‘Advices he might have 

received 
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rece.ved from Monfieur De Leibnitz, Iwas at laft 
prevailed with, to meet Barnflorfy who received 
me with a deal of fceming Refpect and Affection, 
and faid, he had found the Accounts I had for- 
merly given him of the Rebellion in Scotland, were 
too true, and it would be much for the King's In- 
rereft, if I would renew my former Correfpon- 
dence, promifing, not only to reimburfe my for- 
mer Expences, but to defray all other Charges in 
time to come; befides a generous KRecompence to 
my own Satisfaction, I begg’d to be excufed, and 
gave fuch Reafons for it, as might have fatisfied 
any other Man, particularly fpeaking, of the fate 
Treatment I had met with, which I thought was 
Caution enough to any Body, never to truft to 
Court Promifes any more. 


But hecontinued his Story, notwithftanding 
all I had faid, and I was Fool enough ftill, to let 
him afk me, if I thought there were any new 
Apprehenfions of Infurrections at Home, or In- 
vafions from Abroad: I Antwered, That there 
was no Fear of any Invafions, if the People were 
made eafie, and fatisfied at Home: And theonly 
way I knew to remove their Fears, was, for thole 
who had lately acquired fo much Power, to ufe 
it with more Lenity, and gentle Behawour then 
they had done, for, it was not in the Nature 
of the Brit7/b People to infult the Conquered, 
but rather, with all generous Humanity, to for- 
get Injuries, as King William always did, by his 
Amnefty upon fuch Calamirous Occafions, which 
never failed to anfwer hisEnd , but the Reverfe of 
fuch Lenity had been now advifed, this the Peo- 
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ple believe, proceeds from what they call the 
Barbarity of fvreignerse 


Bur after many fair Promifes to bring every 
Thing to bear, according to my Model, as he 
called it; at laft I was too eafily perfwaded to efta- 
blifth a Foreign Correfpondence, whereby I might 
know what Defigns there were Abroad, to Fa- 
vour any new Infurrection at Homey, and partı- 
cularly, to underftand, what the Motions of the 
late King of Sweden meant, whch filled the 
Hanoverians with difmal Apprelser fions. 


ACCORDINGLY I fixed feveral Correfpondents 
Abroad, and always fent my Letters, as they came, 
to the Baron; by the Demands therein which were 
made upon me. He might eafily fee how expen- 
five it was, to carry on my Intelligence, which 
he promifed to clear, every ‘Time I asked him, ac-. 
cording to my Accompts; but ar iait he fent me 
Word to go ro the Lord Townfbend, having fixed 
that Affair with his Lordthip, to fatisne all my 
Demands, for he was obliged to wait upon the 
King to Hanover. 





I went to his Lordfhip accordingly, and asked 
if Baren Barnftorf, had left any Inftructions with 
him, about fome Money which I had been out of 
Pocket ; and which he promifed to pay me for the 
King’s Service, he AnfwWwered, he had not; but 
doubted not, but the Baron would do it, as 
being the faireft thing in the World, and the 
grcatelt injuttice to ucetect ite 
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BEING thusceAbufed, and Difappointed by 
Bernfiorf, 1 refolved to follow His Majetty to 
Hanover, and fo went to Molland, in Auguft, 1716, 
where I. ftayed near three Months, to get Intelli- 
gence of Foreign Affairs, particularly of the King 
of Swedens Defigns, which the Hanoverzans had 
been Whifpering about as a mighty Secret for fome 
time, this made me fufpect there was fomething 


elie in the Wind. 


WHEN I came to Rotterdam, which was then 
full of my poor unfortunate Countrymen who 
had fled thither, upon the Account of the Rebel- 
lion, one Jobn Bigs, of the Queen’s Head Ta- 
vern, formerly a Serjeant of the Camecronian Re- 
giment, came, and afked if I would be willing to 
meet Mr. Robinfon of Strouan at his Houfe pri- 
vately, -having fomething of Importance to Com- 
‘wiunicate ; and knowing him ‘to bea confiderable 
amonelt the Hrghlanders, anda Man of excellent 
good Senfe,and truly every way a Compleat Gen- 
tleman, I readily complied, and fo inet him, with 
fome more of his Friends, Mr. Robinfon faid, he 
knew my Principles were contrary to his; both 
my Predeceffors, and my Self, having been always 
in the oppofite Intereft, but he faid, asa Man of 
Honour, he doubted not, I was Concerned for the 
Misfortunes of fo many of my -Countrymen,; and 
hearing I was in Rotterdam, in my Way to Hano- 
wer, he was defirous to fee me, to afk, if I thought. 
King George might be perfwaded to give a general 
Indemnity for Life, for his Eftate, he faid, he 
was. willing to pay an eqtivalent, nay, rather: 
more than any Body elf could make of it, for no 
Stranger, he fai an make fo much of.our Coun-« 

L try

try Eftates, as we can; and moft of the Gentlemen, 
in my Circumftances, wilt agree to this Propofal; 
if it is Embraced: He faid,he had not troubled me 
upon this Affair, but believed it King George’s In- 
tere{t to take that Method, as much as theirs, for 
King William, he added, granted fuch an Indul- 
gence, both for Life and Fortune,which produced 
very good Effects. 


Now, Sir, fays he, If you can procure fuch 
‘Treatment for us, I hope you will do us the Ju- 
{tice to aifure the Government, that they may ex- 
pect a Religious Obfervance on our Parts; but if 
they reject this, none will blame us, to lay hold 
on any Opportunity to give all the Difturbance 
we can. 


I Anfwered, I was terry the Infurreéction in 
Scotland (which was the Oceafion of their Suffer- 
ings) was permitted to go fo far, for it was once 
in my Powerto have prevented it: And I took fo 
much Pains for that end, that I actually put the 
ffanoverian Minifters upon effectual, and infallible 
Methods to have fuppreffed it, had they taken my 
Advice, which would have faved fo much Blood 
and FTreafure to the Nation; mneverthelefs, to 
make the beft we could of a bad Bargain, I to'd 
him, they might believe I would be glad to em- 
brace {uch a fair Overture, which, if agreed to, I 
was fatished would tend fo much to his Majefty’s 
Intereft, even if I had no regard to their prefent 
Calamities, which, notwithftanding, fo affected 
me with real Sympathy and Comp flion, that I 
refolved to leave nothing undone t» get fuch a juft 
Requeift granted them , and fo iat end, would 
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make a faithful ‘Reprefentation of their deplorable 
Circumftances to the King at Hanover, and the 
Miniftry at London, with their Propofal, which, 
I muft own, I belicved it fo agreeable to the Me- 
thods King William had. taken on the like Occafi- 
ons, that I had no doubt of Succefs. 


With this Affurance T proceeded, being fond of 
n Opportunity, not only to ferve fo many good 
Families and Gentleinen in Diftrefs, but even his 
Majefty, andthe whole Nation: Befides, I had 
my own Jealoufie Chow little foever I depended 
upon the Hanoverian Whifpers) that the King of 
Sweden might refent the Affair of Bremen, and 
Verden at that time, when there were fo many 
Gentlemen to efpoufe his Quarrel, who wanted 
not Addrefies enough to Influence him upon lefs 
Provocation. 


WHEREUPON I writ to Baron Bernficrf,; de- 
firing him to lay the Propofal before the King, as 
a Matter of the laft Confeguence: Now the Swe- 
difh Invafion was threatned, to procure a general 
Amnefty to all the Rebels, who, I believed, would 
accept it; for the Gentleman, who had made this. 
Propofal, was a leading Man, deputed by the reft, 

I fuppofe, and to conclude upon whatever he 


found to be for the Good of the whole. 





I ufed abundance of Arguments with him, that 
the Swedes, being Proteftants, would be more ac- 
ceptable to the Sceots,than any Popifo Power cculd 
pretend to b That it would be impcflible, in 
cafe they Land d, te preventrthe Presbyterians and 
Cameronians fros joining toem; if thei? Manifeflo 

2 was 
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was but adapted to our Principles; that the Scots 
generally love the Swedes, there being many ot. 
our Anceftors, who fignalized themfelves in the 
Service of the Great Guflavos Adolphus, whofe 
beft Officers, anda great Part of his Army; con- 
fifted of Scetfmen, to whofe Valour was owing 
fo many Victories of his: Particularly, that Fa- 
mous Battle of Liepfick;, where the Scots were 
inffrumental, in driving out of the Field, and 
fubduing the old Imperial Army; which Itad 
given Laws for fo many Years to the German 
Nation.’ 





I writ alto to my Lord Townfhend, to the fame 
Purpofe under a Cover,to Mr. Morrifon of Prefton- 
Grange, whom I defired,to take a Copy of it before 
Delivery zand procure mean Anf{wer, if poflible: 
Which, from a true Af “tion to the King, and 
Compaflion to thefe poor Gent] mer he did, ve- 
ry honeftly, but allin Vain; for, my Lord was 
then declining at Court, being in a little Time 
after that, difmufled from all his publick Employ- 
ments, and confequently, it was not in his Pow- 
er, but no Body could doubt, I deferved an An- 
{wer from Baron Berziftorf tho I never could ob- 
tain one of him, relating to that Subject. 


But one of thofe unfortunate Gentlemen af- 
terwards told me, it was in Vain to expeét any 
Reply from that Minifter; and faid, if he had 
known ıt fooner, he wovld have faved ine the 
Trouble of Writing to him, and that I might de- 
pend upon it, any fuck Requeft. in Favours of 
the unfortunate Scots would mee! witha very cold 
Reception by the Hancverzan “iin ftry ; for he 

: had 
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had good Reafon to believe, that it was a received 
Maxim among them, That the King could never 
be Safe upon the Throne, while the Scots Jacobfrtes 
pad any Intereft or footing in Scotland. 





To convince me of this, he defired me to pe- 
rufe a Pamphlet Publifhed at that Junécture, en- 
Jeavouring to perfwade the Government, * they 
<““ had nothing to fear but from Scctlan/d and 
“< could never expect to be abfolutely Secured,but 
“ upon the ruin of that whole Party. From all 
which he concluded, thatthe Court of Hanover 
would not purfue the gentle and merciful Meza- 
fures the late King William had taken onthe like 
Occafion. 


t arrived at Hancver in the Month of November, 
1716, on the very Day the late Famous Monfieur 
De Leibnitz dyed, w th plunged me into fo much 
Sorrow and Grief, that I cannot exprefs it. I 
fhall not pretend to give the Character of tlis in- 
comparable Senator for more abie Pens have 
already made Eincomiums upon this truly great 
Man, whofe Meritcrious Fame muft continue 
while Learning or the Worid endures, and there- 
fore, I fhall add no more, thanto declare, in 
Gratitude to his Memory, that he was fa much 
Concerned and Affected with the Hardfhips i funi- 
fered, that without my Knowledge, he ordered a 
Debt of two hundred and thirty Founds, which 
I had Contracted in Germany, to be difcharged 
out of his own Pocker. 


I muft Con fs, it af rded me Matter of ftrange 
Reflection, wh a J perceived the little Regard that 
i 3 was 
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was paid to his Afhes by the Hanoverians , for he 
was buried in a few Days after his Deceafe, more 
like a Robber than, what he really was, the Orna- 
ment of his Country. 


¥ was obliged to ftay a while at Hanover, be- 
fore his Majefty. andthe Court returned from the 
Genre ,where they had been for f6me time a Hun 
ting, I prepared a Memorial; for Barnflorf re- 
counting all my Labours for the King’s Service 
fince he came from Britain, and particularly, I 
convinced him, that there was no fear of an Inva- 
fion from Sweden, nor was there any Preparati- 
ons 1n any of the Swedifh Ports; and, that in all 
my Difquifition, by the beft Intelligence, that 
Monarch was not able to give us the leaft Diftur- 
bance. 


WHEn the Court returned, I went to Baronh 
Pernftorf with my Memcerial, who receiving me 
with abundance of Civility, I told him, he would 
be therein convinced of the Services Ihad per- 
formed fince his Majefty’s Succeflion, and that I 
would Attend him, very foon, to know his Plea- 
fure; he Anfwered, I ould be welcome, as often 
as I pleafed, and promifed to perute it. Oo 


Bur before I returned, I was furprifed to hear 
a Gentleman fay, that the Memecrzal I had prelen- 
ted concerning the King, of Sweden, had fo fru- 
{trated all my Intentions, that I fhould never re- 
ccive a Farthing of my Charges, much lefs for 
the grcat Trouble and Nains I had taken, which I 
fhould be convinced of by the Barin’s Reception, 
next time Ewent to Vint him. 
WHERE- 
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WHEREUPON, I went immediatly, and, fure- 
enough, was convinced, for I was, by his Sa- 
vants, tmoft infolently denied Accefs, and was 
forced to ftand at the Door till he came out, and 
fo threw my felf in his Way, and afked him, Jf 
that was the Welcome be bad promifed? and if; 
Sir, {aid I, this be tbe Treatment I am to eccprét; 
itis but reafonable I fhould be, at leaft, reimbi:, A 
of my Extences, for I bave ferved his Majel y ve- 
ry Faithfully, which I (hall make appear in proper 
Time and Place, therefore, Sir, I demand my Mo- 
ney, which, I believe, by your Means, bath been fa 
long unjufily detained from me. 


He faid, he would inform the King, and give 
me an Anfwer the next Day. 


NoTWITHSTANDIN all this ill Ufage, I 
was prevailed with te Attend this great Man once 
more, expeal g the Money I had fo juftly requi- 
red; inftead of which, he left me, abruptly afte- 
cing a filent Difdain, which I really fimiled at, 
reflecting upon his former obfequious Cringing, 
when he attended me with the Prefent which his 
Majefty Honoured me withal, of the Meda!s, 
when I was there before. 


I wifh my Countrymen could have perceived 
what an Alteration the Climate and Cafh of Great- 
Britain had made in him, 11 fo fhort a time. 


Next, I waited on B ron Gorts, who was a 
Gentleman of Integrity and Honour, and told 
him how Ber florflha ' 1erved me, which troubled 
him fo much, th £ he tendered me his good Ofh- 

1 4 ces, 
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ces, to perfwade him to dome Jaftice, which, t 
told him, would be to no purpofa;, butif he plea 
fed to tell the King, that I had Cecafion for fome 
of the Money I had Difburfed in his Service; to 
carry me Home, I would take it as a fingular Fa- 
your, and, as a Token of the fincere Retpecdt he 
always expreffed for me; being fully fatisfied, he 
left no Stone unturned to adjuft-Matters, and put 
every Thing ina clear Light, for he was heartily 
afhamed of Bernfiorf's Ufage, neverthelefs, ye 
could not obtain any other Anfwer, bur, that all 
Britifh Affairs, were to be confidered in Britain: 
Tho’ in a few Days, one of the Clerks of the Fz- 
ances, brought me a hundred Dollars, as a Pre- 
fent from the King, for which, I returned my 
moft hearty Thanks to his Majefty. Soon after 
this, I went to a Ham urgh Merchant, who rea- 
dily ccnfented to take Note of Hand, for my 
Home. 


THE laft mentioned Prefent, with the Iwo 
Medals, is all I have yet received for all my Ser- 
vices, both at Home and Abroad, tho Bernflorf 
told me, the fcrmer was only given me, as an 
Fearneft ut his Majefty’s future Favours. Thefe 
Minute Particulars I fhould not have mentioned, 
hid not his Secretary told abundance of People 
hre that I had obtained feveral Sums from his 
Maj fty, out of his HMvnovcrian Treafury. 


_& “oor my Leave of Sat Court, with a firm 
Kuution, never to rgcurn toit again; and from 
thence, I went to the Court of Wolfembuttle, and 
to that of Rodolf Linder} athe” to the prefent 
Fenpr fs: After fome fhort ftay. th re,I went from

thence to Hambz røb, where I embarked for Eng- 
land, and arrived in London, 1717. 


Uron my Arrival, Baron Bernflorf’s Secreta- 
ry, came to Acquaint me, that his Mafter had 
Received a Letter from a Gentleman Abroad, de- 
manding fome Money, that was owing by me to 
him, upon Aceount of Correfpondence, where- 
fore, the Baron defired to know, whether, 1 had 
E nployed that Perfon or not: I told him, I had 
Employed not only him, but feveral others ; 
whom I had fupplied with Money, fo long as i 
could, and that the Baron might Pay them all, 
if he pleafed, the fame way he had Paid me, tho 
I {till intended to be re paid, what Sums I had 
laid out cf my own Pocket, for the King’s Ser- 
vice if I could. But, notwithftanding my moft 
earneft Sollicitations, tl Baron continually put 
me off with frivol f&xcufes, Letters from his 
Secretary, ahd frefh Promifes, broke almoft, as 
faít as they were made. 


= Taus after fix Months Attendance, the Gen- 
tleman I Employed, was at laft defired by the Ba- 
ron, to apply to the Brit7/h Miniftry ÈC for, that 
he was no ways concerned in this, or any of the 
Britifh Affairs ) upon ‘this, I dropt ary farther 
Sollicitation;, being convinced, I had no juft De- 
mands upon the Britifh Miniftry, as having not 
Employed me. Thus I contented my felf, witli 
afluring the Baron bv a Mefienger,that, he fhould 
find. as I had KReasafon and Honour. on my 
Side; I had alfo Courate to do myfelf Juftice, 
fince my duc had beer o ungeneroufly detained 
from me; but, was often told, when Iaft at 

Hanover 
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Hanover, that the Memorial which I had prefen- 
ted about the Swed7/h Invafion, had been the Caufe 
of all the Refentment againft me - confefs, it was 
foinc {mall Comfort to fin! that I fuffered Inno- 
cently, having inferted nothing in that Memoriak, 
but ftrict ‘rath, and which was juftified ina lit- 
tle time afterwards by the Accounts feveral of our 
Merchants, who had a confiderable Trade in the 
Baltick, had received from their Correfpondents 
in moft, or all the Ports of Sweden, and the A 

jacent Coafts, that there was no fuch Preparations 
in any of thofe Ports for fuch an Invafion on any 
Parts of the Brit?/b Dominions: nor, in Truth, was 
that unfortunatePrince in anyCandition to attempt 
{uch an Enterprife, his Country then ftarving, and 
his Chief Supporter, the King of France, dead. 
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I hope the Reader will xcufe my enlarging up- 
on this Subject, as being uicful to fet Affairs in a 
yat Light, for the Service of my Country, which 
is all I intend thereby. And as a farther Illuftra- 
tion of this Matter, it will be very proper to trace 
the Swedi Attempt from its beginning, it being 
the Bugbear of that Time. 


THe Czar of Ainfcovy andthe Kings of Den- 
stark an’ Poland, it 1s well known, formed a 
l cague agaiinft the King of Sweden, 1700, and 
in Purfuance thereof, they fell upon him with all 
their Forecs at once. “The Czar entring Inger- 
merland, fet down befor Nerva,with an Army of 
an hundred thoufand Men, the King of Poland, 
at the fame time, entring Livonia, befieged Riga, 
and the King of Denmark, Attacked the Ducal 
H-lfein, in the mid{t of a prolound Peace.

WILLIAM, who, had always at Heart, a juft 
Senfe of the Imtereit of Great-Britain, and the

of War by Sea, as parti ularly Specified in the 
{aid Treaty, in Cafe the Danes fhould at any time 
mate a Rupture with the Swede, or Invade any 
of his Dominions. | | 


ANNO 1709, The King of Sweden was Dc- 
feated by the AM fcovites, at the Battle of Pzlicwe, 
Chis whole Army being, cither killed or taken 
Prifoners, for he himfelf was forced to fly into 
Turky for Shelter) whereupon, the Dane broke 
the Peace at Travendall, and attacked the Sw-2di/ 
Dominions, and took Poffeflion of the Dutches of 
Bremen and Kerden., © | | 


THE Czar of Mufcov, alfo, purfued this V1- 
tory fo clotely, that he inade himfelf Mafter ct 
the Swedifh Provinces of Livonia, Effthonia and In- 
germerland, tae matt Confiderable and Richeit 
Countries in all the Smwedi/h Domini:cns; aftcr 

which, 
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which, he croffed the Baltick, and conquered the 
beft and far greater part of the Dikedom of Fin- 


land. 


fr we likewife take a View of the Situation of 
the Stwedi/h Affairs in Germany, at that time we 
fhall find, not only the Danes Mafters of the Dut- 
ches of Bremen and Verden, but alfo pufhing for- 
ward towards Swedifh Pomerania, and the Czar 
of Alufcovy, at the Head ofa great Army, 1471 , 
after this above-metioned Conqueft, advancing to 
Afht the King of Denmark. 


THE Swedes, notwithftanding, they were thus 
reduced to the greateft Extremities Landing an Ar- 
my in Mecklenburgh, ander the Command of Count 
Steinbocke, who imm diately advancing, Attac- 
ked and totally Defeated he Danifh Army at the 
Battle of Gadrcbufch Count St inbocke purfued his 
Blow, and puthed into Danifh Hoifieln. 4 he Czar 
of Mufcouy, who was advancing within a Day or 
two's March of the Danifh Army, when they were 
Defested at Gadrebufib, finding that the Swedifh 
Army was gotinto Danifh Holftein, and prefling 
forward into Jutland, he followed them clofe, and 
befiezged Count Steinbocke and his Army, after he 
had thut himfelf up within Toningen, which had 
Been delivered up to him by the Order of the 
Duke Adminiftrator of Holfein. . The Swedes be- 
ing thus furrounded, and wanting all Neceffaries, 
were obliged to Surre a r Prifaners of War, 
whereupon the Danes taking the Advantage of the 
Duke Adminiftrator of Helflein, his Surrendring 
fonengen to the Swedes, feiz dup nthe Duke of 
fivlfi2in’s whole Dominions, ho was then un- 
der Ave in Sweden. THe 
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THE Mufcovite Army, after Count Steinbocke 
and his Army rs made Prifoners, entred Perre- 


rania, beliegef and took Steċčżiżn, the Capital of 
that Province, which Important Płace, was foon 
after delivered into the Hands of the King of Prif- 
fia, by an Agreement with the Czar. 


KING George, fince his Acceflion to the Britih 
Crown, by the Advice of his Foreign Councel- 
lor , purchafed from the Danes thefe Dutches of 
Bremen and Verden, which they had forcibly ta- 
ken from the Swedes. And, in 1715, as Elector 
of Hanover, declares War again{ft the King of 
Sweden, atthe fame time, the King of Pruffa, 
joined by the Danes, entred Pomerania, took Pof- 
{effion of that large and Pich Province, and be- 
fieged the King of Swed n in the Town of Stral- 
fund,* who, but a littl while before, came Poft 

Turkey, and arrived in that Town. The 
Swedes had prepared an Army, and Veffels to 
‘Tranfport them from Old Sweden to Relieve the 
King, and preferve their laft footing in the Empire, 
but were prevented by the Appearance of the La- 
ifb Feet, joined by a Squadron of Brit?/b Men of 
War, whereupon, after a Glorious, and moft def- 
perate Defence, that unfortunate Monarch was 
forced te make his Efcape in a fmall Veffel, and 
Stralfund was Surrendered. ‘Thus the Swedes had 
abandoned all their Provinces in Germany, and 
had not the leaft footing left them on this Gde of 
the Baltick, being then shut up within the barren 
Rocks of O17 Sweden. 


“LHIS 
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Tars is the true Account of the State of Swe- 
den, at that Time, whereby one may be eafily 
convinced, thatthe Swedes were not in any Con- 
dition, to give us the leaft Difturbance in Great- 


Britaine 


Ir would be manifeft in juftice, to charge the 
Britifh Miniftry with advifing the Purchafe of the 
Dutchies of Bremen, and Kerden, who could nat 
be guilty of any thing fo directly contrary to the 
Faith of King Willzam, and the Britifh Nation in 
general, to which they certainly had yet a greater 
Regard. 


NEITHER fhould the Hanoverian Miniftry be 
blamed for this Advic ; fince their Duty equally 
obliges them, to have Regard for the Intereft of 
their own Country; anato have as little Refpect 
for the Credit and Intere{t of curs. as we 
to have for theirs: And, as it is {pecially provid- 
ed in the Act of Settlement, that, Great- Britain is 
not to be concerned in his Majefty’s Admuniftra- 
tion; as Elector of Hanover, .fo it may reafon- 
ably be thought, that it would be very imprudent 
in them, to endeavour to impofe Falfehoods upon 
tle Gritifh Nation, efpecially when they are cal- 
culated only for their Political Interefts. 


I mhall dwell no longer on this Subject, than to 
obferve, that alittle after this new Acquifition to 
the Elcctorate of Hanover, there was a Squadron 
of Enclifo Men of War fitted out, and fent to the 
Baltick, to ftraiten the Swedes, and-a Proclama- 
tion iffued out, prohibiting our Trade with the 
Swedes. Ifhalk not ume to alledge, that the 
Foreign 
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Foreign Minifters influenced thefe Motions, on- 
iy there happened an Accident at that Time, 
which would Countenance fuch a Suppofition, 
Viz Sometime before the prohibition of Trade, 
with the Swedes was declarcd, or any of our 
Englifh Merchants knew any thing of its; Advices 
came fromMerchants Abroad,at Am/fferdam,&c. to 
buy up all the Swedifh Iron they could find; for 
{fuch a Day, the afore{iid Proclamation would be 
orf, which anfwered exactly to the Foreign Ad- 
vice; and afterwards, the Price of Iron was raif- 
ed almoft double, to what it was before. 


It was thought ftrange at that Time, and gave 
fome uneafinefs, that Foreigners fhould reap the 
Benefit of this, which our 1 ritifh Merchants knew 
nothing of, till żbey had bought up all aur Iron, 
and the Proclamation was out: Yet the faid Fo- 
Tc} M rehant besew every Step relating to this 
Affair; and had fufhicient Time to reap the Ad- 
vantages arifing from it. 


I {hail conclude with obferving only, that there 
was a Squadron fent to the Baltick, for two or 
three Summers; till the Death of the King of 
Sweden, and their prefent Smwedi/h Majefties con- 
firming the Acguifition of the Dutchess of Bremen, 
and Verden, to the Elcétorate of Hanover, and ab- 
folutely renouncing any Right or Title thereto, 
after which, that Squidron was ordered to A&t in 
Favour of Sweden, and defend the fame againft 
the Attempts of the C=ar of Mfz:f{rcawy. 


HAVING now got thro the Srredifh Affairs, I 
fhall, in as fhort a Compafés as pofl:ble, endeavour 
to 
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to fatisfie my Countrymen, how prejudicial it 
will be to the Welfare, and HaopincfsofG eat-, 
Britain, if. the Subjects of any Foreign State fhould 
have the leaft Concern in the Britifh Affairs. 


EvERY one knows, that, the True Intereft of 
Great Britain, is to preferve the Liberty, and 
Freedom of Parliaments; Advante ‘Trade, Encou 
rave. our Foreign Plantations, and Manufactures 
at Home; and to keep the Ballance of Furcpe 
even, without feeking to add one Foot of Ground 
to our Europian Dominions. 


Bur the Intereft of thole Foreign States,where 
there are no Parliaments,no ‘Trade,nor Priviledges 
of Subjects, is toenlar etheir Dominions, which 
they cannot be blamec for, as being fo neceflary 
to preferve them from the Infults of their Neigh- 


bours. 


It is likewife their Bufinefs to cultivate a 
Friendfhip with the Einperor, who confidering 
the great Power he. hath lately obtained, is able 
when he pleafes, to turn the Ballance among the 
contending Princes, and tates of the Empire; for 
having his’Friendfhip, it would be impoffible to 
difturb any German Prince in his Pofleflions, whe- 
ther Juft, or Unjuft, but without it, none of them 
would be. very Eafy, unlets fupported by fome 
confiderable Foreign Power. And this 1s the Rea- 
fon why thefe who are fo Zealous for their own 
or their Countrys Interci{t, are always fo ready to 
into the Emperors Meafures, and Aflift him in 
his Wars, which it is well known, the Houfe of 
Aufiria are feldom fr from,

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Ir is pollible this Vicu of Gre r Brit z: [Ít 
reít may, by the ignorant, be mifconftrued s 2 
Mark of Ditla.isfiction with his May fty’ Con 
duct, Dut none thait know mecan fuicly b fo Dale, 
as to Charge me with any fu h unyjuft imputation, 
forit is veiy plain, that the Parliament,w hich fet 
tled the Succeflion, had the very famc Thoughts 
in this particnlar that I have, by the Pro fions 
they made in that Glorious Act, againft all pofl- 
tality of Foreigners interfering with our Affairs, 
who were not only therein declarcd uncapable to 
Enjoy any manner of Publick Office, or to have 
any part of our Legiflature or Admuiniftration in 
their Hands, nor that Great-bBr'tazn fhould be o- 
bliged to have any Rega d to his Mlajefty’s Wars, 
or Difputes, of any fort, as Elector of Hancier. 


FfAvinG thus, from my Zeal to his Mayjefty’s 
Intereft and Heitiur, as King of Great- Britain, 
and Affection to his Intereft, delivered my 
LThoughts impartially on this Subje&, I hope f 
need not repeat my Aflurances, that I haye not a- 
ny other View, but to ferve my King and Coun- 
try, having advanced nothing, but what was the 
geceived Opinions of our wife Predeceffors. 


Ir is well known, and worthy of our Obfer- 
vation, that the /V4z¢s entertained, and not with- 
our Reafon, very grcat Fcars of the danger of 
Great-Brita:n {rom Foreign Counfels, and thatthe 
whole Naticn ina former Reign was greatly fur- 
prized, when only o 1 Foreca Lady, wis. “Lhe 
Duchefs of r'orfjmoutb was c.catcd an Enelifp 
Peerefs, therc by apprehending, tic >n iblis asicht 
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snfluence that Prince to favour l oreign Intcrefts 
And if one Lady, in thofe Days was capable to 
raife {uch Jealoufies in the Minds of Britifh Sub- 
jects, what would a Shaftesbury, or the other Po- 
liticians of thofe Times fay, if they now ex1fted! 
Hinc ida Lacryma! This Parallel is a purfuit too 
dangerous for the Pen of any living Hiftorian, fo 
that in Concert with the Painter, here I mutt 


draw a Veil. 


Ir is true, the Duchefs of Port{mouth, was not 
removed from King Charles IY. the Nation bear- 
ing with his Favour to a fingle Lady in the Ho- 
nour he had conferred upon her, tho it was not 
without much grumbling. But itis as true inthe 
very preceding Reign, he King found it Necefia- 
ry to fend moft part of the Forcigners, who arriv- 
ed with his Queen, back again from whence 
they came. And, we all remember, that th 
late Glorious King Wiliam, of immortal Memo- 
ry, was obliged to part wih his Dutch Guards, 
fore againft his Will, fo ftrong was the Jealoufie 
and Apprehenfion, even againft them, that he, to 
whom we owed our All, could not have the Li- 
berty to keep them about him, though he earneft- 
ly entreated the Parliament, and told them, his 
Guards. were always ready to obey whatever was 
refolved; but he would take it as a fingular Fa- 
vour, if they would let them continue with him, 
having been about hin fo long, even from his In- 
fancy: But even this {mall Requeft was denied to

I muft here rntreat the Reader’s Patience, to ob- 
ferve, that the Fueli/t, who ever fince the Accel- 
fion of Fames VI. of Scotland to their Crown 3 
apprehended his being a Scotfman, might Divert 
bir, and his Succeilors froin their Intereft, and 
incline them tothat of their own Native Country = 
Whereupon, from that Day, the Englifh induftri- 
outly fuppreiled Scotland, and crufhed every Thing 
that ever was propofed and fet a foot, for the Be- 
nefit and Improvement of that Kingdom 5 and have 
purfued that Maxim, with fuch Application La- 
bour, and Induftry, that ican be eafily made ap- 
pear, whatever was the V4lue of Scotland then, 1t 
is much lefs now. 


Anp we may alfo dbferve, that fince the 
fatal Time which was in the Year 1604, none of 
our Kings ever returned, but King James VI. on- 
ty once fora Vifit,-and that a very expenfive onc: 
The Scots Prodigally extending their Generofity 
to the Nobility, and Others; who attended 
their King thither, and King Charles I. only 
once; and King Charles I]. in the Lime of the 
Ufurpation was banifhed England, fo that both 
he, and his Army were Maintained at Scotland s 
Charge. 


From thefe Facts, if we compare Scotland with 
any Foreign State, it may be eafily diftinguifhed, 
whether Exgland had more to’fear, from the fe-. 
parate Intercf{t, and diflinct Views of Scotland, 
than Great-Britain hath now,‘ from the feparate 
Tnteref{t cf other Confederate Courts. 
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To illuftrate the Comparifon, I fhall give 
fuch an Account of the Scori/h Nation, as may 
enable the Reader to judge accordingly. 


SCOTLAND is furrounded by the Sea, on: aH 
Sides, but on the South, where it joins Exgland , 
which, fince King James VI, Afcended the Enr- 
läh ‘Throne, made it impoflible for them to ex- 
tend their Dominions: And confequently, Eng= 
land had no Reafon to be apprehenfive of be- 
ing drawn into a War, with any Neighbouring 
Prince upon their Account. 


SCOTLAND had no D pendance upon the Em- 
peror, or any Neutral Power, therefore England 
could not be engaged by them, in any Foreign 
Quarrel for their Sakes. 


‘THE Seat of the Government being Engle 

Seots generally fpeaking,Reforted thither,by whicli 
Means the whole Subftance, and Money of Scet- 
land, hath always centred, and circulated in Eng- 
land fince that Time, and yet, all thefe Advanta- 
ges the Englifh have had over us, and the Lofles 
and Damages we fuftained from them, were 
not fuficient to diffwade them from their unrea- 
f{onable Jealoufies. 


BEFORE that fatal Year, 1604, the Scots had 
the Seat of Government in their own Country, 
which they had the incountroulable Freedom an 
liberty to improve as they pleafed, by Trade, and 
fectling Foreign Celonies and Plantations, as Eng- 
land and other Narions do; thew bad always thcir 
ameient Allies, ‘the French, at Eland, and others, 

who 
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who were Jealous of the Ezglifh Greatnefs, to Af- 
At them in all their Undertakings, which would 
have increafed Scotland proportionably with Eag- 
land , no Country being more capable of Improve- 
ment, or better Situated for Trade, particularly to 
the Indies, than Scotland 1s. 


BEFORE that time too, the Scots had vaft Pri- 
vileges and Immunities in France, even greater 
and more than any Native Subject of that Nation 
was even capable of. 





A Scots Man was Enfranchifed of any Towns 
City, or Corporation, 76 much as if he had ferved 
his Apprentifhip there Scot{men have pofletied 
the greateft Pofts, both of Honour and Profit in 
the Kingdoiny, 2 Scotf{man was Great Conftable, 
and Scotf{men have been Marfhals of France, the 
beít of their Regular Troops confifted of Scots Bat- 
taisoms, who had always the Poft of Honour, both 
in Camp aud Garrifon, and guarded the King’s 
Perfon, a Scot{man always kept the Key of the 
Kings Bed-Chamber, €c. 


Atr which Privileges are loft, ever fince the 
fatal Year that King James became King of Great- 
Britain, only lome particular Scotfimen, by their 
@#reat Merit, have, even fince thattime, fhined, 
not only at the Frenc Court, but at the Helm ; 
Monfreur Colbert, a Scotfinan, Privae Minifter of 
State, raifed their Finances from poor mean Cir- 
cuimftances, to the greatef{t Height and Condition 
they were during the late Reign. So it may be faid, 
the Wonder of France, and, perhaps, of all Ez- 
rope, were Scotfmen, viz. Him 1 bave juft now- 

micntioned, 
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mentioned, and the Famous Dun-S' otus, who firft 
brought Learning to any Luftre if Franee. 


To come clofer to the Point, I believe there 
cannot be the leaft Reafon afligned, why any Fo- 
reigner fhould be better Treated than the Scot 
have been; for to proceed with my Compariion, 
take it which way you pleafe, or every way> l 
hope it is no difcredit to them, if I fay the Bal- 
lance will incline to the Scots fide, both from 
what I have already faid, and can ftill be advanced 
to the Credit of that Nation, who appeared very 
early in the Rolls of Honour, valiantly refifting 
the Roman Eagle, the vetnran Legions , who, af- 
ter they had Conquered moat of the known World, 
were ftopt in their Victgrious Progrefs, by the 
brave Ancient Scots, witha ne plus ultra, they 
are likewife found in Hiftory Victorioufly oppo- 
fing the Ancient Britons, Saxons, Danes, Normans, 
Englifh, &c. And by their Valour, often faving 
France, which muft otherwife have fallen a Prey 
to its Enemies; they are alfo to: be found under 
Guffavus Adolphus, recovering the German Liber- 
ty from the Thraldom of the Houfe of Au/ffria, 
and penetrating tothe Heart of the Empire, parti- 
cularly at the famous Battle of Le7pfck, gaining 
immortal Honour with Sword in Hand, driving 
the old Imptrial Army, under Count 77/y, out of 
the Field, after the Germans, who had joined Gu- 
[avus Adelpbhus, had run away, and lefr the Scots 
and Swedes to Difpute the Liberties of Germany 
with the Imperial Army. 


InN 
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In this War it was, that the Scots did thew 
they could gain Victories, . and wear Laurels up- 
on the Banks of the Danube, long before the Bat- 
tles of Hockffedt and Blenheim; for then was to 
be feen the brave Scotch Generals,Hepeburn, Lefley, 
Ruthwen, Hamilton, King, Lumfden, Stewart, the 
two Monroes upon.the Head of their Scotch Corps, 
carrying all before them, and agrandizing the 
great Guftzvus, no Rivers were capable of putting 
a ftop to the Progrefs of their Arms, nor ftrong 
‘Towns to hold out againft them. 


WE fhall alfo find them entring England, with 
an Army to recover: the Liberty and Freedom 
of Parliament, giving [Wife and Animating the 
Fuvlifb, who, till that time, were in a man- 
ner a Sleep, groaning under their Grievances in the 
Reign of King Charles the Firft, when they beat 
the Lord Conoway andthe King’s Army-at New- 
burn, and took New Ca/ile upon Tine. 





AFTER all this, I hope it can be no Offence 
to fay, that rf it had not been for the Scots, Eng- 
land inight have loft their Liberties at that time, 
and the Liberties of Germany had alfo been fwal- 
loxved up by the Houfe of 4ufiria, if the Scots 
had not diftinguifhed themfelves in that long Swe- 
difh War, which ended in the Gloriotis Peace of 
IMunfter: whereby the Power of the Houfe of Au- 
[tria and the Popi/h Intereft were much retrenched, 
the Liberties of Germany and the Proteftant Inte- 
reft perfectly fecured, and its Power increafed by 
being made Mafters of many ‘Territories, and Pc- 
pifh Bifhopricks, who were thereupon fecularized 
and given to them; and I may be bold to add, = 
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if ıt had not been for the Valour of tle Scots 
there would not have been a Free Proteftart Prince 
in Germany, even at this Day 
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Ir is truc, Iconfefs, that king Fame. the F irit 
of Great-Britain, did too profufely confer his Fa, 
vours upon fome of the Scots, who did not wel- 
deferve them, particularly upon Robert Ker, 
whom he created Earl of Somerfcer, but, it is 
well known, the Fag/l:/hb took this ill, even altho 
there was no ftanding Law or Provifion made by 
them to the contrary. 





BuT whatever were the Motives to induce the 
Englifh to have fo ftri an Eye upon Scotlind far- 
merly, there is not the leaft for their fo doing 
now, fince after the Union of the two Nations, 
all caufe of Jealoufie is intirely removed; and it 
is farther to be hoped and wifhed, they would 
confider, that Scotland is as yet~but in its Infancy, 
as to Trade and Improvements, and therefore, not 
in a Condition to bear equal Burdens with a Peo- 
ple, who are arrived to fo great Riches, Trade, 
and Improvements as the Exglifhb are, who could 
not have fubfifted if they had, when in Scotland's 
prefent Condition, been charged withthe fourth 
part of the Taxes, whicn 1s now eafie to them, for 
to lay the fame Burden and Weight on the 
Back of an Infant, altho it might be eafie to one 
of mature Years, y_t it would crufh the former to 
Pieces; and, n>» doubt, but the Wifdom of the 
how united Kingdoms, will have a due Regard 
tO it. 


IF 
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If ary body shinks I have been too hard upon 
the Englifh, or have fpoken with any manner of 
Spleen or difrefpect of them, I declare folemnly; 
they do me a grofs Injury; for, tho our Country 
hath fuffered greatly froin them,] fhall never blame 
them fo much frit. as our felves, on account of 
the Unzam I know very well, what 2 brave Peo- 
ple they have keen, and how thev have diftin- 
suifhed themfelves Abroad, efpecially in France. 
How they have had great Men who have fhincd, 
both in Court and Camp, and ftill have fome, 
and therefore ought to be ref ted by all Nations, 
as truly they have heretofore been, and ftill de- 
ferve. 


I would only have them call to Mind, how 
their Glorious Predeceffors, fet even their Yives 
and fortunes at WNaughr, for the Intcreft and 
Honour of their King and Country. 


I come now to touch upon a very melancho- 
ty Subje&, which I will do briefly, with all pof- 
fible Candour and Tendernefs; for, to enlarge 
upon it, and give a full detail of Fa@s, would be 
too Dangerous for me, and give Offenee, which. 
by all Means, I endeavour to avoid. 


IHE South-Se2z Scheme, and the falacy and fa- 
tal Confequence thereof are too frefh in Memo- 
ry to be forgot by any srizifh Subje&t , that there 
was a perulacious and infnaring Defign, to deftroy

On, Is too plain, having appeared fo to the Par- 
lament. o

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Ir is certain, that there was a Secret and wick- 
ed Defizn in the Contrivance thereof; and it is as 
certain, that there was a Screen drawn before fome 
grofs Offenders, for none were expofed and pu- 
nifhed, but the Direčřors, and Servants of. the 
South-Sez Company, tho moft of the thinking 
People, believed they were but Tools to others, 
who were never called in Queftion. 


I fhall not Aver, that any of the Hanoverians 
were in this Contrivance, tho many People, at 
that time, ftrongly fufpected it, giving for their 
Reafons, that moft of thofe People bought up 
Stocks very early when t was Low, and had the 
good Fortune to Sell o t when it was Bight Hun- 
dred per Cent, few or none of them were concer- 
ned in the Stock when it Fe% 





But whether this proceeded from any fo 
knowledge of what was to come, or from a more 
extenfive Capacity, then the Ezgli/b were pofieffied 
of; is notin this Place proper for me to deter- 
mine. 


Mucsa about the fame time, there was a great’ 
nuraber of Foreign Lotteries fet up, particularly 
one at Harborough, inthe Country of Hanover ; 
which feemed to receive too much Counremance 
here, and confiderable Sums were. Drawn out of 
Englifo Cath to carry it on: Which, at that Time, 
afforded Matter of {trange Reflections, that, the 
then Brizifh Miuiniftry did not exert themfelves 
with more Vigour, to prevent the Ruin of this 
Kingdom, for, a by Stander who did not know 
the Reafon of their Indolence, might apprehend 

they 
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they were afleep or had their Attentions drawn 
to fome other Object, which was thought ftrange, 
when the whole Kingdom was in ‘Tears, Widows, 
Orphans, and many Others, lamenting the lofs of 
Fortunes, the Well Affeéted, dreaded alfo, 
her fatal Confequences; fuch as alienating Peo- 
ples Affection from the Governiyent, and the en- 
couraging our Enémies Abroad, to Afflift the Pre- 
tender, to make an Invafion upon us; which they 
had attempted fome time before, and had certain- 
ly landed, 1f Go itt his infinite Mercy, had 
nort fruftrated the Defign, by di perfng their 
Fleet in a Storm. ‘This wa the unhappy State of 
Great-Britain, in the Year 1720, every Thing 
having a black, and difmal Afpedt;, but when the 
Kingdom was at the loweft Ebb, andin a manner 
left without any Hope of Relief; the King was 
leafed, in his tender Compaflion, to his &ritifb 
ubietcts, to recall’ the Right Honourable the 
Lord Townfhbend, to be Principal Secretary of 
State, and Mr. Walpole, to the Head of the Trea- 
fury, towards the latter end of this Year; and af- 
ter the Death of the Earl of Sunderland, which 
happened fome time after, Mr. Walpole was plac- 
ed at the Helin of the Britz/> Affairs. 


So foon as this truly great Minifter had it in 
his Power, to ferve his Country, he immediately 
with the moft Prudent Condud@, Invincible Cou- 
rage, and Heroic Briti/h Spirit, applied himfelf 


to and put a {top to the bafe Incroachi- 
rh have mentioned; which in all Appear- 
ane d otherwife have foon overflowed, and 
de as they had already leffened, and weak-

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ened us; in the Opinion af gur Neighbouring

THe firft Step he made in order to accomplifh 
this Great and Glorious Work, was to curb and 
keep within Bounds, the Infolence of Foreigners,

From their King,becaufe, of deharringForeizn- 
ers from interivedling.in our Aff irs the Afke- 
ons of many Thoufands of thinking People who

t a Minifler can perform to his Sovereign, for 
by the removing of Jealoufies and Fears ( the two

To thefe good Purpofes fiicceeded that Noble 
Stand made by the Britifh Parliament, in Im- 
peaching the EFatl of Macclesfield, whofe unparal- 
led Avarice, Pride, and Notorious Corruption, 
in the Difcharge of his high Poft, are juftly re- 
corded, by the unanimous Vote of his Peers, as 
moft Ignominious.

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Indééd Baron Gorts was of different Sentiments, 
as being truly a Man of Honour, and a fincere 
lover of the Britifh WNarion, and a hea ty well 
wifher to its Happinefs: The doing thg piece of 
Juice to him, is all the return I make for 
his Affection to my, Country, an¢ the good Offices 
le was willing ta do my felf. 


I mention thefe Facts, and the Importance of 
fuch wife and prudent Steps taken by his Majetty, 
and the worthy Patriots now at the Helm of our 
Affairs; only to raife up a due thankfulnefs to our 
moft Gracious Soveraign, anda juft Gratitude fo 
our Hluftrious Minifters, who have given {uch 
remarkable Proofs of. their Wifdom and Publick 
Spirit, in advifing and bringing about fuch Good 
and healing Meafures, which gives fo clear a Dif- 
covery of their Intentions to make Great-Britain 
Happy, which I hope, is now in a fair way to be 
made fo, by their Means, if not prevented by our 
own Folly, by going into Meafures to create facti- 
ous Parties, t6 retard the Good and Glorious In- 
tentions of thefe our Deliverers.

that las any Memory, is capable of making fuch 
Obferwations, as well, if not better, than I am: 
And, I doubt not, butall fuch, not prejudiced bv 
oelf-Intereft end Party Views, will truly believ , 
that the Compt: nent which was payed by the En- 
elifh Parliament to the Duke of Marlborough, of 
his being the Retriever of the Fug/z/bGlory,is now 
with.more Juftice, and a much better Grace, ap- 
plicable to Sir Robert Walpole. 


To give my Reafon for being of this Opinion, 
I conceive it will be proper, in this Place, truly 
and impartially, to relate the State of Affairs at 
the time when the Duke of Marlborough was pla- 
ced, by Queen ANNE, at the Head of the Army, 
and the Condition we were in when Sir Robert 
Walpole was called to the principal fhare of the 
Adminiftration of our Civil Affairs, to begin with 
that of the former.

himielf, 
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himfelf, could have done, and finally, as iis laft 
Will and Teftament, he brought about and nifhed 
his prefent Majefty’s Succeflion to the Englifh 
Crown; he had a noble Army composes of diffe- 

ent Nations, a little before his Death, who were 
ready the very next Campaign ta receive the Duke 
of Marlborough at their Head, and look the French 
Army in the Facé; and after this, the Duke never 
wanted brave Troops nor Money at Commang-.- 
This was the State of our Affairs, when thie Duke 
firt appeared in the Field, as-General againft the 
Frencb. 


Now, to give a true State of the Briti/fh Affairss 
when Sir Robert Walpole was placed at the Helm, 
which cannot properly be faid to be, till after the 
Death of the Earl of Sunderland. I muft confefs, 
this would be too dangerous a Subject for the Pen 
of any private Genticman, who has nothing but 
Truth, and no Court Intereft to Support him a- 
sainft the Refentments he would thereby draw 
upon himfelf, and therefore, muft leave the Rea- 
der to his own ferious Review of the fad Circum- 
{tances we were in, before the clofe of the Year, 
1720, who if juft in this, I do not doubt, but he 
will be of my Opinion, efpecially if the wife Mea- 
fures that have lately been taken, are impartially 
confidered.

HEN I wasat Vienna, Anno 1714, Nego- 

ciating foine other Affairs, which are men- 
tioned inthe foregoing Hiftory; Monfieur Lezé- 
nitz% told me, that the Emperor was fo much 
pleafed with the Zeal and Affection of my Friends 
to his Intereft, that there was nothing we could 
-yeafonable Demand «of his Imperial Majefty , but 
what would be readily granted, he added, that it 
would be of the laft Contequence to the Hanover 
Succeflion, to keep the Emperor firm to our Inte- 
reft, and to neglect nothing to keep him inthe 
cood Humour he was then in. 





THE Emepror, likewife, Concerted with Mon- 
fieuy Leżbnit= at the fame time, upor the bad 
Strate of his Finances, and inclit borrow 
WMioney of his Brit7/h Friends, upan a Mortgage of 
fome of bis Dominions, at an Intereft of 3 per Cenz, 
to redeem another Mortgage the Dutch had upon 
the Qruickfilver Mines of Flungery, at an extrava- 
gant ‘high Intereft, which, he faid, my Friends 
need not doubt punctual Payment,of both Intereft 
and Capital, within the time to be Stipulated, as

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faithfully as had been formerly done in Szlefia 
Mortgage. 


MonsriguRr Leibnitz, alfo told me, that the 
Emperor s Gainet Secretary was to fpeak with mẹ 
for, tho he knev I had no Inftrudctions for any 
{uch Matters as borrowing or Lending of Money, 
yet it was Neceflary for theServite of the Hanover 
Succeflion, that I fhould endeavour to oblige his 
Imperiai Majefy,and give him all the Encourage- 
ment I could, and-wfowifhed me to manage the 
Affair when the Secretary came, fo as the Empe- 
ror fhould be pleafed with it,without bringing my 
felf under fuch Engagements as I could not per- 
form notwithftanding. 











THAT very Evening a Letter came to my 
Hands from a very Worthy E:ninent Merchant in 
London, who was deeply embarked to Aflift his 
Imperial Majefty to carry onthe War, and Attack 
the Spaniards in the Weft-Indies, informing me, 
that the Hopes of the well Affected 1n Great-Bri- 
tain, were very low and {mall from the News they 
had juft received of the Treaty of Badens being 
finifhed, that both he, and many of his Friends, 
feared they would be forced foon to fly their 
Country which they inclined to-do, rather than 
fubmit to the Pretender 3 and therefore defired me 
to propofe to the Emperor to Eftablith an Eeft- 
India Company in his Dominions, which, upon 
following fuch Privileges and Immunlittes as they 
fhould demand; they would not only Franfport 
themfelves and fettle there, but carry on a very 
beneficial Trade to their Nlutual Iatereft and Ad- 





vantage. 
HIES 
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THis Letter was enough to prepare me for a 
meeting with the Secretary,who accordingly came 
the next Day, and told me of the Emperor’s In- 
tentions. 


Tanfwered, That fince [left Brizzin, I had em- 
ployed my Thoughts chiefly upon fuch Things, 
as I believed tended to ferve his Imperial Majefty, 
and was furprifed to hear, that fuch fine large 
Countries as the Emperor poffeffed, yielded fuch 
fimall Revenues, which muft prsceed either from 
the bad Management of thofe who had the Go- 
vernment of his Finnces; or from want of Trade, 
if from thie firft, it was none of my Bufinefs, nor 
was I come there to accufe any of his Servants; 
but if it was from any other Caufe, I fuppofed 
myfelf at Liberty to fpeak my Thoughts, and fo 
i told him, that if his Imperial Majefty defigned 
to borrow Money at a Moderate Intereft,he would 
do well to think of propofing other Security,than 
that of Mortgage upon Land; which Merchants, 
and monied People, were no way fond of. 


I propofed to him the Example of Great-Bri- 
tain, who had Credit enough all the World over 
to borrow what Sums they pleafed, upon Funds, 
arifing from ‘Trade; for tho they were at that 
‘Time, above 50000000/. Sterling Debt, , yet 
they had never Mortgaged any of their Countries 
or Land Tax, the Merchants being rather inclin- 
cd to lend their Money upon fuch Funds: than 
Land Security. That it was nothing but the 
‘Trade of Great-Britain, and the Improvements 
thereupon, which made that Nation fo conG- 
derable,and its Credit in the World fo very Good ; 

L 4 thit 
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that one fingle Vote in the Houfe of Gommons, 
had made all the Forces of the Empire March and 
alarmed all our Enemies and Neighbours round a- 
bout us; and that it was our [rade alone, had 
made us Mi {ters of the Sea. 


ALL which is evident, from the Comparifon of: 
the prefent Power and Riches of Great-Britain, 
with what it was in the Days of Henry VIII- 
when we had no Colonies nor Trade, that 
Great-Britain is sew, ten Times the Value of 
what it was then. 


WHEREUPON I recommended to him, to fet 
up an Ea fl-India Company in Flanders, that the 
Revenues and Cuftoms, arifing therefrom, and 
the other infeparable GConcomitants of it, might 

ea Fund of Credit; to raife Money upon; which 
would be a better Security to the Lender to Ad- 
vance it; than Land, or other Security whatfoe- 
ver. That no Country in the World was better 
fituated for it, than Flanders: Fhe firft ‘Trade 
that ever was Commenced to the Indies, being at 
Antwerp, which might have continued to this Day, 
had not Philip Il. of Spain, by the Ingutfition, 
and other Oppreffions, forced it, with its Mer- 
chants, to fix at Amfterdam. 


I propofed that the Emperor fhould grant a 
Charter. to my Conftituents, with the uiual Pri- 
vileges; upon paying a Duty not exceeding 6 

er Cent, which would make it the moft confider- 
able Coinpany in Europe; and would afford hrm 
xoccocs Florins upon Demand, as the Brittfh 


Ea fi- 
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Eaft-India Company had lent the Government a- 
bove gooooccl. Sterling at feveral Times. 





Trt Secretary was very Attentive, and thanked 
se for what I had faid, but for my L-ife T could 
not Anfwer all the Objections which they ftarted 5 
even tho they feemed to be fatisfied, for faid they, 
the Glory of the Emperor, which of all Things 
they ought to be moft tender of, would upon any 
bad Succefs, by unforefeen Accidents be Tarnifh- 
ed Forfooth, €c. 


Berne provoked with fuch trifling Arguments, 
Ibid Mr. Fury, whom I entrufted with that Af- 
fairin my Abfence, tellthem, that if fuch little 
Difficulties had been regarded in Great-Britain, 
when firft they comimenced their Trade, they 
would have been in as poor Circumftances ftill as 
the E.mperor’s Hereditary Countries. | 


HOWEVER I gratified them to obviate even this 
Objection, that they might delay the eftablifhing | 
of aCompany for fome time,and only grantLetters 
of Mart to Merchants, to make a Tryal,; which 
if they had good Succefs, would encourage his 
Emperial Majefty, to grant the Priviledges de- 
manded, and then, if they did not like it, they 
might give ip over, which would fave heir Gto- 
ry, which they were fo very tender of, from 
loine any of its Luftre. 


Upon this, Letters of Mart were iffued out 


to fundry People, who went all to the Lafi-in- 
| dies, 
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dies, and returned to Offend, loaded with Joy 
and Profit. 


SomMeE will perhaps find Fault, that I was fo 
earneft-and inftrumental, to fix a Trad in 
Emperors Dominions; fo very prejudicial to tiroe 
of my Country. 





I have this only to Anfwer for myfelf, that 
was contrived in the latter end of the late Reier 
when my Friends 4rd I, apprehended the Pret 
der muft inevitably afcend the Throne, wic 
muft have certainly proved fatal to us, who nad 
every way diftinguifhed ourfelves, in Favour of 
the illuftrious Houfe, if we had ftayed at Home, 
and therefore defigned to make Flanders our Place 
of voluntary Banifhment,which we thought would 
mot only intitle us to the E:nperor’s Favour, but 
alfo, enable us to live handfpomely in a Foreign 
Land, that fo we might the fooner forget our 
Native Country. 


But, upon King George’s Accefiion to the 
Crown, I became very cool in this Affair; for 
then I thought all our Fears were removed, and fo 
I dropt my Correfpondence with the Imperial 
Court, ar handfomely as I could. 


I muft own, it had been very difhorwrcurable, to 
have acted any Thing tothe Emperor’s reindice, 
to whom I {hall always acknowledge myfelf very 
much Obliged; but at the fame Time, I thought 
it my Duty, to let King George know of every 
Thing I had done at Venna, and for that end, 
gave a Memorial to Bernfrorf, tobe prefented to 

his 
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his Majefty, after he came to Great-Britain, not 
doubting, but’ proper Meafures would have been 
taken, forthe publick Good of the Nation . Dut 
muft own, it would be an Injury done to the 
King, tu think, that he received it, and I rather 
incline to believe, that Bernftorf induftrioufty a- 
voided to inform his Majefty of what was doing 
at the Emperors Court, fo much to the Difad- 
vantage of Great-Britain, for Reafons beft known 
to himfelf. 





WITH Sorrow and Shame, I confefs, that our 
Britifh Miniftry, ought to have been acquainted 
with it, only, that I had not then the leaft Su- 
{picion, but all Means would have been ufed by 
their Advice, to prevent fuch Meafures as had 


been followed Abroad, to interrupt our Trade fo 
effectually. 


AND fince, I hada principal Hand in thofe 
Meafures myfelf, I thought I was obliged to find 
out another Expedient, not only to preferve our 
Eaft-India Company from the fatal Confequences 
of the Emperor's new Haid Scheme; but alfo, to 
make even that Project turn to our Advantage. 


for this end, in 41718, I fent for Mx. Thoms 
Lewis, who inad for many Years faithfully ferved 
the Eafi- dia Company in an Eminent Poft, with 
Reputati n, and fhewed him the following Scheme, 
who faid, he would lay it before Sir Gregory Page, 
to which I agreed, and was told afterwards, that 
Sir Gregory defired me to meet with the faid Mr. 
Lewis, who thould have full Power to Treat up- 
on that Affair, and intreąted Secrecy. 





Mera. 
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Mr. Lewis and I, met feveral Times upcn it; 
but to no Purpofe, and at laft we were told, that 
the Company was Playing another Game. which 
I feared would turn to their own Prejudice, by 
applying ta the Emperor’s Minifters; th t they 
fhould perfwade his Imperial Majefty wholly to 
give it up, quite contrary to the Advice I had 
given them, and fome convincing Reafons why 
that Affair was to betreated upon with the Em 
per or hitmfelf. 

I likewife fearod that this Affair would take a 
quite different turn, to what they intended tnere- 
by, for by thefe Strenuous Solicitations, they 
would rather heighten: the Emperor’s Eftetem of 
it; and thatthe Bills they brought into the Houfe 
as a defigned Remedy Cwhereupon there paffed an 
ACG of Parliament) would not prevent the Sub- 
jects of Great- Britain from being concerned in it, 
tho under the Names of the Emperor’s Subjects; 
anid thus; Iam alfo afraid, our Eaft-India Com- 
pany have loft an Opportunity, which they will 
not recover, the Offenders and Others, concerned 
in that of the Emperor’s, having found their Ac- 
count of late fo. confiderably in it. 





AFTER all this, the Reader may eufily fees 
with what Zeal and Induftry I laboured to Re- 
lieve our Eaf-India Company fram the Har- 
fhips. whey are now under,by their own Negligence, 
which if they. do not take Care to am nd, muft 
{oon reduce them to their Primitive Circumftances- 


THE Scheme I propofed, was this, that the 
Company fhould fend a proper Perfon to Vienna; 
to procure a Charter, which I was fure might 

have 
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have been obtatned, nay even in fuch Terms as 
would not interfere with the Regulations in the 
i ig Charter from his Imperial Majefty; to 
car Britifh Eaf Indie Company, reprefenting 
to Wim, that it would be of far greater Confequence 
to the Emperor in their HMands,than many others, 
whereby a great many fatal Accidents would be 
avoided, which moft Companies are Subject to, at 
their beginning; and much Time and Expences 
faved in bringing this to bear, which_otherwife, 
muft be loft, in an Infant Company. 


I offered my Service to the Eaft-India Company, 
to go to the Emperor, if they pleafed, and under- 
took to pérfwade him, to agree to every Thing, 
that would redound to their Advantage, with 
{fuch Arguments as I was fure would prevail, by 
telling him, that the Dutch would give him all 
the uneafinefs in the Eaft-Indies, that was in their 
Power, that our Briti/h Eaft India Company, had 
avery great Trade already, that they they were 
Mafters of both Forts and Forces, fuficient to Pro- 
tect them fromthe Infults of the Dutch, or any o- 
ther Nation, and that he would find it very Diff- 
cult to manage fuch Schemes and Projects of his 
own, if he did not come into our Propofals, to 
j0im his Company along with ours; as*knowing, 
that a long Courfe of Time, would bring thefe 
Advanta sto his Voor, which I then offered him 
at ficit 1etting out, and by his agreeing with us, and 
putting it into the Hands, and Management of a 
Company already formed; they would have no 
more to do, but increafe their Shipping,and Facto- 
ries in thefe Ports, and make larger Contracts with 
the ludran Princes. 





AND 





AND to convince him of our Sincerity, t t 
our Faff-Inizz Company had no finifter D-fien, 
by getting his Imperial Majefty’s Company into 
their Management,to a& difhonourably w fh him, 
T would tell him, that they would immediately 
Lend him tcoooo/, at an Intereft of 6 p r Cent, 
to be Paid out of the Duties arifing from that 


‘Trade alone. 


ALL this and inuch more, I laid before our 
Eafi-India Company, with a Copy of the Me- 
morial I defigned to prefent the Emperor withal; 
and told them, I expeéted no Money till the 
Charter was procured, and even then I offered to 
leave it to their own Honour, what Reward fuch 
Service deferved. 


I convinced Mr. Lewzs their Secretary, of 
what Advantages would accrue to them. 


y. The fixing fo {mall a Duty as abovementi- 
oned to the Emperor, would be fuch a vaft Pro- 
fit, as muft give them extraordinary Advantages, 
over all other Eaff-Indzz Companies yet in be-

5. By this likewife, would the Subjects of the 
Emperors Dominions, in Flanders, not only be 
prevented, from getting Navigation into their 
Hands, which if they had, would be very preju- 
dicial to Great-Britain, but our own would be ve- 
ry much increafed. 


AND laftly, by the Emperor's having fuch De- 
penadance upon us, we fhould not onlykeep him 
our faft Friend, but would alfo, oblige the Dutch 
to come 3 ko what Meafures we pleafed. : 


Taus I have fincerely difcharged my Duty, 
and fhall leave the Reader to his own Reflections, 
being forry that thofe who were the principal 
Directors of our FEaft-Indiz Company, did not 
take Care to prevent this Blow in time, for the 

I.mperor’s 
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Emperors Eaf?-Indiza Company will haye fuch 
Advantages over ours, as we can never retridve by 
the vaft Difparity of Duties, which will enable 
them to underfell us, and deprive us of fuch a 
vaít compafs of Ground, as we can nev r expect 
Izenceforth to make any Markets in: Reprefent- 
ing alfo, to Sir Gregory Page, that this Company 
when it fhould be eftablifhed, will have another 
Advantage, as being, fixed in a Coun:ry, endowcd 
with Privileges and Immunitics, where Liberty 
and Property is iñfared, fo that it wili be fettled- 
on as firm a Bafis, as either the Companies of 
Great-Britain or Holand, and will be much pre- 
ferable even to that of France in this Particular 5s 
for whatever Freedoms and F -ivileges tlfe’ Em- 
peror fhall grant to them; cann..t be liable. to be 
revoked, or to any Hlardthips, as if it had been 
fixed in any other of his imperial Majefty’s Coun 
tries; or even any Nation under Arbitrary Go- 
vernmente The Liberties of Flanders being per- 
fe&ly fecured, and thé Subjects in the peaceable 
potieflion of their-Properties, for along Lime to- 
gether. 


Tarar the Emperor was very fond of this un- 
dertaking which the Affiduous Solicitations of the 
Eaft-Indi# Companies of Great-Britain, and Hot- 
land, had contributed to, and for that end, he 
long ago declared his Inclinations to mntroduce 
and encourage Trade in his Dominions b ing 
fenGble that nothing elfe hath rendted both Brz- 
tain and Holland to confiderable, by inviting 
TLerchants from all other Countries, to fettle in 
his, and granting them what Privileges they 
Demand; aay every thing to Facilitateand Ad- 

vance 
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vance Trade and Navigation; whereof Feurmns in 
Ifiria upon the A.friatick, is an Example which is 
now made a EreePort with all the Franchifes that 
Merchants can Defire; he likewife favours the 
Pratefiants, and, in fhort, omits nothing that may 
conduce to this great end,which alarms the Dutchs 
Venetians, XCeo 











THAT his Imperial Majefty was conftant and 
true to his Word, which I had abundant ‘lefti- 
monies of, when Iwas at his Court: And all 
thefe Advantages are vaft Encouragements to this- 
Wew .Company in Flanders,, which, no doubt, 
will be eftablifhed with the Emperor's firt Con- 
venience: 


Ir was therefore in Vain, fer us to hope he 
would proceed no further than by granting Leriers 
of Mart to Private Traders, becaufe he cannot an- 
{wer his firft Intention, which moved him to grant 
it, otherwife than by, forming it into a Company, 
which mu{ft be very Valuable if the juft Meafur s, 
and a.proper Scheme be followed. And conie- 
gQuently; that Trade would be a great Prejudice 
to the Englifh Ea/fi-India Companys. if the Cnarter 
fhould be granted to his own Subjects. 


We ought alfo, to be aware of fomething elfe; 
that feems oc threaten our Trade from thet upe- 
ror’s fyurth r Defigns; which, if we be nor, will 
Afteé& us very much, viz. His eftablifhing a Trade 
to Turkey, which. was agreed to at the late Treaey 
of Pafferewits, with the Grand Seiguicr, in 17 7, 
where our Ambaifudors were prefent. as hi: 
ters, upon more Advantagious Lerins than I 
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been granted by the Port, to any Prince. or State 
in Europe, which will bring 1mmenfe Riches to 
his Imperial Mayjefty, confidering the noble con- 
enient Opportunities he hath to convey Goods 
through his Country by the help of great Rwers, 
particularly the Danube, which is Navigable fif- 
teen hundred Exglifh Miles, and empties ıt {elf in- 
to the Black Sea, where great flat bottom Boats 
run down quick, only by the help of the Stream, 
whereby 24 Goods can be conveniently carried in- 
to any Part of Turkey. 


"THAT the Staple of Wool, was alfo, once in 
Flanders; and I do not fee what is to hinder the 
Emperor from erecting a Woollen Manufactury 
there now; whereby not only many Places in 
Germany, Hungary, &c. may be fupplied by the 
Rivers abovementioned, but even Turkey itfelf 
much cheaper than we. 


ALL thefe Things confidered, in my humble 
Opinion, we have as much Reafon to be alarmed 
at his Imperial Majefty’s turning his Thoughts fo 


much upon Trade; as either Holland, Venice or 
any of his Neighbours. 


Iie thath very lately formed a Coinpany at 
Vienra, to carry on their Trade to the Levant: 
hath himfelf Subfcribed rococo FYorins, as ma- 
ny of his Minifters and Courtiers hath alfa done, 
sor which, a Court of Directors is conftituted, 


anda Prefident named, tor gulate that Commerce. 
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He is alfo endeavouring to engage the other 
Princes of the Empire, to Subfcribe for raifing a 
Stock to Encourage that Trade; which the Turks 
are fo well pleafed with, that great Numbers of 
their Merchants are arrived for that end in the 
Neighbourhood of Belgrade: And when he grants 
liberty of Confcience in any of his Dominions, 
efpecially in Flanders, no Doubt, but the Dutch 
themfelves would remove thither, 1f it were only 
to be relieved of their great Taxes and Oppreflion, 
they are neceffarily under to their States, for their 
own Prefervation: The Reafons are very evident, 
as hig Advantages by granting fuch Liberty will 
be very great, for he knows. very well, that no- 
thing elfe hath made Am/fferdam fo confiderable: 
And if Hamburgb had followed the fame Mea- 
fures, it would have been rather more; and it is 
alfo plain, that he is taking quite different Milea- 
fures, efpecially in Matters of Religion and Trade, 
and very probably will be found to be the great- 
eft Prince, having the moft juft, and noble Views 
of any Prince that ever Swayed the Imperial Scep- 
ter, fiance Charles V. 











I fhall now proceed to givean Account, how and 
by what Means the private Trade from Offend to 
the-Indies came to be ereéted into a Company, by 
his Imperial Majefty, but previoufly I muft ac- 
quaint my Reader, that in an Audience, I had 
the [fonour to have of the Emperor, in 1714, he 
was pleaféd to lay his Commands upon me, to 
have a watchful Eye on every Opportunity that 
might tend to his Service, appointing me a certain 
Canaile, whereby I was to communicate my Ad- 
vices imimedtately to himfelf, through the Hands 

a 2 only 
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of one Confidant, for added he, when any. thing 
comes to his Miniftry, in the ordinary way of 
Bufinefs, it generally takes Wind, and becomes 
good for nothing; but when it came immediatel 
to himfelf,; he knew how to make the proper ufe 
of fuch. 


In the Year 1720, when the ALY fippi Scheme 
had juft mifcarried in France, and that of the 
South Sea wes fo vigoroufly carrying on in Eng- 
land, 1 was informed, that fome FEnelifh, and 
other Stock-Fobbers, were gone to Flanders, with 
a Defign to draw in the Marquis De Priz, into 
their Dangerous Meafures;, and having beén al- 
ways an Enemy both to the faid French and 
Enclifo Schemes, which I was never able to re- 
concile tw my poor Underftanding. 


I thought it my Duty in Ohedience to my Pro- 
mife to the Emperor, to endeavour to prevent 
this wicked Defign, wherefore I went to Bruffel’s 
to prevent, if poffible, the Introduction of any fa- 
tal Schemes, unto his Imperial Majefty’s Domini- 
ons: Refolving, if I found the Marquis, pofl- 
tive to Eftablifh 2 Company of Commerce, in the 
Auftrian Netherlands, to offer him fuch a Scheme 
as 1 could* anfwer for, both to the Emperor, and 
iny own Confcience. 


Cron iny Arrival I found the Marguis juft 
taking Coach to go, to dix la Chapely for the 
recovery of his Health, I immediately followed, 
and found him at sadoigne, where he prefent- 
ly beeau to play the Statelman with me. for in- 
decd lic was a confummate one: So not knowing 

what 
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whatto make of him, whether he defigned any 
Company or not, I took my Leave of him, giv- 
ing him at the fame time, the Scheme I had com- 
pofed for the Emperor’s Service, and returned to 
London the beginning of September, 1720, from 
whence, without any lofs of Time, I wrote to 
Prince Eugene of Savoy ; giving him an Account of 
my late Journey to Flanders, and of what had 
pafled between the Marquis De Prie and Me s 
and fent him alfo an exa@ Copy af the Memorial 
and Scheme I had jeft with the Marquis Le

ABOUT fix Weeks afterwards, I received a very 
refiing Letter froin a Gentleman at Bruffel/s 3, de- 
Enar me to make all the Hafte I could to that Cl- 
ty, for there was fomething of very great Impor- 
tance to Communicate to me: I thought F had 
done enough to difcharge my Promife to the Em- 
peror, and was unwilling to move any more in 
that Affair, therefore returned an Apology, and 
a cool Anfwer, to the forefaid Gentleman, excuf- 
ing my not going over, but my Excufes could not 
be received, for I had a fecond Letter, prefling 
my haftening me over, aifuring me no Excufes 
would be admitted; for there was a Perfon of 
the firft Rank appointed to confer witht me upon 
an Affair which nighly concerned the Emperor: 
Idid not obey this Letter, but at laft received a 
tlra; Conceiveđ in fuch ‘Ferms as I could not a 
ny longer decline going over 


UPON my return ta Brifells, my Correfpon- 
dent tolt me, rt was not the Margiis De Prie, 
but the Count De Windléfserats, the Kmpcror’s 
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Grit Commiffioner for the enfuing Congrefs of 
Cambray, and who was then at Bruffells, and the 
Velt Alerfhal Veen, that had called me over, in 
order to Confer with me upon the fubject of efta- 
blifhing a Company of Commerce in the feat 
Netherlands the two Counts and I met according- 
ly, and after fome Conference, they defired me to 
form a proper Scheme for erecting-a Company of 
Commerce, and a Draught of a Charter to be 
granted by the Emperor, which they were to take 
care to lay before his Imperial Majefty, in Order 
for his Approbation ; withal,they defired I would 
keep my Bufinefs very Private from every Body, 
telling me, at the fame time, that the Marquis 
De Prie was to know nothing of it, and that he 
had always been an Enemy to erecting of a Com- 
pany in thefe Provinces, becaufe, thereby, he 
would be deprived of the Means of exacting, 
yearly, very large Sums from tbe Private Traders 
to the Faff-Indzes, for their Private Commiflions; 
which he; as Deputy Governour of the Aufte- 
rian: Netherlands, -was authorifed to give out, I 
was thus prevailed upon to compofe a Scheme for 
erecting the faid Company of Commerce, anda 
proper Charter to be laid before his Imperial Ma- 
jefty 5 during all which time, I could not forget 
the many Wngentlemanlike ‘Treatments I had fo 
lately received from ourExglifh Eacfi-IndiaCompamry ə 


I was fenfible that the Succefs of all great un- 
deriukings confifted in Secrecy, and in fuch cau- 
tious and prudent. Conduét;:as all the Art, and 
cunning ofits Encm:ecs, fhould not beable to pre- 
vent the Execution thereof; for Lrepericnce hath 
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often proved, that a Wound given to any under- 
taking in its Infancy, generally proves Mortal. 


I was aware of the Enemies of this Infant Com- 
pany, but efpecially the Dutch, who I knew 
would {tick at nothing, by fair or foul Means to 
deftroy a Trade, that interfered with theirs. 
Therefore in order to prevent their taking fuch 
Methods,as would in time deftroy this new Com- 
pany, I took care in my Scheme and Charter, in- 
duftrioufly to lay my great ftrefs upon the £a//- 
India Trade, mentioning as little of the /Ve/?-In- 
dies as poflible, and yet enough to authorife the 
Company to put in Execution, what really I in- 
tended for their Service, for what I had princi- 
pally in View, was all along chiefly in the Weft- 
Indies intending, the Faf?f-India Trade ina great 
Meafure, asa blind to cover my real Defign, and 
to render this new. Company's Enemies fecure in 
thefe Parts, where I refolved they fhould make 
their principal Settlements. 


E was always of the Opinion, that the 
Trade which encourageth the confumption of the 
Native product of a Country, and the manufac- 
turing thereof at Home, the Exportations thereof 
to Foreign Countries, where they are wanted,and 
which in Return, Imports thefe Commoditics 
that are wanting in Europe, and the Ballance in 
Specie muft certainly be the only Trade to enrich 
mate Country: And that ‘Trade which Exports 
little or nothing but Bullion,and Imports in Return 
only Superfluities to fupport Luxary, muft cer- 
sainly be Pernicious, and at laft Fatal. 


NI «4 THAT 
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THAT the Dutch ‘Trade to the E-all-Indies writs 
yeally in Effect no Exception to this Rule ; for it 
is to be confidered, that by their being Mafters of 
a vaft Continent in the Ez/t- Indies, and having 
there almoft as many Subjects as in FEurgpe, thofe 
Advantages give them Opportunity to fend thi- 
ther, great Quantities of Frropean Commodities 35 
which prodigioufly leffens the Export of their 
Bullion, befides that, they are Mlafters of all the 
Spice-Iflands: But the FExglz/h and other European 
Companies, who have only a few Forts and Fac- 
tories in the Faff-Indies, would be Grievances, if 
the Luxury of this Age had not now made this 
‘Trade neceffary. 





I was alfo apprized, that an Fa/?-India ‘Trade 
would prove more hurtful to the Emperor's Sub- 
jects than to the Fuglifh, becaufe the £iaglifh have 
a vaft extenfive Trade to moft Parts of the World, 
and in moft of them, the Ballance on therr fide 5 
whereby any Lofs on our fide from the #a/?-fi- 
dies is infenfible, and not felt by us, whereas 
the Emporer’s Countries have very little ‘Trade, 
whereby fupplies of Money are Imported , there- 
fore J believed an annual Lofs of Specie, would 
foon empty thefe Countrics of the little Money 
they had Current among them. y 


For thefe Reafons, I had my Evye principally 
upon the We/?- Indies, and had pitched upon a cer- 
tain Hland, fituated pretty nigh the Spanifh-IF eft- 
India Coatt, at prefentin the Poth íon ot no Er- 
rapean Prince ov State, and which none could pre- 
tend anv Right or pit Tirle to, bavit g in Ex- 

ment Elirbuur, and capatie of beine made tin-

nable tn a little tıme: But knowing that nothing 
could be kept a Secret, after it had been prefented 
to the Emperor's Cabinet-Council, and before a 
Court of Directors, I took the Method I have 
mentioned, fince the laft Difcovery might have 
ruined what I intended; which in few Words, 
was, that this new Company under the Colour 
and Pretence of making two Settlements in the 
F2/i-Indies, fhould have fitted out a few Ships 
with a competent Number of Hands Aboard, con- 
{tfting chiefly of Soldiers, Artificers and Amuni- 
tion; with all Neceffaries, Provifions, and Arms, 
who under the aforefaid Cover, fhoufd have failed 
to the Wef?-Indies, and have taken Poffeflion óf 
the aforefaid Hland, and thereupon,fo foon as this 
Ifland was fortified, and made tennable, that the 
Emperor fhould declare it a free Port for all N» 
tions to come and Trade in, uporr payment of % 
{mall moderate Duty, and aHo, for atl forts of 
Perfons, of what Denomination and Qualite 
whatfoever, to refort to, and live in unmolefted, 
both as to Body and Effeéts,upon paying aCapita- 
tion Tax; which Iland would cenfequently have 
heen the greateft Magazine andStorehoufe of aH the 
Product of America, and of Moriey to have ex- 

yanged their Commodities for thofe of Emrope $ 
efpecially thofe of the Emperor's Countries,which 
would not have been in the Power of all the Go- 
wernors in tlrefe Parts to have prevented > Becayfe 
a private ‘Trade is not eafity hindred,” when an 
Advantage ts found by It, which would have 
been very great in this Cafe, becaufe it came from 
the firit Hand, fo that here would have been a 
Market for all the Linnen,Cambricks,L.aces,Stutts 


ec. that the fmperors Cguntries are ible to hua 
uce 
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duce and Manufacture, and they again be fupplied 
from their own American Market in Return, with 
the valuable and fubftantial Commodities in A- 
merica, and the Ballance in Specza. 


I believe all this might have been brought a- 
bout without any great Expenfe, for by taking 
care to eftablith an cafie form of Government, the 
People would have flocked from all the Neigh- 
bouring Colonjes, who very often labour under 
Grievances by the Oppreflion of many of the Go- 
vernours; for it is well known, that nothing but 
the Severity of the Governours, forced feveral of 
the People, in thefe Parts, to turn Pirates. 


WHat might have difcouraged me from pro- 
pofing this to the Emperor, was, the Oppofition 
it would at that time have met with from the Spa- 
niard: But having, for feveral Years, entertain- 
ed a Correfpondence with feveral Perfons, who 
had travelled over the Spanij/hlVeft-Indies,by which 
Means, I had attained to good Knowledge of the 
Spanifh Weft-Indies, of their true Srrength, and the 
Situation of their Affairs with the Indians, where- 
by I wasin a Condition to fatistie his Imperial Ma- 
jefty,there were at leaft forty Netzves to one Spani- 
ard, and fach irreconcilable Enemies to them, ttha 
they were ready and willing, upon the leaft Occĉafi- 
on,to Rife, and join with any who would lead them 
on, and aflift them in overcoming their Tyrannical 
Matters, and difpofiefs them at once. A. Scot/man 
particularly, with that View, travelled all over 
the Spani‘h-Teft-Indies, and was long convertfant 
with the Natives: This Gentleinan*told me, that 
the la lans had affurcd him, that the Spaniards 
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had not yet difcovered the Eighth Part of the 
Miunes,and that theRicheft were ftil] concealed; and 
that they would never nake any more of them 
known to the Spanzards 5 who inftead of reward- 
ing continue to put them tc the ‘Torture, to 
Difcover the reft; efpecially thofe of Gold, an 
Error which none but the blinded Spaniard would 
be guilty of: That thelndizns further affured my 
Friend, that if the King of Great-Britain, or any 
other European Prince, would take them under 
his Protection, and furnifh them with fome Off- 
cers and Arms for that Effe&, and allow them the 
property of the Mines yet undifcovered, they 
would-freely. give a fifth Part to fuch Prince fo 
protecting them, and Work the Mines at their 
own Coft, in which Cafe they would ufe and 
wear our European Commodities, and pay for 
them to their Deliveres, at any Rate; and that if 
they knew of better, Mafters, with a {mall Aflift- 
ance, they would be able to expel the Spaniards 
out of many Parts themfelves, and that even the 
American Spaniards, were weary of the Opprefii- 
on and Hardfhips they met with from old Spain, 
and would make but a feeble Refiftance againft 
the Houfe of Aufria: He had affured me farther, 
that if the Spaniards fhould attempt to difturb the 
Emperor in his ‘4merica:n Settlement, or European 
Dominions; he would want no more to make as 
fudden a Revolution in new Spain, as hath alrea- 
dy happened in Portugal, than to fend to new 
Spain a few Arms, Ammuniton, Officers, and 
Manifeftoes, proclaiming Liberty, and Property, 
in the Spanifb-Weft- Indiese 
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I believe no Body at that time, had any Pro- 
pect of a Treaty of Peace and Commerce,between 
their Imperial and @atholick Mayjefties, or thar 3 
firm F-rendfhip, and good Underftanding, cov ? 
have been eftablithed on the Bafis it now ıs 
tween them, and having been always of the O 
nion, that it was not the Intereft of Great Brits 
thofetwo powerful Monarchs fhould unirethe 
I took the Courfe I have mentioned, to be art 
festual way to prevent it, and this would pu 
Emperor under the further Neceflity of cou: 
the Friendfhip of Great-Britain, whofe nte: 
alfo it would have been, to have fuppiert_d tie 
Emperor in America, aswell as they hid d ne in 
Europe, becaufe the greateft Part of the Advan- 
tages arrifing from this new Settlement and Trade 
of the Emperors, would have come into the Hands 
of the Englżfi.

I propofed alfo in mv Scheme, to Eftablifh a 
Bank in the Azrffrian Neithberlan ds, quite upon 4 
different Foundation from thefe of England, Hot- 
land, Venice, and Genoa, which I did not doubr, 
but it might have been made a very fl»ur fhing 
one,and to Anfwer Expectation, and would hard- 
have been weakened it its Credit., 





Havinc thus given an Account of what J in- 
tended, this I concealed for the Reafons abave- 
mentioned: I prefented the Scheme and Charter to 
the two Counts, fo focn as I had finifhed them, 
telling them at the fatne time, that there was a 
Neceilizy I fhould cxplain mytetf upon thefe Pa- 
pers; I had rhe Honour tien to give them, but 
that E weuld not Difwver the realemeaning of 

them 
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them to any but the Emperor himfelf, becaufe the 
Succefs of the whole, depended upon Secrecy; J 
added, my Affairs called me to Fuglund, but I 
would return fo foon as they thought it proper 
to fend thefe Papers to the Emperor, and that I 
would be the Bearer of them mvtelf, in order to 
difcharge my Durty to his Imperial Majefty, all 
which being thus fetrled and agreed ro, between 
the aforefaid two Counts and me; they give a 
Writing under their Hands to Inrerctt myfelf 
and Friends, into the equal half of the capital 
Stock of the faid Company: So I took my Leave 
and departed from SArafJells, I arrived in London 
the 26th of Merch, 1721. But I muft return 
alittle to Acquaint my Reader, that when I 
was at Bruf/ells,- there came a Gentlemen from 
Paris to tnat Place, Mr. Fol-n Colebrovke, who tak- 
ing up his Lodging ar the fame Hoftelle where I 
did, he found for'ne Pertons of Diftination refort 
to me, and that I had in a manner withdrawn my- 
{elf from ordiniry Converfation: He being a cun- 
ning Mar, and perfect Mafter of the Art of Stock- 
Fobbing ; took all the Wavs imaginable, to tind 
out what it was, I was fo much bufied abour, and 
at laft I foun. the youn: Man,who was my Amanu- 
enfis,had ufed fome indifcreer Freedom with him ; 
I thought it was iny beft way to make him m 

Frietid, and engage him to me, {o calling of Mr. 
Colebrooke, I told him, after a little neceilary In- 
troduction, that my Time had been inrirely taken 
up, lince my arrival at Areffells, in forming a 
Scheme and Charter to be granted by the Emper- 
or, for erecting a new Compiny of Commerce, ia 
the Arnflrzan Netherian de, and the Reiafon of my 
communicating foimuch to hi.n, was, that bv the 
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Converfation I had with him, I beJieved iim ga- 
pable of being very ufeful in the practical Part of 
‘Trade, to which I was a Stranger, as being only 
a Country Gentleman, and if he would be faithful 
to me, I would give him Opportunities of making 
Money enough to himfelf; which would be his 
true Intereft, but if otherwife, or if he endea- 
voured to Supplant me, and Abufe my Confidence 
in him, he would find Shame and Difgrace attend 
fuch Praétices; for he nor no Man but myfelf; 
knew the meaning of my Scheme, and there was 
a material Difference between the Letter and Spi- 
rit thereof, which would prove fatal to him, and 
difcover him to be a Cheat, but Mr.-Colebrcok 
taking the deepeft Engagements of Fidelity, I Rit 
him behind me. 


Uron my Arrival at Londen, I found the Bri- 
tifh Parliament enacting fomee*Penalties upon fuch 
as fhould be concerned in the Trade froin Offend 
to the Ea/f?-Indies; but this was not the only dif- 
couragement I met with, for foon after this, I re- 
ceived Advice from Brzf//els, that Mr. Colebrooke 
was playing Falfe with me, and had found 
Means to get himfelf introduced to the twoCounts; 
and by his Art, and cunning Cuntrivances, in- 
nuated himfelf fo far, as to be intrufted to Perufe 
the Scheme and Charter I had left behind me and 
had Affurance enough, to make feveral Alterati- 
ons in thefe Papers; whereby the Defign I had of 
preventing the bad Confequences of Stock-Fobbing 
as far as could confift with the ufe of Property, 
was intirely cut off, and feveral Gap 3 opened 
for private Ends, which I had in mine carefully 
guarded agiinft, taking all the Pains I could t 
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-unite 2nd cement the feveral Interefts of the Em- 
peror as Sovereign, the Country and Company 
by giving each of them the Means of finding 
their Account therein, andin fuch an equal man- 
mer, as none of the three fhould have any juft Rea- 
fon to Envy or Grudge one another their feveral 
Advantages, which I believed would prove a ve- 
ry ftrong Fourfdation, for a Company of Com- 
merce which was every Body's Intereft to Sup- 
port. 


MR. Colebrooke being flufhed with thefe unex- 
pected Succeffes, procured alfo, in a little time, 
himf@lf to ke intrufted with the Papers, and fent 
with them by the two Counts to Vzenna, with 
{trong Letters of Recommendation from them to 
the Count de Zinzendorfe. 








I was very quickly apprized of all thefe Pro- 
ceedings from Bruffells, and very uneafy thereup- 
on; knowing well, that Mr. Colebrooke, without 
giving myfelf any ‘Trouble, would very foon 
confound and undoe himfelf; fo ÈE compofed my- 
felf, refolving to give Mr. Colebrooke fair Liberty 
to follow his own Methods. I intended to give 
myfelf no farther Trouble in thofe Affairs, which 
had been fo very DTroublefome and Expentfive to 
ric. 





So faon as the News was fpread about, that Mr. 
Colebrocka was gone to Vienna, to procure the 
Charter from the Emperor, the £a/ft-Indiz Com- 
panies of England and Holand took the Alarm, 
for in tke onth of O€fober, 141721, Mr. Tbo- 
was Lewis, before mentioned cime to my 
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Lodeings, and had a long Conferrence with me; 
about the Offend Affair , he regretted ver mucn 
their Companies not going into the Meaturcs I 
had fometime before propofed, to procure them 
the Charter from the Emperor: I anfwered, Thar 
might eafily have been done, and believed myfeltf 
capable of unhorfing Colebrooke, and of doing that 
Favour ffill, if I were not now rendered uncapa- 
ble of it, by the late Act of Parliament, which 
the Faf?-Indiz Company themfelves, had been fe 
very Indutitrious to procures 











He asked me if I thought there might be ftill 
any Means to prevent the Emperor's gryantirg the 
Charter: I told him there was, ane that the 
fienders Trade to the Fa/ff-Indies, might be laid 
afide, but that it was to no Purpofe to ‘Trouble 
him with it; for there was no dealing with his 
Mafters upon a gentlemanlike, footing, nor did I 
believe, I could have any Credit in ferving them, 
and that he himfelf knew very well, how they 
lhad ufed me three Years fince, he {faid rhe Cafe 
was now changed, and that he really beleived 
they would now Act more fincerely, and gener- 
oufly with me than formerly they had done. 


He. at laft prevailed with me to agree to mect 
with two of their principal Directors; wher up- 
on I drew up in Writing, my Propofal, and the 
Niethod howl intended to manage it, andthe Ar- 
guments I would make ufe of,to induce his Impe- 
rial Majefty, to agree to a fuppreflion of a Trade, 
from Offend to the Fa/f? Indies, and ho v eafy it 
was for me to difcredit Mr. Coltbrooke. Mer: 
Lewis in a few Davs cane and carried me to the 
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Eaft-I dza Houle, there I met with twò very 
sregt Vien of tlre Company, in one of the inner 
Chambers, where, after the neceflary previous 
Difcourfe, Mr. Lemis read mv Papers before them, 
which they feemed wonderfully to approve, and 
defired I would agree to go to Vienna my Telf, and 
manage that Bufinefs;, I told them, my own private 
Affairs called sie to Scotland, and it would be o€ 
great Prejudice to me, if I neglected to haften to that 
Country, where an Affair of great Importance,.-to 
me, was come toa Crifis, .and run a great Rifque 
of lofing it, if I was not very foon in that Coun- 
try : But, if they were refolved to fend me toy- 
enn , Iw Jd endeavour to engage a Gentleman 
the Aliddie-Temple, who had been my Coun- 
fellor for many Years, and agree with him, upon 
reafonable ‘Terms to go to Scotland . to. fupply 
my Place, he having a perfet Knowledge of my 
Affairs: But I told them,-I expected they would 
reimburfe me what Money I fhould give him on 
that Account, which they promifing to do, I ac- 
ordingly, in a few Days, agreed with the forefaid 
sentleman for one Hundred and Fifty Pounds for 
his Journey and Stay in Scotland, which could 
not be lefs than fix Months. 




















IN three or four Days after, the famme Gentle- 
men of the Eaft-India Company, and I, met.a~ 
vain, when they afked me what I demanded for- 
thefe Services? I Anfwered, I wanted only to be: 
indemnified, and to have, in Hand, ^a reafonable 
Sum of _Mloney,.to provide a -fuitable Equipage, 
and to bear my Charges till my return to London, 
and then, if l had Succefs, I would leave iz to a- 
ny reafonable Man, to determine whet I fhould. 
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deferve; They agreed readily to this, q then 
defired me to ufe all the Means £ could th nk of, 
to put a ftop to the Charters going out, tul I 
fhould arrive at Vienna. 


I {hall not be fo Vain, as to fay my Means put 
a ftop to it, but its certain, Mearis were ufed, and 
a {top was pūt to ite At our next Meeting, they 
told: me, the Affair was laid before the Court of 
Directors, and an Order given to iflue out Money 
for that Purpofe, and two other Directors were act 
ded to them, to finifh what was requifite at that 
time, in order to difpatch me, and defired Į wo, d 
be as quick as I could, in making 
Provifion for my Journey; which accordin 
I did, and thereby run my felf confiderably 
Debt, not then imagining I fhould, afterwards, 
have it to pay out of my own Pocket at laft, juft 
as I was expecting to be difpatehed, Letters came 
from Mr. Coleman, the Briti/b Refident at Vienna, 
giving an Account. that juft when it was expected 
the Charter would pafs the Emperor’s Hand, Cole- 
brooke, all of a fudden, came under fome Difcredit 
at the Imperial Court, and that a ftop was putto 
the palling of the Charter. 


THE xf India Company, as I fuppofe, ima- 
gining this had proceedcd from fome other Mo- 
tives and Endeavours than really it did, imtead 
of meeting with methemfelves,they fent Mr. Lemis 
to me, with my Papers, wlich they had in their 
Ciftody, and bid him, in their Name ‘Thank me 
fcr all my kind Endeavours to ferve the Company 35 
Bur, thar new there would be no Occafion for 
giring my felt tie DProuble cf goin to Vienna 

on 
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on the Accaint, for, that they had recei dthe 
good ews, thit the Charter was dropped. 


Mr. Lezers delivered me this Meffage, and the 
Papers, with a deep Concern, telling me, that he 
was afhamed to look me in the Face, I anfwered, 
he had no Reafon to be fo, but truly his Mafters 
had , for they would find themfelves in a Miftake, 
and that by what they had then done, they had 
loft their lat Opportunity , adding, I would {peak 
mo more upon that Subjeét, for, they had, to fay 
no worfe of them, ufed me Barbaroutly, and very 

njuftly, for, that he knew I had never recéived 
O hilicg of them, upon any Account whatfo- 


r, firít or laft. 


AT laft, I found my felf obliged to make an A- 
pology to a certain great Man Abroad, and lay 
the Saddle upon the right Horfe. I fhałl not in- 
fift any farther on this Subject, for every Body 
knows, that fometime after,the Charter came out, 
and the Company was erected in the Auffrian 


Netherl ands. 





Ir might be expected, that I fhould, in this 
Place, infert a true Copy of the Papers I gave to 
the Gentlemen of the Eafl-IndiaComyany, the 
Mi utes thereupon, together with their Names 
who treated with me; but being truly unwilling 
to expofe any Set of Men, or Gentlemens Names, 
I have declimed it, being now much broke in my 
Health, by the extraordinary Fatigues, both in 
Body and Mind, that by thefe Means, I nave 
drawn upcn me. I fhill net give my {elf any far- 
ther Trou lein this, but a'n refclved tro putth 

N 2 into 
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into the Hands of two Friends, to dow them 
as they fhall find Convenient for the E blick 
Service. 


I fhall therefore conclude, with giving my 
Reader a fhort Account of the Fate-of Mr. Fobn 
Colebrooke, with whom it fared, juft as I had fore- 
told; for he came at laft to be difcovered, or, in- 
deed rather, he difcovered himfelf to be what he 
really was, whereupon, very foon after the arri- 
val of the Charter at Bruffel/s, for eftablifhing the 
EaftsIndia Company in the Auftrian Netherlands 
there caine an Order from the Imperial Court, 4 
feize upon the Perfon, and “Papers of 
Colebrooke, and, accordingly, a ftrict fearch w 
made for him, but he narrowly efcaped out of th 
Emperors Dominions, fo leaving him to Travel 
in Foreign Parts, I fhal fay no more of him.
